Although the commissions met at half past 
3 o'clock, expecting to finish their work in 
half an hour, the engrossing of the treaty on 
parchment was found to be so troublesome 
that it delayed the signing of the document 
until 8:45. Clerk Martin of the American 
commission worked all day without even 
Stopping to eat. When he came into the 
chamber at 7:30 with the document he found 
t..¢ commissioners Waiting. The Spanish 
copy had arrived a half hour earlier. Arthur 
Ferguson then proceeded to read first the 
English and after that the Spanish version 
of the treaty. This finished, two copies were 
passed around the table, the commissioners 
signing them in the order of their rank, as 
follows: William R. Day, Senator Cushman 
K. Davis, Senator William P. Frye, White- 
law Reid, and Senator George Gray; Sefior 
Montero Rios, Sefior Abarzuza, Sefior Gar- 
nica, Sefior Villaurutia, and General Cerero 
y Saenz, each commission signing its op- 
ponent’s treaty. Both were tied with the 
Spanish and American colors. 

When the seals Were prepared to be affixed 
atterdants were sent scurrying for ribbons 
of the French tri-color, with which the doc- 
uments were sealed as a compliment to the 
French hosts of the commissions. Many 
officials interestedly watched every detall of 
the proceedings. 


Spaniards Criticise Americans. 

The last seal being impressed, the com- 
missioners rose and without formality each 
member shook the hands of all 
his antagonists and exchanged as- 
surances of sincere personal esteem. 
The Sapniards afterwards comment- 
ed acridly upon what they termed the 
bad taste of the Americans in mustering a 
crowd of attachés to gloat over the con- 
summation of their downfall and to scramble

NOT A BIT DOWNHEARTED.

Savannah, Ga., Dec. 10,—[Special.]—The 
transport Michigan sailed at 4 o’clock this 
afternoon, carrying the Second Illinois Vol- 
unteer Infantry First and Second Battalions, 
in command of Lieutenant Colonel Hotch- 
kiss, and will follow the Firgt North Caro- 
lina Regiment into Cuba. . 

The Michigan was towed to sea by two 
local tugs with siren whistles, and these, 
with the Michigan’s own sirens, made the 
air noisy with shrill shrieks along Savan- 
nah’s five miles of wharves, upon which 
were gathered 10,000 citizens and soldiers, 
who ran from their places of business asthe 
transport was going to sea. 

There were more than 800 of the Illinols 
boys gathered upon the upper deck of the 
Michigan, standing here and» there and 


‘ 
were cold and hungry. They sang songs and 
amused themselves as best they could. 


Soldier Falls Overboard. 

The most exciting event of last night was 
the. falling overboard of a private and his 
rescue from death by two officers. The man 
was Private William Glasbrook of Company 
D. He fell a distance of about twenty feet 
and hit his head on the edge of the wharf. 
He then dropped into the water. This creat- 
ed great excitement and confusion. ‘*‘ Man 
overboard!” was called out all over the 
wharf. 

Among the first to act upon this informa- 
tion, given in excited tones, were two officers 
of Company E of the regiment. They were 
Captain Henry E. Nussbaumer and Lieuten- 
ant John E. Vannatta. One grabbed a lan- 


| tern and the other a rope, and they rushed 
to the side of the wharf. 


the rope!” they called out to the 
man in the water, as they threw it to him. 
He did so, and was pulled up on the wharf. 
He had a bad gash over one eye when he got 
out. 

It was later when all the men were put 
aboard the ship. Some of those of the Sec- 
ond Battalion did not get on until after 10 
o’clock. Those who got on first were re- 
galed with canned cornbeef and hardtack. 
As it was the first thing they had been fur- 
nished to eat since 6 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing they were giad to get even this. 

There was no coffee for any one, and all 
the troops did not even get a hardtack. After 
the troops were loaded it was found that 
there were 874 men and 29 officers on board. 
Some of the men belonged to the signal corps 
and there were twelve from the North Car- 
olina regiment, who were left behind when 
the Roumania departed.

McKinley Sends Congratulations. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—The official 
news of the signing of the peace treaty was 
received in Washington a little later than 
the press reports. It was in cipher form as 
usual from Judge Day, It was at once 
transmitted to the President, who was alone 
at the time, but within a comparatively 
short time all the members of the Cabinet 
had either called or sent their congratula- 
tions. The President’s congratulations were 
promptly cabled to the commission. 

The news of the signing had been s0 
thoroughly discounted that the actual re- 
ceipt of the official advices created little stir 
here. There was a general feeling of relief, 
however, that no unforeseen circumstance 
intervened at the last moment to block the 
peaceful close of the negotiations, 

Hoar’s Gloomy Prediction. | 

New York. Dec. 10.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
to the World from Washington says: “If 
we take the Philippines under the treaty of 
peace the downfall of the American republic 


McKinley.” 

These are the cxact words of a statement 
made this afternoon by Senator Hoar of 
Massachusetts. | 

‘I am not quite prepared to discuss this 
great question| exhaustively at this mo- 
ment,’”’ added Mr, Hoar, “ but I am getting 
ready to do so. The subject will be before 
the Senate soon, and when it does come be- 
fore us in the proper way I imagine I shall 
have some observations to make,’’ and Mr. 
Hoar smiled grimly as he gazéd, apparent- 
ly; into the future. 

Will the treaty be ratified?’ 

‘‘T think not,’’ Mr. Hoar replied, after a 
moment’s consideration of his words and 
with a quiet emphasis that could not be dis~ 
guised. | 

Expenses of the Commission. ‘ 

The following figures give the estimated 
expenses incurred by the American mem- 
bers of the Peace commission, now spending 
their seventy-first day in Paris, up to this 
time: Salaries of commissioners, $30,000; 
salary of secretary, $10,000; compensation 
of interpreters, legal advisers, etc., $20,000; 
steamship passage for party, $5,000; hotel 
accommodations, $10,000; personal expenses 
of party, incidentals, etc., $15,000; services 
of special employés, $10,000. Total, $100,000. 

The American Peace commissién is com- 
posed of five members, a secretary, & score 
or more translators, typewriters, stenog- 
raphers, and a retinue of servants. In: all 
thirty-two persons were in the party.

Protests were sent to the Med- 
ical department against the use of the vessel 
by the IlHnols troops. General Lee deter- 
mined to have the ship inspected again and 
sent Lieutenant Colonel Curtis Guild Jr., 
Inspector General of the corps, and Assist- 
ant Adjutant General J. H. Dorst to report 
upon its condition. 

Lieutenant Colonel Guild had already in- 
spected the vessel and recommended that it 
only be used for the shipment of animals. 
Orders came from the War department 
that owing to the unsettled condition of 
affairs in Cuba the transport would have to 
be used for the shipment of men. It was 
listed by the Quartermaster General's de- 
partment to carry 800 men and 800 animals. 

This morning, after careful investiga‘ion 
of the ship, Colonel Guild and Colonel Lorst 
ha@ the men of the Second Illinois ques- 
tioned. upon what they preferred doing. 
They could either go to Cuba on the Mich- 
igan or else go back to their camps and 
wait an indefinite period for a transport to 
carry them away. The men did not like the 
camp idea and decided to go away on the 
Michigan. 

The Inspector General will report to the 
War department that the vessel should not 
be used any more formen. The troops gave 
the inBpection officers three cheers for the 
way they did their work aboard theship.

BRYAN REPORTED TO 
HAVE NOTIFIED LEE OF 
HIS INTENT TO RESIGN. 


Silver Leader [lakes a Significant Call 
on Commanding General at Savannah 
—It Is Said Resignation Will Take 
Effect in a Few Days. 


Savannah, Ga., Dec. 10.—[Special.]—Col- 
onel W. J. Bryan came into the city tonight 
to notify General Fitzhugh Lee of his inten- 
tion to resign his commission. General Lee 
leaves Savannah on the Panama tomorrow 
with his staff and Colonel Bryan came to 
notify him prior to his departure. When 
asked about the matter General Lee said: 
“I would prefer that you see Colonel Bry- 
an.”” Major General Keifer, who has as- 
sumed command of the corps, gave prac- 
tically the same answer. . 

Three or four of the officers of the Third 
Nebraska Regiment say Bryan will tender 
his resignation to the War department with- 
in two or three days. 
officer of the regiment from whom the infor- 
mation emanates is Lieutenant Colonel Vic- 
tor Vifquain, who, in congratulating an of- 
ficer of the Seventh Corps on his promotion 
the other day, said: ‘“‘ You may be able to 
extend similar congratulations to me within 
a few days, for it is pretty well settled that 
Colonel Bryan will tender his resignation to 
the department the first of next week.” 


RARE EXAMPLE OF 
SELF-SACRIFICE AND 
DEVOTION TO DUTY. 


Engineer at Richmond, Ind., with Leg 
Torn Off, Drags Himself to His En- 
gine to Shut Off Fire and Prevents 


Explosion. 


Richmond, Ind., Dec. 10.—[Special.]—Will- 
iam Carney, engineer at the Carpenter roller 
mills, while working about his engine today 
became entangled in a large gear wheel and 
one limb was crushed entirely off near the 
hip. 

With his life blood ebbing fast away and 
suffering agony of pain, Carnéy managed 
to extricate himself. He did not think of 
his own condition, but’ knew no one might 
visit the engine-room for hours, and in the 
meantime the boilers would explode unless 

the fire was shut off. 

Although the boiler-room was sixty feet 
away, he dragged himself that distance and 
shut off the fire, saving life and property. 
Carney died tonight. ' 

Shortly after the accident William Thomp- 
son, aged 13, was run over by a horse and 
buggy and fatally injured, the calk of the

months ago, ran aground and stuck until 
it was pulled off by tugs. 

How badly the Massachusetts is damaged 
even its officers do not know. It struck bow 
on hard enough to smash some of the plates 
of its double bottom and the break was big 
enough to let in water that brought the great 
battleship down ten inches or more. 

J. A. Bell, master of tugs at the navy yard, 
who piloted the Massachusetts out, says 
it struck in the middle of the channel and 
what it hit was neither reef nor wreck, but 
the channel bottom. He says that because 
of the high winds the water was four feet 
lower in the channel than it should have 
been. 


Pilot Says Channel Is Shallow. 


The pilot says it did not strike on Diamond 
Reef, and to back up his statement grimly 
calls attention to the fact that there are but 
twenty-six feet of water on Diamond Reef 
at ordinary low tide, and had the Massachu- 
setis attempted to go over the reef under 
the conditions that prevailed yesterday it 
would have torn the whole bottom out of it 
and hung it there a wreck. 

A board of inquiry will determine why, if 
the pilot’s statement is true, somebody did 
not know these things and act on them, in- 
stead of blindly trying to run a huge battle- 
ship through a channel too shallow to 
float it. 

It was 11 o’clock this’morning when the 
Massachusetts, with all its heavy load of 
a full complement of ammunition and coal 
for the winter cruise, steamed slowly out 
of the navy yard and started for Hampton 
Roads. Half an hour later, near Governor's 
Island, or, as the pilot described it, just to 
the eastward of Diamond Reef, a shudder 
ran through the great steel fabric that 
startled every man on board. A bump, @ 
scrape, a shiver, and a shock, then the Mas- 
sachusetts rode smoothly again. It had 
passed the obstruction. 4 


Hurry Call for Tugs. 

Before the battleship had ceased trergbling 
collision quarters had been sounded and the 
watertight doors of all the compartments 
had been shut. Being a man-of-war, accus- 
tomed to emergencies, there was, of course, 
no panic. Every man was at his post on 
the call and the ship was headed across ta 
Tompkinsville. A boat was. hurriedly sent 
ashore and an urgent call for three tugs 


was telegraphed to the navy yard. 


The message filled the navy yard with dis- 
may. The tug Wompatuck, the only one 
immediately available, was dispatched to 
the help of the Massachusetts. The battle- 
ship, however, was able to come back under 
its own steam, the Wompatuck standing by 
to give assistance if it should be needed. 
They kept the pumps going on the Massa- 
chusetts all the way up. It was back at the 
yard at 4:30 p. m. As it approached the 
navy yard the ‘seriousness of the situation 
was manifest from its appearance. The 
damage was evidently far forward, and the 
great guns of the forward turret wers 
cocked away up to throw their weight as far 
back as possible; nevertheless, the vessel 
was perceptibly down by the head and mani- 
festly listed.

This subcommittee has been called for 2 
o’clock on Monday afternoon and will em- 
ploy an expert and make a pretense of look- 
ing into the financial condition of the streec 
railway companies. When it gets ready to 
report, probably some time toward the end 
of the week, then the full committee can get 
down to what Alderman Cullerton calls “ the 
business of the sessions.” 


Remaking the Ordinance. 


Out of these meetings will come the ord!- 
nance on which the street car companies 
really intend to stand or fall. It was said in 
THE TRIBUNE the morning after the intr: - 
duction of the Lyman measure that it was 
but a tentative instrument and that when 
the amendments which the companies intend 
to tack to it were all in its proposer would 
not recognize it. Every move since has but 
proved the absolute correctness of that state- 
ment: Every Alderman Is willing to pledge 
himself absolutely not to vote for that ordi- 
nance and there is not the least doubt alf 
these pledges will be kept to the letter. Nong 
of them will ever have a chance to vote for 
it. The ordinance which will be introduced 
and for which they will be expected to vote 
will provide a somewhat higher rate of com< 


ordinance. The different classification of 
companies by mileage receipts will also be 
thrown out and a specific percefttage of the 
gross receipts named for each company. 
This percentage will be higher for the North 
and South Side companies than for the Wes¢ 
Division company. 

»There is also the question of the life of the 
franchise to be considered. The companies 
want a fifty-year ordinance if they can get 
it. It is practically certain, however, they 
cannot get this, and consequently they will 
turn in and get as long a term as they can. 
How long that term will be is now the vexed 
question. 

It is a knowledge of the fact that a prac 
tically new ordinance is to come out of the 
committee which has induced Mayor Harrie 
son to take his stand against granting any 
ordinance at all as long as the Allen law re« 
mains. He recognizes the fact it is useless 
to pledge Aldermen to vote against one or« 
dinance when they can claim it does hof 
bind them to vote against another w 
may be put in in its place.

Yerkes Thinks It Ridiculous. 

In the course of the proceedings before the 
Council committee in the afternoon Alder- 
man Schlake announced in the presence of 
Charles T. Yerkes that he was opposed to 
passing any ordinance as long as the Allen 
law is on the books, because he understpod it 
was so drawn that no compensation to the 
city could be enforced under it.

Committee’s Session Opens.

WIORA WILL NOT PROMISE. 


The various parts of the city witnessed 
stirring meetings last evening and the sent}- 
ment was everywhere aggressive against 
the fifty-year franchise ordinance or: any. 
other which will carry with it the taint of 
the Allen law. 

Citizens of the Thirtieth and Thirty-first . 
Wards, 1,000 strong, held an anti-franchise 
meeting at Linden’s Theater, Sixty-third 
and Halsted streets. Mayor Harrison and 
several other speakers addressed. them, 
pointing out the iniquities of the Lyman or- 
dinance, and deciaring no measure legalized 
by the ¢lien law should be considered, The 
Mayor’s speech was largely a repetition of 


‘*] don't believe it possible to put the or- 
dinance through the Council until the Legis- 
lature has been given a chance to repeal the 

llen law. Should any be put through be- 
fore, I will use my veto. Afterwards they 
must be for twenty years or less, and allow 
a compensation tothe city of not less than 10 
per cent. 

‘“*‘At the expiration of the twenty years I 
am in favor of municipal ownership of the 
street car system. To get a perfectly har- 
monious scheme it would not be advisable 


to own them until then.

We could place them up 
for the highest bidder and we could get every | 
cent they are worth. It would also not be 
necessary ee corporations to deal with the 
City of Chicago in the backrooms of saloons, 
but they would come to the City Hall and 
speak freely anything they would have to 
say.”’ 
At the conclusion of Mayor Harrison’s 
speech the following resolutions were adopt- 
ed: 

Resoived, That we denounce this ordinance as a 
measure inimical to the welfare of Chicago, 
hostile to the besteinterests of its citizens, a theft 
of money rightfully belonging to the municipality, 
and deserving of severe censure and condemnation 
by every man who Is not corrupt or purchasable. 

Resvived, That we extend to Mayor Harrison 
on his opposition to the enactment of this out- 
rageous measure and in his firm stand against 
venal measures and corrupt men our héartiest 
support and pledge him our assistance in his great 
battie for the right. 

Alderman Sproul assured those present 
that the inference that he left the city on 
the night the ordinance came up to dodge 
the issue was false. 

‘*T am bound to no interests but those of 
the people,” he said. ‘“ Therefore I take a 
firm siand against fifty-year franchises, or 
for longer than twenty years. I never will 
vute to grant any frafchise until the Alien 
law is repealed. The citizens of Chicago 
should thank God that they have had such an 
able man in the Mayor's chair during this 
fight.’’

Women as well as men were present at: 
the anti-franchise meeting in the Masonic 


Windsor Park. John H. Hamline was the 
principal speaker. Mr. Hamline dwelt at 
length on the franchises, and denounced the 
Allen law. He said he was not against the 
granting of street railway franchises, but 
the limit of extension should be twenty years, 
and the street railway: corporations should 
pay at least 10 per cent of the gross receipts 
to the city. He said that Chicago’s streets 
were gold mines, and that the railway cor- 
porations should pay a reasonable price for 
the gold extracted. In closing his address 
Mr. Hamline denounced Mr. Yerkes as “a 
traitor to the peop!e.”’ 


Wiora Will Not Promise. 


The meeting then turned its attention to 
Alderman Martin Wiora, who had accepted 
an invitation to be present. In reply to 
questions put to him the Alderman pledged 
himself to vote with the Mayor for the 
defeat of the franchise. Thisdid not satisfy 
the people, however, who demanded to 
know if he would vote for any franchises 
introduced until the repeal of the Allen law.

‘William Black, known as a prolific writer 
of pleasing fiction, was born in Glasgow, 
Scotland, in 1841. He spent his earlier years 
in that city, where he received a finished 
education in private schools... He was of an 
attistic temperament and devoted several 
years to the study of art, giving no indication 
tn his early youth of the literary genius 
which later was developed and gave him 
rank among the successful writers of his 


time. 
|, William Black’s first writings were for the 
newspapers. When about 20 years of age 
© secured a position on the staff of the 
lasgow Weekly Citizen, but, not satisfied 
with the field there offered for his work, he 
went to London in 1864 and began to write 
for periodicals of a higher class. 

The events of the time gave him opportunt- 
les for advancement. In 1865 he took a posi- 
fon on the London Morning Star, and dur- 

the .Prusso-Austrian war in 1866 served 
that paper as a special correspondent. After 
the close of the war he became assistant 
tditor of the London Daily News, and con- 
ued tn that position for four or five years. 


| Novelist’s Early Writings. 

During his newspaper career Mr. Black 
had been at work on various literary produc- 
tions, some of which were given to the public 
in book form while he was still engaged in 
newspaper work. The earliest was entitled 
**James Merle; An Autobiography,’’ which 
appeared in 1864. This was followed in 1868 
by a three volume work entitled ‘‘ Love or 
Marriage?’ which was his first attempt in 
the fleld of fiction, pure and simple. One 
year later appeared “In Silk Attire,” an- 
third three volume work, which reached its 


ird edition in three years. 
| The development of Wiliam Black’s Hter- 
ary talent from this time on is reflected in 
the comments of critics who wrote for the 
Saturday Review and other periodicals. Con- 
cerning ‘‘In Silk Attire ’’ the Saturday Re- 
view said: 
“Mr. Black has made a great advance as 
@ writer of fittion since he last appeared 
before the public. He has learned to share 
the sympathy which the can call out in his 
readers, and there is no trace throughout ‘In 
Silk Attire’ of the cold and almost cynical 
exhibition of the broken idol which made 
the story of ‘ Love or Marriage?’ painful in 
direct proportion to the power and skill 
which it evinced.”’ 
 Kilmeny,”’ in three volumes, appeared in 
1870; “‘Mr. Pisistratus Brown, M. P., in 
the Highlands,’’ in 1871, being reprinted from 
the Daily News, with additions, and in the 
same year “‘ The Monarch of Mincing Lane”’

| His Greatness Recognized. 
Concerning the last, published anony- 
mously in its first edition, the Saturday Re- 
view said: 
“Tf humor, sweetness, and pathos, and a 
ry told with simplicity and vigor ought 
to insure success, ‘A Daughter of Heth’ Is 
of the kind to deserve it. Save one or two 
inartistic weaknesses which seem to betray 
the unaccustomed hand it is good all

The style of the 
book was criticised severely. But when, in 
1873. ‘‘ A Princess of Thule” appeared, the 
Saturday Review concluded that “ Mr.

KENTUCKY FORCE BILL 
IS UPHELD BY STATE 
COURT OF APPEALS. 


Goebel Election Law Providing for Ap- 
pointment of Commissioners by Leg- 
islature Declared to Be Constitutional 


—Gives Appointees Great Powers. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 10.—The Kentucky 
Court of Appeals, sitting at Frankfort to- 
day, handed down a decision holding the 
Goebel election law, familiarly known as 
the Kentucky force bill, to be constitutional. 

The three Republicans on the bench dis- 
sented to the opinion of the majority. 

The bill provides for the election by the 
General Assembly or Legislature of three 
commissioners, styled ‘‘ State Board of Elec> 
tion Commissioners,’’ these to hold office for 
four years and to have the power of ap- 
pointing in each county of the State three 
county election commissioners. These coun- 
ty commissioners constitute the Examining 
and Canvassing committee of the election 
returns and appoint all the officers of the 
election throughout the county. : 

There is no appeal from the Board of 
County Commissioners save to the State 
Board of Commissioners, and from the de- 
cision of this last there is no appeal at all. 
Its decision is final in all disputed election 
questions and cases. 

The story of the passage of this law is 
one of the most interesting of all Kentucky 
legislative enactments. The author of the 
bill is Senator Goebel of Covington. Senator 
Goebel used to be a gold Democrat.

Through an unusual process four ordi- 
nances asking for the extension of street rail- 
way franchises in the Town of Cicero were 
introduced before the Cicero Town board at 
its regular meeting yesterday afternoon.

Emerson told him some time ago that or- 
dinances pertaining to street railway ex- 
ténsions would be brought before the board. 

‘“‘Several ordinances came before the 
board,” said Mr. Emerson. “ I do not know 
whether they asked for fifty-year fran- 
chises or not. ‘They will come before the 
Committee of the Whole on Tuesday. Some 
time ago the Cicero and Proviso railway 
asked for a fifty-year franchise and it was 
not granted. The same application may be 
up again. If ft is I know nothing about it.” 

‘*I know nothing about the ordinances ex- 
cept what my deputy, Martin, told me,” said 
Town Clerk Drent when seen at his homein 
Berwyn last evening. ‘“‘In my opinion the 
ordinances are requests for fifty-year fran- 
chises, but I did not read them through. I 
cannot see why the Suburban railréad com- 
pany should want a fifty-year ordinance. In 
1895 it was granted a franchise for fifty 
years.” Mr. Drent refused to let the docu- 
ments be examined. 

Trustees Reardon, Attridge, Lewis, and 
Howell professsed ignorance of the meas- 
ures. ‘Trustee Gunthorpe said: 

** IT had an intimation from President Emer- 
son a number of railway ordinances would 
come up. As faras my understanding of the 
matter goes the ordinances were for fifty- 
year franchises, providing for a five-cent 
fare to Chicago in return. I am in favor of 
such an ordinance, and as far as limiting the 
time goes I would be willing to grant fran- 
chises for 1,000 years providing we get a 
five-cent fare out here.”"

The three cargoes are the last charters 
made for Buffalo this year, and with the ex- 
piration of insurance coming on Monday 
every day the boats remain out on their 
voyages their owners have to pay extra in- 
surance. The unloading and loading of the 
Mills had been pushed day and night, 6nd 
all this hard work and extra expense went 
for naught when the steamer was bottle1 up 
in the river. , 

The America was released last evening by 
two tugs, and a diver made an examination 
of the boat’s bottom to make sure no dam- 
‘age had been done while on the tunnel The 
Elphicke was joined by the steamer J. C. 
Gilchrist, which loaded in the Calumet, and 
the two, belonging to the same fleet, will 
make the voyage in company. The Millis 
probably will keep with them. 

This is the third time within a month that 
low water has stranded vessels on the tun- 
nel and blocked both river and street traffic 
at Washington street. The water in the 
river is lower by a foot than usual, accord- 
ing to Policeman Lynch, owing to the stiff 
south wind. 

The steamer A. G. Lindsay, with a cargo 
of grain for Port Huron, also cleared last 
night. There is some talk of the Union liner 
Chemung going out again, but with this ex- 
ception the fleet which departed last night 
will be the last of the seascn’s clearances for 
the lower lakes. There are yet a number of 
boats to arrive with coal from the lower 
lakes, and all of them will not be in before 
the end of the week.

BAILEY VINDICATES 
CLAIM TO BE LEADER 
OF THE DEMOCRATS. 


Texan Triumphs Over Political E 
mies and Succeeds in Passing Motion 
Making Caucus Action Binding b

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Special,j— 
Bailey of Texas has vindicated his cl 
be the Democratic leader. The caucus toe- 
night attracted more than usual, attention 
becatise of the sharp persona! rivalry for 
the empty honor of leading the minority. 
Those most prominent in questioning his 
leadership have been De Armond of Mis- 
souri, McMillin of Tennessee, Richa n 
of Tennessee, and Bland of Missouri. i 
When the caucus assembled at 8 o'clock 
tenight it was apparent that the Bailey men 
were in control. Of the 126 Democrats con- 
stituting the membership in the Hobtse 
eighty-six weré present, and of this number 
at least sixty were counted as the friends 
of Bailey. The anti-Bailey sentiment was 
not entirely absent, however, for De Armond, 
Bland, and Richardson were among those on 
hand. It was quite noticeable, however, 
that Mr. Bailey and his friends were count- 
ing only on the South, for not a Democrat 
ffom the North and East put in an appéar- 
ance, with the single exception of Handy of 
Delaware,whoisa Bryan Democrat. Sulser, 
Cummings, McClellan, and all other New 
York Democrats remained away, although 
they took a prominent part in the caucuses 
of last June, which led up to the meéting to- 
night. | 
The anti-Balley sentiment manifested itself 
at the outset of the caucus tonight, when De 
Armond made a point of order against the 
Bailey resolutions, which had come ever 
from the last caucus. De Armond insisted 
that a quorum was not present at the last 
caucus, so that its entire action was void. 
Mr. Richardson; in the chair, overruled the 
point of order, and this disposed of the only 
personal incident of the meeting. Mr. Clar- 
dy of Kentucky, another of the anti-Bailey 
element, next moved to reconsider the reso- 
lutions. This motion was laid on the table, 
62 to 18. The vote showed how completely 
the Bailey forces were in control, and the 
opposition made no further effort against 
the resolutions, which were adopted unani- 
mously. |

‘ Balley was warmly congratulated, and said 
thé action of the caucus demonstrated that 
the story of serious division within the 
Democratic party was purée Invention.

INSANE WOODMAN 


MURDERS THREE AND 
COMMITS SUICI 


Maniac in Freesoil County, Mich 
Kills Brother-in-Law and a Boy with 
an Ax, Stabs His Sister, 
Cuts His Own Throat, 


Ludington, Mich,, Dec. 10.—[Special.]— 
frenzied moment yesterday afternoon Will- 
iam Hitchings, a woodsman, killed his broth- 
er-in-law, a 16-year-old boy, and his own sis- 
ter, and then plunged a knife into his thr 
repeating the operation several times, ur 
he succeeded in ending his own career. 

The tragedy occurred at the farm of the 
murdered man, William Hunt, in Freegoll 
Township, north of this city. Hitchings; 
with his brother-in-law, Hunt, and a boy 
named Thomas Hayward, was at work in 
the woods, when, without warning, the for- 
mer attagked Hunt with an ax, killing him 
instantly. The boy, who had so far stood 
by, too frightened to move, was the next vic- 
tim. The lad ran before his mad pursuer for 
nearly d mile, and all but reached the out- 
skirts of the woods, when he slipped and fell. 
Hitchings was upon the prostrate boy ‘4 a 
moment with the ax, and struck a blow that 
almost severed the head from the body. 
After mutilating the bodies still further the 
murderer dragged brush and covered them, 
and proceeded to the house, where his sis- 
ter, Mrs: Hunt, was found. 

What conversation took place is not known, 
but the appearance of the house bears évi- 
dence that a terrible struggle must have 
taken place. 

After completing his third murder the 
maniac pushed his sister’s ‘body under a 
bed and went up-stairs to his own room. 
Here he made several ineffectual efforts to 
end his life, and finally succeeded in plunging 
the knife deep into his throat, catising a 
wound from which death resulted. 

This was the condition of things found by 
the murdered woman’s little girl upon re 
turning home from school. An infant child 
escaped the madman’s fury, and when the 
girl came was crying. | 

Men with lanterns scoured the woods all 
night before the bodies of Hunt and Hay- 
ward were found. 

A Coroner’s inquest was held, and a verdict 
of triple murder and suicide was brought in.

BRIEF SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 


Kaspar G. Schmidt, the millionaire brewer, 
founder of the K. G. Schmidt Brewing com- 
pany, and one of Chicago's oldest and most 
publie-spirited citizens, died at his residence, 
756 Sedgwick street, at 6 o'clock last night. 
Two months ago he took a severe cold which 
resulted in an.attack ofthe grip. This ag- 
gravated heart trouble, with which he had 
been suffering previously, and brought on 
a condition which resulted in his death. 
At his bedside were his son, G. K. Schmidt; 
his daughter, Mrs. Barbara Kellner; his son- 
in-law, George W. Kellner; and several 
members of his household. The spdden-ter- 
mination of his illness was not looked for. 
During ‘the afternoon he was taken with 
violent doughing. His physician was called, 
but he gradually grew weaker and quietly 
passed away. 

Arrangements for the funeral have not 
been perfected, but the time has been set 
for 2 o’clock on Tuesday afternoon. The in- 
terment) will ‘be in the family lot at Grace- 
land, where his wife, who died in 1895, is 


buried. 

Large Property Interests. 
Mr. Schmidt left a large estate, amounting, 
it is believed, to over a million, but the exact 
value cannot be determined without an in- 
ventory, as he had farms in Illinois, Indiana, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota, besides his inter- 
est in the brewery corporation and owned a 
number lof flat buildings in Chicago. 
His stock farm at Twin ‘Lakes, Wis., has 
an international reputation from the breed- 
ing of German coach horses. Since 1890, 
when Mr. Schmidt retired from active direc- 
tion of his brewery interests, he had taken 
pleasure and recreation in his Wisconsin 
farm. Last year he shipped a number of his 
highly bred coach horses to France. 
+ Mr.,S¢hmidt was born in Vockenhausen, 
near Wiesbaden, Germany, Feb. 20, 1883. He 
reached Chicago in 1854 and found work at 
his trade of a machinist. In 1860 he entered 
the brewery business and was among those 
whose fortune was swept.away in the fire of 
1871. He started anew, and soon accumu- 
lated another fortune. 


In Public Life. 
In 1868 he 


was an Alderman, and from 1874 
to 1877 he was a County Commissioner, and 
took a jeading part in the erection of the 
present County Building. He was a charter 
member Mithra Lodge No. 410, A. F. and 
A. M. He was also one of the organizers of 
the Germania club, Liederkranz,.and Senne- 
felder singing societies; and a member of 
other German organizations. 

Four childrem survive him—G. K. Schmidt, 
a son; Mrs. Barbara Kellner, wife of the 
manager of the brewery; Katie Hmma, now 
Mrs. Martin Herbert; and Edna, the wife 
of E. Wahl. All are residents of Chicago. 
Mrs. Wahi married against the wishes of her 
father, but it was stated at the family home 
last night that she had been forgiven and 
that the entire family wasinaccord. It was 
further paid all the children had been looked 
after by their father and no attempt had 
been de, as far as known, to discriminate 
against any one of them.

ON THE TRACK OF DOLING 


FOLLOWING THE RECORD OF 58US- 
PHCT IN DUCK WORTH MURDER. 


Sister of Victim in the Mystery Is Con- 
fidéht Her Brother Did Not Kill 
Himself—Supposed Marderer Known 
by Several Names in Indiana and 
Other States—Man Answering De- 
scription Now in Missouri State 


Pe nitentiary. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 10.—[Special.]—The 
Post-Dispatch tomorrow morning will pub- 
lish at length a’full résumé of the investiga- 
tion into the alleged murder of Elliott L. 
Duckworth in Forest Park, presumably by 
his double, a man known as Edward 8. 
Doling, presenting as the first new statement 
the following interview secured by a staff 


correspondent: 
10.—Mrs. Ella 


Hutchinson, Kas., Dec. 


‘Hutchinson this morning made the following 


statement of the story told her by her 
brother, the late Elliott Duckworth: 

‘Before my brother was well enough to 
tell his story was the only time when we 
thought for a moment of the suicide theory. 
Then it seemed the only explanation. When 
he was betier and could teil his story in a 
more connected manner every member of 
the family believed him. 

“We questioned him closely and I ap- 
pealed to him to tell me the truth. I was 
close to Eliiott. He said: 

*** Sister, you know I had no occasion to 
do such a thing.’ 

‘*My brother had money at the time he 
was shot, but if was in notes. His pros- 
pects were good. We believed his story. 


First Hear of Doling. 

“Just about this time my brother, Bert 
Duckworth, was in Terre Haute and sent 
us an account of Doling’s embezzlement and 
of the detectives finding a striking resem- 
blance. That was the first that Elliott or 
any of us knew about who Doling was. 

** When Elliott was told he said: 

*** Now, the detectives will catch Doling 
and the whole story will come out. You will 
find out that I have told you the truth.’ 

** He was always Sensitive about the mys- 
tery and seemed afraid we would not believe 
his story. We believed the detectives would 
keep up the search for Doling until he was 
found. 

Edward L. Doling, an embezzling bank 
cashier, was the object of the first investiga- 
tion. Through correspondents at Terre 
Haute, Ind., and through the protective. 
bureau of the American Bankers’ association 
it was learned that no embezzling bank 
cashier of that name was wanted in Indiana. 

An Evansville correspondent, when com- 
municated with, confirmed this statement. 

e said that Doling had been convicted of 
embezzling from an Evansvillie commission 
house and had served a jail sentence. Final- 
ly; Mrs. Hutchinson remembered that her 
brother said he first met Doling in Worth- 
ington.

Worthington in part as follows: 

Important evidence in the Duckworth 
murder has been unearthed here today. 
Briefly summarized, a man known as Ed- 
ward L. Doling, alias John Casson, was con- 
victed here in 1895 of larceny and sentenced 
to six months in jail. The sentence was 
served at Bloomfield, the county seat. The 
prisoner was convicted under the name of 
Casson, as he claimed that to be his correct 
name. After the expiration of his jail sen- 
tence Doling appeared in Worthington in 
the role of a persecuted individual, but he 
found no sympathy here and saon disap- 
peared. He said he was going to St. Louls. 

Investigation by the Post-Dispatch shows 
that the man arrested here for larceny was 
called Doling by followers of the circus who 
came here with him. The evidence at hand 
in Worthington shows the existence of a 
man known by the name of Edward L. 
Doling. 

May Be the Man. 

Another staff correspondent wires from 
Jefferson City that it is probable that Doling 
has been found there in the State peniten- 
tiary in the person of a convict sentenced 
to three years’ imprisonment for work as a 
confidence man in St. Louis, under the name 
of John B: Howard. Howard was a member 
of what was known in St. Louis as the 
** Union Depot bunco gang,”’ the worst com- 
bination of confidence men and sneak thieves 
ever known to the St. Louls police. The re- 
sémblance of Howard to the man described 
as the Doling of Evansville and Worthing- 
ton is notable, particularly by reason of a 
bulging and colorless eye. Howard admits 
having gone to St. Louis from Indiana, but 
refuses to say more. 

A favorite plan of the gang was to adver- 
tise positions for young men, inclined to 
draw ambitious youths from the country 
and small towns, similar to the advertise- 
ment which Duckworth said led him to en- 
ter into correspondence with Doling.

20, we had tainted chicken for supper, and, 
although I only ate a little, I was so illon 
Monday that I was unable to leave my bed. 

‘‘My employer telephoned asking for me 
and I sent word that I was too ill to go to 
the office. My message was transmitted 
through the office of the home, so I know 
word of my illness must have reached the 
managers, but I was allowed to stay there 
all day without any one coming near me. 


Says She Might Have Starved. 

“The following day the superintendent 
did call at my room, but no effort was made 
to send me any food. I might have starved 
to death in the house had it not been for 
the kindnegs of some of the other girl board- 
ers. During the six days I was ill I was 
charged for my board in full, though I re- 
ceived only two pieces of toast and two cups 
of tea. The corner-stone reads, ‘I was @ 
stranger and ye took mein.’ I certainly was. 

‘When I recovered I lost no time in leav- 
ing the establishment. With me went three

other girls who had also Deen sickened by 
the food. They were Miss Lydia Bliss, Miss 
Cook, and Miss Greist.

| President Displeased by the In- 
terference with Nation’s 
Canal Plans... 


HIS IDEAS FOR WATERWAY. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Special.J— 
E. F. Cragin of Chicago, who secured con- 
cessions from thé Nicaraguan government 
forthe construction of a canal, arrived here 
tonight, and stories are afloat that the New 
York financiers who have been backing Cra- 
gin withdrew their support after consulting 
President McKinley, who is far from being 
pleased with the conduct of the Americans 
who are attempting to interfere@vith the con- 
cessions granted the: Maritime company. 

Color is given to this report by President 
McKinley's reference to the matter in his 
message to Congress, which plainly shows 
that he looks upon the action of the Ameri- 
can syndicate as unwarranted interference 
with the affairs of the government. 

Still other complications are about to arise 
‘in the Nicaraguan Canal situation, as Repre- 
sentative Hepburn of Iowa will introduce a | 
bill in Congress looking to the acquirement 
of a slice of Nicaraguan territory twelve 
miles wide through which the route of the 
canal will pass. ? 

There is strong opposition among a num- 
ber of Congressmen to spending the money 
of this government for the construction of a 
canal unless the territory through which 
it passes belongs to this government and 
it has sole control of the waterway. . 

This will be used to antagonize the Morgan 
proposition, as this bill will be a powerful 
weapon in the hands of the Iowan, who isan 
able parliamentarian, backed by Speaker 
Reed and Chairman Dingley, both of whom 
are said to be opposed to any Nicaraguan 
Canal legislation, together with several rail- 
‘road corporations which kre against the con- 
struction of canals on general principles. 


Opposition to Morgan. 

Senator Morgan is determined to do all 
in his power to push his bill through at this 
session, but the chances are a bitter fight 
will be made against it by the lobbies, which 
are now assembling here. 

Another obstacle in the way of action on 
Senator Morgan’s bill is that the session will 
be @ short one, and while his measure has 
been made a special rule, it can be displaced 
by a vote of the Senate. 

If it develops that much opposition against 
Morgan’s measure is manifested, the Senate 
may be compelled to lay it aside in order to 
pass the regulation appropriation bills. 

Lyman E. Cooley of Chicago, who went 
over the route of the canal proposed by the 
American syndicate with Mr. Cragin, ar- 
rived today, and the presence of these two 
men here at this time is significant, although 
Mr. Cooley denies that he is any longer con- 
nected with the new syndicate. 

Mr. Cooley says he is here simply because 
he is naturally concerned in canal ques- 
tions, and as the situation develops he may 
become interested in the constructionof this 
great waterway. 


McKinley Has Canal Plans. » 

New York, Dec. 10.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
to the World from Washington says: 

-** None of the Nicaraguan Canal schemes 
now before Congress, or in preparation for 
presentation to Congress, will pass through 
at this or any other session as long as the 
House is under its present leadership. 

“None of the ‘concessions,’ real and 
reputed, will be bought by the United States 
in building anisthmiancanal.” 

** These statements are made upon the best 
possible authority. On the same authority it 
can be said: 

** First—That an isthmian canal will be 
provided for before the end of Mr. McKin- 
ley’s term. 

** Second—That it will in all probability be 
built by the United States, acting as a gov- 
ernment. 

“ Third—That the canal itself and a suffit 
cient strip of territory on either side will be 
under the control of the Unitefi States. 

“Fourth—That a part of the plan is a 
convention with Great Britain under which 
she will be perfectly satisfied for us to go on 
with the work. 

“ These statements of fact should be borne 
in mind during the next few months, for dur- 
ing that time there will be much talk of 

‘lobbies, of lobby influence, of various 
schemes that are sure to go through.” 


NATIVES RULE IN THE

Cruiser Raleigh Returns from an Inves- 
tigating Trip and Reports Officers 
Were Not Allowed to Land Until 
Aguinaldo Gave Consent. ie 


Manila, Dec. 10.—The United States cruiser 
Raleigh, which left here Dec. 3 under sealed 
orders, returned here today.. The cruiser 
visited Batangos to investigate the condition 
of southern Luzon, establish cordial rela- 
tidns, and prevent the smuggling of arms, 
several cargoes having been landed there. 

The cruiser found a local government 
established at Batangos. The officials, being 
mystified regarding the object of the war- 
ship’s visit to that port, refused to allow 
the officers to land until Aguinaldo had been 
communicated with. 

When permission to land had been granted 
the Americans were closely watched. Offi- 
cers who strolled about the palace alone 
were escorted away by~soldiers. Several 
visits were exchanged, and there was ap- 
parent good will in the reception tendered 
the Americans. 

The Raleigh reports that the insurgents 
are armed with Mauser rifles, are well 
drilled, and claim to have 40,000 Spanish 
priscners, who are compelled to work on the, 
roads, but who are otherwise well treated.

equaled only by the windup. The former, 
smarting at the decision given against him 
ata previous meeting, went in determined 
to show his superiority in an unmistakable 
manner. Ryan, on the other hand, had the 
confidence gained from the previous bout, 
and promptly at the call of time went in to 
do some fighting on his own account. — 
.He at once jabbed Bloom on the nose, and 
the blow proved a casus belli, for the boys 
immediately got together. Ryan , used a 
straight .left, and Bloom repaid with some 
good swings. For two rounds they main- 
tained a fast pace, losing no time in breaking 
away or fiddling for openings.

TAMMANY IN BASEBALL. 


POLITICAL ORGANIZATION KEEPS 
FREEDMAN IN POWER. .. 


Interesting Story of the Way the New 
York Club Finances Are Managed— 
Cc. H. Pettingill Believes the Wash- 
ington Park Track Will Not Reopen 
Next Summer — Turfmen Expect a 
Great Season in the East—Interest 
in Amateur Billiard Tourney. 


New York, Dec. 10.—[{Special.]—Now it is 
asserted that Tammany, the big political 
organization, is largely responsible for the 
fact Andrew Freedman remains at the head 
of the New York ball club when so many 
influences have been brought to bear to in- 


duce the magnate to take a back seat. 


Croker’s big society has been accused of a 
great many things, but this is the first time 
it has been supposed to cut an important 
figure in National league baseball affairs. 


According to a man familiar with local | 


politics, and also with the history of base- 
ball in New York, Croker, or Tammany, is 
the real owner of the New York club, and 
not Freedman. This much has been said be- 
fore, but not the interesting statement that 
now goes with it, to the effect that the 
$10,000 salary which Freedman has voted 


. himself last year and this has to be divided 


up with Tammany. This baseball plum, ac- 


.cording to the authority quoted, is: only 
| one of the yast number of interests upon 


which Tammany has forced its hands. 

For several years Freedman has been 
gaining in the confidence of Croker, and has 
been assigned duties not only of importance 


to that organization, but which have ylelded | 


great profit to Freedman himself. The base- 
ball club, therefore, is only one of the things 
in which Tammany and Freedman are in- 
terested, which may in part account for the 
indifference which the New York magnate 
is displaying concerning the club. 

Only one player has been signed by New 
York foc next year—that is Davis. Some re- 
gard this as an indication that the team con- 
templates radical changes of some sort, and 
that Freedman himself may yet retire. 


C, H. Pettingill, who was presiding judge 


at the Washington Park meeting, is here, * 


and may be seen almost any afternoon about 
the Hoffman House, talking -to Jimmy Mc- 
Cormick, John Condon, or others who are 
interested in turf affairs, and make thata 
meeting place. Condon, it is said, has re- 
ceived no help whatever here, where he came 
to receive treatment for his rapidly failing 
eyesight. Harlem's manager, however, re- 
mains remarkably cheerful in the face of ap- 
proaching blindness. Jimmy McCormick, 
who it was reported that last summer would 
take a stable of racehorses from Chicago to 
New Orleans, is still uncertain as to his 
future plans. McCormick, it is said, has 
saved $200,000 out of his ea’* gs as trainer 


for some of the biggest racing stables in the ; 


country. | 

Mr. Pettingill seems to think it is doubtful 
whether the Washington Park club will 
give a meeting next year unless the Legis- 
lature in Illinois passes’ a racing law. The 
attempt to indict officials of the club before 


the grand jury is what will deter them, he 
fears. 


“The Washington Park club,” said Mr. 


Pettingill, ‘‘ has no superior among race- 


tracks. It is controlled by business-men of 
Standing, not one of whom owns an interest 
in any racehorse. They conduct their meet- 
ings purely for sport, and their on!y desire 
is that the racing be cleanly and fairly con- 
ducted.”’ 

‘*‘They are expecting a great season here 
in the East,’’ he continued. ‘‘ Business-men 
generally seem to think we are on the eve 
of good times, and racing invafiably pros- 
pers along with business. Men of high busi- 
ness and social standing are buying race 
horses. The sport now seems almost as 


firmly established here as it is in England, 


and the track managers can make thelr plans 
accordingly.’’ 

Mr. Pettingill will go either to New Or- 
leans or to San Francisco the latter part of 
next week. 


Jockey Tod Sloan has not started West, as

The exposition will not recognize 
athletics of any kind, unless they are pro- 
fessional athletics, and it is doubtful if they 
have them.

Gage’s recommendations respecting the de-

and irritating comment, but almost imme- 
diately the voice of a broad-minded states- 
men is heard on the main issue of 
Anglo-American unity. Mr. Chamberlain, 
speaking at Wakefield, did not waste 
time in arguing that Americans must 
revise their navigation laws and sus- 
pend their constitution in order to 
open the door of Porto Rico to British com- 
merce.

INTERVIEW WITH THE EMPRESS 


Mrs. Cushman Davis Tells of Her Call 
on Eugenie in Her Paris 
Hotel.

Paris, Dec. 10.—Mrs. Cushman Davis has 

given me the following account of her inter- 

esting interview with the ex-Empress Eu- 
génie at the Hotel Continental: 

** Learning that the ex-Empress was stay- 
ing at the hotel I desired to pay her my re- 
spects as a woman who had borne herself 
nobly under bitter afflictions, She willingly 
received me, and when I entered the room I 
found her reclining on a couch, an invalid. 
Hler beauty had faded, and she was thin and 
worn—a woman burdened with sorrows. She 
had a black rug across her knees and re- 
ceived me with a graceful inclination of her 
head and sweet smile on her wan face. I 
said: ‘ Your Majesty, I desire to thank you 
for according me.an audience. I hope your 
health does not render it too great a trial 
to see strangers.’ ‘O, no, Mme. Davis,’ she 
answered in English, but in frail accents, ‘I 
am delighted to see an American lady. I 
have always been associated with France in 
close ties. My health is unhappily poor. I 
am visiting Paris now solely to consult a 
specialist for this torturing rheumatism that 
cripples me. O, yes, 1 go out sometimes and 
see the Paris I love. This afternoon I am 
going to the Tuileries Gardens to roam 
about a place fullof bitter-sweet memories 
for me. I leave for Riviera in a few days, 


but I always part from Paris with regret. 


So I hear your commission is near the end 
of its work? ‘*‘O, yes, your Majesty,’ I re- 
plied, ‘we are looking forward to getting 
home again.’ ‘ You Americans don’t mind 
crossing the Atlantic at all; you take to it 
like second nature, is it not so? And you 
have to take a longer route in winter, but It 
matters not; it doesnot deter you.’ *‘ Why, 


of course not, your Majesty, we want to get 


back for Christmas.’ She smiled quite cheer- 
fully at this and shrugged her shoulders as 
if in despair of comprehending the American 
woman, and after expressing my hope that 
she would be cured of rheumatism, at which 
she again gave a despairing, resigned shrug, 
I withdrew. She is a charming lady. Her 


grace and dignity, her repose and sweetness 


are beyond words.”’ 

It should be stated that the ex-Empress 
expressed to her suite how delighted and in- 
derested she was in Mrs. Davis, whose per- 
sonality has been the brightest feature of the 
Peace commission. 

“I spoke yesterday with a personage who is

“It was nearly an hour before the dis- 
course was finished. Sir Edmund's manner 
was that of a man who had a most distaste 
ful task to perform. When he sat down he 
remarked with blunt frankness: 

** Weill, the thing 1s over now, anyway, 
but I don’t know whether it is for the best 
or not. Perhaps, after all, it would have 
been betier not.’ ” 


French Deeply Resentful. 

Such were the accompaniments of what !s 
described as an extraordinary exhibition cf 
the new diplomacy, which arouses through- 
out France resentment deeper perhaps than 
that caused in the United States by the less 
aggravating action of Lord Sackville, when 
he was Minister at Washington, 

Sir Edmund's speech Is still the sensation 
of the hour. It is bitterly denounced in pri- 
vate conversation by Baron Decourcel, the 
retiring I'rench Ambassador at the court 
of St. James, whois perhaps the best French 
diplomatist of the third republic, having@ 
family connections with the old school, his 
father having been Talleyrand’s confidential 
secretary. 

Nothing more forcibly filustrates the newly 
acquired influence of the United States with 
the French public than the eagerness with 
which American comments on Sir Eamund’s 
speech are read in Paris. The Journal Des 
Debats, the Temps, the Figaro, the Gaulois, 
the Aurore, and the Republique Francaise 
published today extracts from the editorial 
comments of nineteen American newspapers 
on the effects of the British Ambassador's 
discourse, thereby attributing unusual 
weight to American opinion on an exclusive- 
ly European question. 


Decrease in Births. 

The official reports of the movement of the 
French population were issued on Wednes- 
day for the year 1897, during which the total 
number of births was 859,000, as against 
865,000 births for the year 1806. 

In military and colonial circles the appre- 
hension caused by this decrease is further 
emphasized by the discovery that the French 
population contajns a smaller number of men 
and women of what are termed the able 
bodied ages—namely: from 15 to 56 years In 
the case of men, and to 45 in the case of 
women, than it did@thirty years ago.

These figures, just published by the Minis- 
try of Commerce, are being taken seriously

exception of the first tier boxes, the places 
are narrow and confined.

GREY MAY LEAD 


THE LIBERALS, 


Choice Should Other Can- 
didates Disagree. 


England Inclined to Resent Par- 
agraph Relating to Nica- 
ragua Canal. 


FRANCE IS GIVEN WARNING.

Londen, Dec. 10.—[{Copyright, 1898, by the 

New York Times.J]—The question of Lib- 
eral leadership, to which I made a brief aj- 
lusion a fortnight ago, has been suddenly 
dragged into prominence in a surprisiug 
fashion. Secretary Nottingham of the Lib- 
eral association has addressed a letier to 
the two chief Liberal papers, the Chroni- 
cle and the News, saying that his associa- 
tion proposed to move a resolution at the 
coming meeting of the National Liberal 
federation declaring that the question of the 
leadership of the party must be at once 
definitely settled. Both papers, printed the 
letter without comment. 

Thereupon the Daily Mail, nominally in- 
dependent, but actually a Tory journal, an- 
nounced that since the Liberal press was 
evidently muzzled it would open its columns 
to all expressions of Liberal opinion and 
give a prize of £100 to the correspondent 
who should answer the qnestions concérning 
the leadership, give five points of the pro- 
gram, and tell whether home rule be re- 
tained or dropped, the award to be mada 
in accordance with the majority of answers 
received. 

Accordingly, the Mail has been printine 
numerous replies every: day, together with 
a stream of banter at the silent Liberal pa- 
pers, while the latter, compelled at last to 
speak, retort that the party has not fallen 
so low as to take its leaders from a plebiscite 
in a Tory journal. 

The .Matl of course simply started this’ 
hare aS a smart piece of journalism, and 
nobody takes the plebiscite seriously, but, 
all the same, its action is somewhat eme 
barrassing to the leading Liberals, since, bee 
yond question, the rank and file, who know 
well that the party throughout. the"¢aun- 
try has greatly gained in etreng Tritt. 
are- beginning toe resent being without 
head owing solely to the personal defects at 
the top. 


Age Weakens Harcourt. 


The potential leaders are four. Sir William 
Harcourt ts unapproached in the party as @ 
parliamentarian, but during the last session 
he was much absent from the House, and is 
growing too old for the strain of leadership. 
By his son's marriage he will lose his right 
hand man, and rumor credits him with the 
intention to retire soon. 

Lord Rosebery would be the choice of th 
country by an overwhelming majority, and 
his leadership would bring back many Unfén- 
ists with imperial convictions. He, however, 
refuses to be described as a Liberal leader, 
and to all inquiries and pressure simply re- 
plies he fs outside of politics. Only a few 
intimate friends really know his mind. 

Meanwhile he is making constant public 
speeches, with such success and distinction 
that as a public orator he has become facile 
princeps, and his reception wherever he goes 
is growing daily more enthusiastic. 

The truth is that he had such an unpleas- 
ant experience before when trying to lead 
tho disorganized party, with a Cabinet choir 
led by Mr. Gladstone and containing cle- 
ments frankly disloyal to himself, that he 
will never accept any invitation that docs 
not guarantee him against similar dffi- 
culties. That is, he will accept a unanimous 
invitation only. 

As the party Is rent asunder about the pro- 
gram, it is hard to see how ft can unite yet 
upon its leaders. Should anything stand itn 
Lord Rosebery’s way the most preminent 
candidate is Mr, H. H. Asquith, a man of 
proved great intellectual power, an ad- 
mirable speaker, and thoroughly radical and 
ambitious. When the Liberals fell he re- 
turned to the. practice of law, where he 
makes a large income, but recently he re- 
ascended the political platform and has dee 
livered serious and striking speeches. 


Grey May Be Leader. 

The fourth possible leader ts Sir Edward 
Grey, and I should not be surprised if the 
choice finally fell upon him. Certainly this 
would happen if @- strife arose between the 
other candidates. He is young and has no 
passion whatever for political life, which 
has been thrust upon him by his own great 
successes. He enjoys universal respect and 
has not a single enemy in the country. He 
never takes a prominent part until he can- 
not avoid doing so; but then he epeaks and 
acts with such wisdom, vigor, and simple 
directness and insight into fundamental 
principles that even his opponents never 
fail to eulogize his statesmanship. 

H- is among the Liberals what Curzon is 
among the Conservatives, with this excep- 
tion—he has not the latter’s experience of 
travel or his superficial brilliancy, but ex- 
hibits mcre mature qualities of solid judg- 
ment. If not at the top, Sir Edward Grey 
will certainly be near it when the Liberal 
party is reorganized, and the Dally Mail 
enterprise, which is greatly entertaining 
everybody except the Liberals, may yet pre- 
cipitate this result.

Davis’ Words Recalled. 

It should not be forgotten that an Amert- 
can Under-Secretary of State, J. C. Bancroft 
Davis, whose portruit hangs conspicuously 
in-the diplomatic waiting-room of the State 
department, has written of this treatyina.

“It certainly dispossessed Great Britain 
of an important military, naval, and political 
position on the isthmus at a time when the 
relative strength of the two powers was dif- 
ferent from what it is now.”’

EMPEROR FEARSANARCHISTS 


Berlin, Dec. 10.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 
Associated Press. ]—Before leaving Berlin for 
South uteimatly wr. von Holleben, the Ger- 
man Ambassador to the United States, said, 
in the course of conversation: 

‘Both the German and Washington gov- 
ernments are anxious to improve the exist- 
ing relations between them. This fact will 
soon become evident.” 

Baron von tbuciow, the Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, had several long interviews with 
bt. von Holieben iast week. Ali the im- 
portant questions concerning America were 
thorough!) discussed. 1 fail tO see any 
reason,” the Ambassador said, *‘ why, with 
good will on both sides, all differences—and 
none is of gBreal ve 
amicably. In behalf of the German govern- 
ment 1 can state that the most hearty sym- 
pathy exists towards the rising American 
nation, and that there is no intention of 
doirg anything on our part to interfere in 
the slightest degree with all the legitimate 
he Un. cu Stalep ina few words, 
an effort will be made, more than in the past, 
to adjust all trifling differences outstanding, 
and ihe negotiations fora reciprocity freaty, 
which have been greatly delayed, mainly be- 
cause of the war with Spain, will be taken 
up after the new year and r ished vigorously.

: Comment of German Press. 

The Germans are now following Americ 
affairs much closer than previously. A full 
report of the President's message was pub- 
lished here and was commented upon as 
much as the Emperor's speech from the 
throne at the opening of the Reichstag. 
The comment was generally fair and calm, 
many of the papers expreSeing agreeable 
surprise at its peaceful tone. 

The Loka! Anzeiger says: “* Neither the 
United States nor England can attach so 
much weight to a position in the Carolines 
as to be willing to jeopardize their amicable 
relations with Germany on account of it.’”’ 

The Boetsen referring to Presli- 
dent MeKinley’s allusion to German neu- 
trality says: ‘‘Germany has no need to 
fear this member of the concert, with which 
we may hope to remain on the best of 
terms.”’ 

The semi-official Post says: ‘In yielding 
to America’s demands one success after an- 
other has fallen into her lap. But In view 
of the entrance of the United States among 
the competitors for colonial possessions a 

readjustment of German-American com- 
mercial relations will have to be made ae 
matter of nécessity.”’ 

This view ig expressed by a large portion 
of the German press, but no intimation has 
been received-at the American Embassy, 
and it is understood that even Dr. von Hol- 
leben thus far has no specific instructions 
on that point. ‘ 

The German Foreign office. as a matter of 
fact, does not possess sufficient data or re- 
liable information from merchants to en- 
able it to put forward clearly expressed 
views. 


Emperor's Reichstag Speech. 

Emperor William's speech at the opening of 
the Heichstag is considered more remarkable 
for its omissions than for what it contains. 
The Lippe-Detmold affair, the Bavarian mil- 
itary courts, and the insurance bills were not 
mentioned. 

The Vossische Zeitung, recurirng to the 
question of the payment of the Emperor's 
trip, says: “If the Emperor, as King of 
Prussia, expects the Diet to reimburse him 
he will meet with determined opposition, as 
it is one thing to spend a lot of your own 
money on a pleasure trip, and quite another 
to ask the taxpayers to foot the bills.” 

As an outcome of these newspaper attacks 
the government seems to have abandoned 
its intention of asking the Diet to pay the 
bills, and a semiofficial statement to that 
effect will be issued. 

The new Reichstag, mentally, socially, and 

hysically, compares favorably with the last 

ouse. Fifty-three per cent of the members 
are university men. The Reichstag is not 
expected to accomplish more than the first 
reading of the budget before the Christmas 
adjournment. There are, however, a num-. 
ber of interpellations by Agrarians, Leftists, 
and Socialists, which will undoubtedly lead 
to violent debates, such as the Socialist Inter- 
péellation on the Emperor’s anti-strike speech 
and the Agrarian heckling on the foreign 
meat question. 

There is much comment fn parllamentary 
circles On the Emperor's omission in his 
speech of all reference to the Anglo-German 
entente, but it is explained by the fact that

Against American Pork. 

The German agrarian press violently com- 
ments on the latest official statistics of Ger- 
many’s meat imports for the first nine 
months of the current year, showing that 
the tmportatioh of American pork has more 
bey doubled, compared with the imiports of 


The agrarian organs insist that tariff pro- 
visions with the United Staies ought to bo 
framed to wholly exclude American meat 
products from Germany. They wlso bemoan 
the increasing imports of American horses, 
which were valued at 4,143,000 marks in 1s8¥7 
and which have almost doubled this year. 
These papers also maintain that much 
American horseflesh comes in the shape of 
sausages, 

The Berlin Tageblatt makes this inter- 
esting admission: “ In German commercial 
circles the conviction has long become stt- 
tled that the dangers arising from American 
pork aud the notorious San José scale have 
been magnified, just as years ago were the 
perils of the Colorado bug. We are, there- 
fore, anxious to ascertain whether the re- 
newed attempts of the American govern- 
ment to convince the Agrarians and the Ger- 
man government of the thoroughness of 
American supervision of pork exports and 
the hygienic results of the drying proccss 
applied to American fruit have been suc- 
cessful. We coubt it. For, whatever does 
not put money into the pockets of our 
Agrarians they do not believe in.”’ 

Since the Emperor’s return from the 
Orient the measures taken to provide for hir 
safety have been much more strictly and 
comprehensively carried out. The sSiadt 
Schloss at Potsdam, which is now occupic.l 
by his Majesty, was formerly open to the 
public, so far as the outer courts were cun- 
cerned. Now there are double sentrics at 
every door, special permits are required to 
pass, and the building itself is overrun by 
scores of policemen and detectives. Police 
Prefect Windham admits that these pre- 
cautions are duc to the recent Anarchist

SAYS SUPPLIES WERE SHORT. 


tiago Insufficiently Equipped—Gen- 
eral Flagler Criticises Alger. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—Major Valery 
Havard, Chicf Surgeon of the Department 
of Santiago, testified before the War In- 
vestigating commission today that his med- 
ical supplies on landing at Siboney were 
adequate for the needs of the cavalry for 
perhaps a fortnight, but no longer. It was 
impossible at first to unload any supplies 
and, leaving sume one In charge with in- 
| structions to do his best to get out supplies, 
he hurried forward, without supplies, to the 
front, as a battle was impending. He had 
made every effort to get supplies landed, 
but the difficulty was great and he could 
get no boat to even reach the transport Rio 
Grande for this purpose. 

At the Second Division Hospital the med- 
icine, dressing, and stimulants were suffi- 
cient, but the bedding, food, etc., were in- 
adequate. He admitted that some regiments 
in the Santiago campaign were not supplied 
sufficiently with medical officers. At the 
battle of Siboney the wounded, li® said, were 
transferred back to the division hospital by 
improvised litters of rope, crossed poles, and 
the emptied ambulance wagons. Surgeon 
Havard said he was Chief Surgeon in com- 
mand after July 23 and that to his knowl- 
edge no transports carrying the sick had 
been sent away improperly supplied. Gvuing 
hack to the difficulty tn getting at supplies, 
he said he believed, first, the transports were 
not properly loaded when sent to Cuba; 
second, there were no adequate meats of 


carrying supplies into the interior. 

General Flagler, Chief of the Bureau of 
, Ordnance, testified concerning the condition 
of the coast defenses at the tinié war was 
declared and advocated keeping ’a@ greater 
‘supply of guns and ammunition on land. 
This testimony was followed by the sub- 
joined series of interrogatories and answers:

Popular Error About Icebergs. 

Authoritative official opinion does no. 
favor the contention that the climate o: 
North America from the coast to the lakes 
and possibly even the interior, can be modi: 
fled to any great extent by barring out Ice. 
berge from the Strait of Belle Isle that com: 
meandering down with the swells of th: 
polar seas. The prospect of orange grove: 
and banana plantations, or, at the least 
vineyards and strawberry patches, tn the 
regions approaching the arctic circle, is 
however, irresistibly fascinating to the aver- 
age human fancy. 

American and British writers and inter- 
national scientists generally who favor the 
barrier theory appear to have based thei 
conclusions on preliminary error. This is 
not surprising in view of the absence of 
definite information. ‘To this day, in spite 
of the official record, meteorological and 
other charts are perpetuating the accepted 
popular mistake that the icy waters of the 
frozen North flow continuously through the 
Strait of Beile Isle into the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence. Such a process, continued for centu- 
ries, might account for the natural cold 
Storage conditions of the Labrador coast, 
the consequent atmospheric effects in the 
northern tier of cities of the union from the 
Atlantic to Chicago, and reflected influences 
on the climates of the interior States. 

The United States is one of the few coun- 
tries have so far officially accepted the 
evidence against the ancient doctrine as to 
publish the Canadian diagrams and expian- 
atory notes. The United States hydro- 
graphic office has incorporated the facts in 
Notice to Mariners’ and in its Pilot 
Chart.’" W. Bell Dawson, the engineer in 
charge of the tidal surveys of Canada, was 
seen by THE .TRIBUNE correspondent on the 
subject. He said the barrier theory was 
based on misapprehension. Instead of the 
current pouring westerly from the ocean 
through the straits, actual observation 
showed a regular tidal ebb and flow. 

The reports take note of the fact that some 
of the maps and meteorological charts gtill 
show a westerly current, whereas the - 
rent in the strait is found to be fundament 
ly a tidal one. 

Captain Vaughan, who resided four years 
at Belle Isle, published a pamphlet on the 
subject, in which he sald that for ten ice- 
bergs that enter the strait fifty pass the 
mouth and go southward. 

For the reasons given it is tolerably safe 
to assume that the climatic conditions are 
not going to be greatly changed for a long 
time to come by any engineering contracts 
to bar out icebergs.

A. 8. L. Shiels. The announcement 
created a decided sensation and endless spec- 
ylation as to the future of the famous case. 
Whe date fixed by the order of Justices 
Green and Williams may carry the trial be- 
yond the time of the Republican caucus for 
the election of a United States Senator. The 
action also takes the prosecution out of the 
hands of District Attorney Graham, unless 
he shall be retained as special] counsel by P. 
F. Rothermel, who assumes the office of Dis- 


trict Attorney on Jan. 1. 
Gordon and Other Enemies. 


The petition of the defense is a lengthy 
gocument, and advances numerous reasons 
why the case should be taken up for review. 
These may be summarized as follows: 

The indictments are defective and fail to 
set forth any unlawful acts or the use of any 
unlawful means to do the acts complained 
of. The prosecutions were “‘ instigated and 
inspired chiefly by one James Gay Gordon, 
late @ Judge of the Court of Common Pleas 
No. 3 of Philadelphia County, acting in con-

WENT TOO FAR. 


Opinion in England He Over- 
stepped His Orders to 
Warn France. 


SPEECH CAUSES DISMAY. 


Now Apparent No Settlement 
in the Soudan Has Been 
Reached. 


CHAMBERLAIN’S PLAIN TALK 


London, Dec. 10.—[{Copyright, 1898, the As- 
so(lated Press.]—There were two prominent 
figures in the political arena this week, the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, Mr. Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, and the British Ambassa- 
dor at Paris, Sir Edmund J. Monson. 

The address of the latter to the British 
Chamber of Commerce at Paris came like a 
peal of thunder, causing dismay on both 
sides of the channel, where many people 
affected to discern an already faint outiine 
of a peace rainbow between France and 
Britain, as a sequel of the passing of the 
Fashoda storm. 

The first impression was that Sir Edmund 
Monson had received a cue from tlie Mar- 
quis of Salisbury to give a candid wa¥ning to 
France, and this opinion still prevails, al- 
though it has been somewhat modified by 
the explanation which the Ambassador sent 
to the French press. It isnow thought Mon- 
son got an official tip to give France a 
warning, but that he spoke more openly than 
was Intended. 

The address, however, has served as a re- 
minder tu the people of both countries that 
the fire of the Soudan imbroglio ts still 
smoldering and may burst into flame before 


it is finally disposed of. 
Reason for the Warning. 


The Ambassador's warning, according to 
those qualified to know, was prompted by 
the fact that the French government, sulk- 
ing over the Marchand affair, is evading 
diplomatic discussion of pending Anglo- 
French problems and was intended to intl- 
Mate that with the change of French Am- 
bassadors at London this week, Baron de 
Courcel being succeeded by M. Paul Cambon, 
the Marquis of Salisbury desired a mure 
active treatment of the points in dispute. 

Sir Edmund J. Monson's manly frankness 
is quite characteristic of the Ambassador 
and won for him the warm friendship of 
Czar Alexander and Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph, both of whom asked the British For- 
eign office to send him to their respective 
capitals when he quitted Copenhagen. He 
Ghoose Vienna. 

Mr. Chamberlain's speech om Thursday, 
embracing the whole range of domestic and 
foreign politics, aroused as much interest 
abroad as at home. He forecasted the min- 
isterial domestic legislation of the coming 
session and then held out the olive branch 
to every foreign country except France, to 
which he administered a salutary caution, 
which has been but little relished there and 
which evoked all sorts of newspaper threats 
to thwart Great Britain’s projects. 


Chamberlain Changes Front. 


Mr. Chamberlain spoke lukewarmly on the 


‘subject of old age pensions, once his pet 


scheme, and refrained from promising the 
bill which had been expected on the subject. 
But he. promised five measures to assist 
the working class to acquire their own dwe!!- 
ing, promote secondary education, and to 
insure the safety and health of workers in 
dangerous trades. | 

Mr. Chamberlain’s declaration that an 
agreement with Russia on Chinese affairs is 
desirable has made a deep impression, in 
view of his former utterance, in which, re- 
ferring to Russia’s evasion of agreements, 
he said: 

‘*He who sups with the devil must have a 
long spoon.”’ 

This remark gave great umbrage to the 
Czar, and it was then thought it boded ill 
for a future understanding. 

The friendly references of Mr. Chambor- 
lain to Germany suggesting mutual help in 
matters of common interest have met with 
a favorable-reception in Germany. The 
press comments show veiled joy at the pros- 
pect of an Anglo-German entente, but the 
German papers refrain from an effusive dis- 
play of gladness, evidently with the view of 
securing the best part of the bargain. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS, 


Alfred James, President of the Northwestern Na- 
tional Fire Insurance company, one of the non- 
union companies, has been interviewed on the situ- 
ation. He says: ‘** There is unquestionably a 
revolution and an evolution coming in fire insur- 
ance matters, and that before long. No insurance 
man can foretell what the outcome will be. What 
the fire companies of this country seem to need to 
straighten things out is about a $10,000,000 fire. 
The situation is uncertain, and it is hard to tell 
what the Western union ts going todo. Companies 
are apparently fighting each other and among 
themselves, and in trying to scoop each other they 
are cutting rates. That is one reason why I be- 
lieve that a revolution and an evolution In fire in- 
geurance affairs must come before long. Take the 
premiums and losses for the year 1898: The losses 
paid by fire companies during this year will be 
found about $4,000,000 more than they were during 
1897, while during the last nine months the rates 
have gone down to an average of 20 per cent 
throughout the entire country. This shows that 
while the companies have paid $4,000,000 more in 
losses they’ have been taking business, for at least 
nine months, at 20 per cent less than last year. 
In New York City, for instance, rates are about 
one-fourth now what they were nine months ago 
and previous to that time. This condition has 
spread to other cities, including Buffalo and otker 
Fastern towns, and in the country generally the re- 
duction has been equal to an average of 20 per 
cent as a result. Do you suppose such conditions 
can or will continue to exist indefinitely? I do not 
think it possible, and something must [fall before 


long.”’ 


It is reported that the Large Cities committee of 
the Western Insurance union ts arriving at a satis- 
factory decision regarding the annex question in the 
arrangément at St. Louis, the Hartford having 
agreed to maintain but two agencies in the city— 
one in the name of the company and the other for 
the New York Underwriters’ agency. The commit- 
tee will meet at St. Louis on Tuesday to arrange 
matters. The change is to take effect on Jan. 1. 
The President of the Board of Underwriters is 
writing companies informing them again of the 
action which has been taken, and asking them to 
send him the names of the two agents they wish 
to represent them in the business districts after the 
first of the year. 


The Supreme Court of Ohio, tn the action brought 
by the Attorney General seeking judgment of ouster 
against the St. Paul Fire and Marine Insurance 
company, has set Jan. 20 as the date before which 
the defendant company must file its brief and on 
which the case will be argued on its merits. 

Julius Pollock, representing the Security Insur- 
ance company of Connecticut, has been admitted 
to the Wheeling (W. Va ) Board of Underwriters. 


The bill introduced to require the Georgia de- 
posits of companies to be made in registered United 
States or State of Georgia bonds will not affect 
many of the companies now operating in the State, 
as nearly all have their deposits in registered cer- 
tificates. The bill to reduce the amount of deposit 
from $25,000 to $5,000, said to have been introduced 
at the instance of the Atlanta Home Insurance 
company, is still hanging fire. 


FENDER SAVES A CHILD’S LIFE. 


Three-Year-Old Elsie Raidel Struck by 
a Cable Car—Herman Heineman 
Loses a Leg.

POLICEMAN PHILLIP 


GREENE SHOT WITH 
HIS OWN REVOLVER. 


Colored Patrolman Likely to Die from 
Wounds He Says Were Infiicted by 
Tony Seratel, Whom He Was Trying 
to Arrest. 


Patrolman Phillip Greene was shot twice 
yesterday morning with his own revolver 
while attempting to arrest three men whom 
he saw stealing coal from a wagon under 
the Twelfth street viaduct, and may die 
from the bullet wounds. 

The policeman, who is a colored man, says 
the shots were fired by Tony Seratel, 18 
years old, who is an Italian, and whose 
parents live in a shanty under the viaduct. 
The young man escaped arrest. His father, 
Bastine Seratel, who was with him at the 
time of the shooting, was taken into custody, 
together with James Ownes, a colored boy, 
who was one of the alleged gang of coal 
thieves. 

Greene was pursuing the men, when he 
slipped and fell.

Both bullets entered his groin. The police- 
man was taken to the Provident Hospital, 
where his wounds were pronounced serious. 
Greene lives with his family at 343 Forty- 
seventh street. He has been a member of 
the Police denartment for twelve years.

POISONS ONE OF 
HER TWIN BABIES. 


Clairvoyant Visits Elgin Woman, Tells 


Kills One Child—Iintended to Poison 
the Other and Kill Herself. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE.] 

Elgin, lll., Dec, 10.—Mrs. Wallacd Kene 
yon, wife of a farmer residing two miles 
from this city, poisoned one of her twin 
sons, aged 21 months, on Friday night, by 
| administering a large quantity of strych- 
nine in capsule form. Her husband arrived 
home and found the child writhing in agony 
and the mother mertally distressed be- 
cause of the suffering of the infant. Phy- 
sicians were called, but the child died with- 
in a few moments of their arrival. Mrs. Ken- 
yon obeyed the directions of the physicians 
in their attempt to resuscitate the baby, and 
apparently did not realize that she was the 
cause of death until so informed. She then 
became violent and it was necessary to ad- 
minister opiates to prevent self-destruc- 
tion. She stated when questioned that it 
was her intention to kill tke other twin 
with poison and then shoot herself, but the 
sufferings of the first one deterred her. She 
had a large bottle of strychnine and a re- 
volver concealed in the house. } 

Mrs. Kenyon fas been despondent since 
the birth of the twins, and friends of the 
family state the primary cause was a visit 
to a clairvoyant, who informed her that 
she would become permanently ill, that her 
children would be born to trouble, and that 
she would permanently reside in a large 
building in the southern part of this city. 

The latter prediction was construed to 
mean the insane asylum, and the interview 
preyed on her mind to such an extent that 
she became ill and insane. 

Her husband sent her to the house of her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. David Sharp, at St. 
James, Minn., a few years ago. While there 
a bottle of laudanum, purchased with sui- 
cidal intent, was taken from her. Recently 
She has seemed improved. 

An inquest was held today and she will be 
committed to an asylum. 

Mrs. Kenyon’s condition was not made 
public until today.

tothetrust: 

‘**My son must have been misunderstood 
or misquoted. I wish to say decidedly that 
the Atlas mills have not been offered to the 
combination. No option has been asked for 
or given on them, and we have no Idea of giv- 
ing any option. We have not even been ap- 
proached on the subject. I do not believe 
that any of the Milwaukee millers have been 
approached on the matter. My son may 
have taken !t into his head to have a little 
fun with the Cleveland newspapers.” 

Charles Allis, representing the Allis inter- 
ests at Superior, sald that no option had been 
given on the Daisy mill at Superior, which 
is included in the talk of a combination, but 
that the mill would probably go into the 
} combination if one was effected 

A Milwaukee man who is greatly interested 
in the milling business, and who recently 
talked with millers from all over the country 
on the proposed combination, says: ‘‘ The 
options given by the millers have been so 
high as to be practically non-effective. Many 
of those who have given options on their 
plants say that they do not believe that 
the scheme is practicable or will be carried 
out. A combination of the export mills of 
Minneapolis, Duluth, and Superior would 
be possible, and could do a large export busi- 
ness to much greater advantage than could 
any trust that proposed to combine all the 
mills in this country, many of which do a 
purely local business in both buying and 
selling.” 

Mr. McIntyre, who is promoting the 
scheme, he says, is the man who success- 
fully effected the American Malting combi- 
nation and the Chicago and Milwaukee 
brewers’ combination, andtthis fact is what 
is giving so much weight to the matter.

Money market situation.e 

It has simply come to pass that funds are 
in such abundatice that there is a natuial 
@rift toward Wall street, and there never yet 
Rtas beon dispute of the fact that when 
money goes down securities must go up. 
The ruie has been without exception. Sume 
times in the face of high money marcts 
stocks and bonds have advanced, but never 
has there been failure in advances when 


money was, as how, practically a drug. 


It is difficult for the holder of funds now 
to wet outside of stock market investmcrts 
@ return of 4 per cent, though in stocks it is 
Still feasible to find opportunities for larger 
returns. 1 


Conditions Invite Investment. 


Consideration of this fact induces invest-— 


ment, if not speculation, and to a large ex- 
tent the influence of it shows in present 
stock market developments. 

Abroad stringency does not disappear. 
Germany is not over its financial crisis. 
France shows some sign. of being cramped. 
The British loan market is not at allin ease. 
Exchange rate here stiffens somewhat in 
reflection of loan demands abroad. But so 
extraordinary and exceptional are conditions 
filing here that our money market continues 
easy, tending even toward a lower plane. 

Quite aside from the tremendous interna- 
tional trade balances due this cotntiy from 
Europe. amounting to hundreds of millions 
of dollars, it is being disclosed that AMéfican 
bankers are lending vast sums abroad. It 
is estimated in banking circles here that such 
advances to Nurope approximate $250,000.- 
000. Similar calculations have it that these 
@dvances added to the ba@lances give to the 
United States an opportunity to make drafts 
upon Europe for not less than $500,000,000 
in gold. 

Such a situation gives to the United States 
commanding opporiunities. If there should 
be drafts made by us it would be possible to 
Start a gold importation movement beyond 
@il precedent. Believérs in the further bet- 
terment of the stock market rely somewhat 
upon advantages which would come¢4hrougch 
such importations. 

Sentiment is almost wholly bullish. Not 
only the lesser traders of Wall street are 
enthusiastic over +the financial situa- 
tion, but they who are of mere 
cOmsequence in the financial warld, whose

| strength is greatest and whose transactions 


ordinarily are largest, express similar confl- 
dence and cheerfulness. 


See Higher Vajues. 

It is difficult in Wall street to find any 
man who is not an optimist. Nine out of ten 
are certain that the country is entering upon 
unexampled prosperity, and that Wall street 
quotations are bound for far higheyprices. 

One development through this universal 
hopefulness ‘s that the rank and file in Wall 
street are carrying on margins more stocks 
than ordinarily has been the rule—more 
stocks than may be a safe quota. It has be- 
come the custom to capitatize confidence in 
a free and easy fashion, and the lesser spec- 
ulators of the street are overloaded. 

It is not considered in the Stock Exchange 
district good form to make reference just 
now to a fact like this, but the existence and 
suggestiveness of the fact can hardly be 
fairly ignored. When all the little fellows 
have stocks—so runs the axiom which Daniel 
Drew gave to Wall street—itjsa goed time 
to be extra careful. Aside from their en- 
thusiasm, some of the earnest declarations 
of the leaders in the current bull movement 
are open somewhat to question. 

Bankers of importance, they who are recog- 
nized as authorities in exchange market af- 
f#irs, do not all join in the belief that gold 
importations are close at hand, and there 
are some other difficulties of opinion in high 
circles as to matters concerning which much 
stock market enthusiasm is avowed, 

It is not at all, however. a matter of doubt 
that general business conditions show im- 
provement in practically every department 
and in almost every part of the country. 

Especially is improvement shown in the 
irori and steel trade, where all records are 
being broken. Finally, the United States 
seems to have forged ahead to ‘hat point 
where it is the leading produces of the 
world . 

In other business quarters almost equal 
progress seems to be in evidence. Railway 
traffic returns testify suggestively to this. 
Almost without exception the great railroads 
are reporting earnings exceeding all that has 
been forecast. In some particulars current 

‘gains are not less than phenomenal, reflect- 
ing an activity In trade tremendously beyond 
what Wall street has expected. , 

Especially notable is Southern business 
improvement. Cotton stays at record-break- 
ing low prices, and there continues the wail- 
ing of theorists, insisting that the South 
can know no prosperity until cotton shall 
have much higher market value. Wallstreet 
estimates do not agree with this dolefulness. 


Southern Securities Active. 


The Wall street view—that view reflected 
in Wall street valuations—has cheerfulness 
in it. Southern securities advance and are 
active, more active than for years past. 
Some of them are even among the leaders 
of the market. This is significantly true, 
especially of Louisville and Nashville. What 
develops in that railway property goes far 
toward the making of new Southern sentl- 
merit in the financlal world. 

All manner of pessimism was apparent 
but a little while ago touching Louisville 
and Nashville prospects. But instead of 
succumbing to any of the bad results pre- 
dicted, the property mounts to in- 
Thus is certified 
what good business management can accom- 
plish—a management combining’ conserv- 
atism and progressiveness. 

And alert observers are impressed not 
merely with Louisville and Nashville's own 
wonderful outcome, but impressed through 
that outcome with what actual Southern 
opportunities are and what they can be 
made to yield. Louisville and Nashville's 
progress becomes thus of importance to the 
whole business South, and in Wall street 
there is many ways attestation of the in- 
fluence which Louisville and Nagshville’s

Adams’ story, which was related in THE 
TRIBUNE last week, during the last two 
years, and think [t singular that. it took so 
long to get possession of funds that were 
supposed to be in bank.

’ Mrs. Adams, who its visiting friends at 50385 
State street, smiled when told what Benton 
Harbor people said, and declared her brother, 
Richard Wainwright of 27 St. James’ Square, 
London, England, would be In Chicago next 
Tuesday. 

Samuel Bailey, formerly connected with 
the First National Bank of Benton Harbor, 
when interviewed in that city, said: 

‘**T endeavored to find this money which 
Mrs. Adams claimed was due her. I wrote 
to Templeton & Templeton, St.. James’ 
Square, London, E. C., who, she said, were 
her solicitors, but the letter was returned 
with the information that no such firm could 
be foundin London. At her suggestion I also 
sent a cablegram, which was returned with- 
out delivery, but with service charges, 
amounting to $15. 

‘“‘She said her information had been ob- 
tained from a cablegram, which, after read- 
ing, she had burned. I asked her to give me 
an order tothe telegraph company fora copy 
of it. She did not wish to put metoso much 
trouble, she said, but referred me for full 
information to her brother in Canada and 
her sister in Detroit. Lettets sent. to them 
were returned unclaimed.” 


Mr. Bailey the name of Templeton & Templ!le- 
ton as her attorneys, and that he never 
asked her for an order on the telegraph com- 
pany for a copy of hercablegram.

LAWYERS UPHOLD 
BURKE FINDING. 


Cleveland Barristers Expel 
Burke—Will Try to Dis- 
bar Dellenbaugh. 


FROTHY MEETING HELD. 


Russell Declares Case to Be 
Political Persecution by 
Hannaites. 


CADWELL SCORES BOTH MEN. 


Cleveland, O., Dee. 10.—[{Special.]—The 
Cleveland Bar association declined to modify 
its severe treatment of Senator Vernon H. 
Burke or Judge Frank E. Dellenbaugh today. 
It accepted the report of the trial committee, 
which means the disbarment of Senator 
Burke and the investigation of Judge Dellen- 
baugh. Senator Burke threatens to enjoin 
the bar association from expelling him, and 
Judge Dellenbaugh takes the position that 
the trial committee had no jurisdiction. 
Both men will fight to the end. 

The report of the trial committee was 
read before the bar associatiun. Senator 
James R. Garfield, chairman of the meeting, 
then announced that the adoption of the re- 
port meant the expulsion of Burke and the 
investigation of Dellenbaugh. 

M. A. Foran, as counsel for Burke, said he 

had no complaint to make against the ver- 
| dict, except that the committee went out of 
the beaten path. He said: ‘' We will take 
our chances with this association. That is 
all we care to say about the matter.” 
* Judge Ingersoll, in behalf of Dellenbaugh, 
attacked the verdict at length, saying his 
client had not been on trial and had not 
been given a fair opportunity by the trial 
committee to exculpate himself. 

Judge Darius Cadwell followed Ingersoll. 
He said that in the fifty-five years he has 
been at the bar of Ohio and the twenty-five 
years he has been a members of the bar as- 
sociation of Cuyahoga County, he had never 
heard of such a scandal in connection with 
the bench. 


Judge Cadwell Speaks. 

Judge Cadwell said the question was not 
whether the report was satisfactory to 
Burke or Dellenbaugh. The Trial committee, 
he believed, being among the ablest attor- 
heys at the bar, had acted fairly and hon- 
estly. The committee, Judge Cadwell said, 
seemed to be blamed because it did not stop 
when it found Burke had made the charges 
against Dellenbaugh; was blamed because 
it inquired into the question whether Burke's 
charges were true. Judge.Cadwell conclud- 
ed by saying he thought the committee had 
acted fairly towards Dellenbaugh. The lat- 
ter, he said, had been given every opportu- 
nity to rebutt the evidence against him, even 
to the extent of the case being reopened on 
two occasions, 

Speaking of the settlement made with 
Miss ——, Judge Cadweil said {tt Was improper 
to call the $10,000 or any part of it fees.

Vernon Burke had voted for Mark Hanna 
to make him Senator neither he nor Frank 
Dellenbaugh would be on trial here now.” 

Russell was hissed from all quarters, but 
he paid no attention to the hisses. Russell 
concluded by moving the indefinite post- 
ponement of the verdict. The motion was 
lost, only securing a few votes. 

Foran then moved to strike out the clause 
expelling Burke, and providing for a sus- 
pension of sixty days instead. The motion 
was lost. 

On the motion to adopt the whole report 

the roll was then called. Every member of 
the Investigating committee and the bar 
association prosecutors in the Burke case 
voted to adopt the whole report. It was 
adopted by a vote of 80 to 20. 
Chairman Garfield then announced Burke 
was expelled from the association, and that 
his name would also be erased from the 
rolls. He also said the charges would be 
filed against Dellenbaugh, and the complaint 
against Burke would be presented to the 
Circuit Court for disbarment.

UNCLE SAM'S SALE. 


Annual Auction of Dead Let- 


ter Packages About Due. 


ALMOST LIKE A LOTTERY. 


Arranged So People Get Their 
Money's Worth. 


TREASURY IS A BIG WINNER. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 8.—Oncea 
year Uncle Sam sets forth a bar- 
gain counter of remnants in Wash- 
ington, and people flock to buy. 
Next week is appointed for the an- 

nual sale, which comprehends a twelve 
months’ accumulation of packages at the 
Dead Letter office of the Postoffice depart- 
ment. The Dead Letter office is a sort of 
pocket, into which the waifs and strays of 
the mails are gathered. Among these are 
some hundreds of thousands of parcels an- 
nually, which contain merchandise. Many 


* of them have no addresses whatever on

dresses cannot be found are retained for to 
yeiurs, subject to claim. 

Next week's sale, as is customary, will at- 
tract a large number of buyers of that class 
which loves dearly a small gamble. It is al- 
ways a question whether a purchase thus 
made, “ unsight unseen,” as the children 
say, will turn out a bargain ora disappoint- 
ment. There is a cherished legend to the 
effect that once upon a time a poor person 
secured at one of these auctions a desk which 
proved to contain, ina secret drawer, some 
thousands of dollars in coupon bonds— 
negotiable, of course. Maybe the story is 
true; at all events, it is most satisfactory to 
believe so. The individual with the luck to 
break the bank at Monte Carlo is sure to 
come along once in a_ while, and it is un- 
deniable that the annual auction of the 
Postoffice department partakes largely of 
the nature of a game of chance. 

Nevertheless, the government tries its 
best to deprive the sale of the character ofa 
gamble. On this account jt refrains from 
auctioning off the packages unopened, just 
as they arrive at the Dead Letter office. If 
that were done, it is obvious that the affair 
would be a mere lottery, and this isa kind 


,. of chance-play that the Postoffice depart- 


t has done its best to discountenance. 
the original parcels are pains- 
takingly unwrapped, and the things they 
contain are made up into fresh bundles in 
obedience to certain rules presently to be 
described. It should be understood that the 
stuff to be sold next week—the bulk of it, 
that is to say—represents the accumulations 


of the year 1896. 


By No Means a Lottery. 
The amount of labor involved in this busi- 
mess may be realized when it is expiained 
| ially skilled in the work, 


that two men, spec 
are employed all the year round in dissecting 


ld bundles and making up new ones. 
ora sales chiefly are followed. One is that 
each package intended for sale shall con- 
tain articles not greatly different in value. 
¥or example, a good watch would not be 
placed in a parcel with a pair of second-hand 
socks. The other rule is that no bundle 


‘sha'l be fairly worth less than 60 cents, 


which is about the average price fetcned. 
Uncle Sam wants to be honest, and it would 
mot be agreeable to him that people should 
say that they have come out behind ona take 
auction mariaged by him. He prefers that, 
taking an average, they shall makea little 
profit. Sometimes they do so, unquestiona- 
Piy. and then, again, they are disappointed, 
but they cannot accuse him of misreprcsen- 
tation.. 
Oa the contrary, in the list of bundles 
disposed of at the auction next week, and 
advertised by catalogue, a brutal frankness 
is exhibited. Nearly every other package is 
described as containing ‘“‘ damaged ”’ this, or 
’”’ that, and the term “cheap” 
is constantly applied. If anybody fails to 
get as much in value as he expected for his 
money it is because he has not put adequate 
faith in the frankness of the schedule. Par- 
cela set down in the ,latter as including 
** cheap jewelry ”’ are apt to be bid up beyond 
a just price, because people think there may 
have been some mistake. The Postoffice 
experts are not “ upon ’”’ jewelry particular- 
ly, and probably it happens sometimes that 
they “underestimate the worth of such arti- 
cles. However, when it is seriously sus- 
pected that a chain or brooch is of real gold 
the object in question is referred for judg- 


ment goldsmith. Itisnotonrecord that . 


a Valuable diamond or other gem of price has 
ever turned up in the “‘ corpse packages,” as 
they are sometimes termed. 

A great deal of space is required for the 
storage of the original bundles, a two years’ ’ 
accumulation being always on hand. They 
are put away in a big room in the basement 
of the Postoffice Department Building, which 
is literally lined with pigeonholes. The four 
walls of this room are entirely covered with 
boxes open in front, every one of which con- 
tains a dozen or more parcels tightly packed. 

‘There has been a great deal of trouble with 
rats, which find most suitable nest-making 
material in the packages. These rodents, it 
appears, are particularly fond of pincush- 
ions and of dolls that are stuffed with bran. 
Many thousands of magazines, illustrated 
papers, and picture cards find their way an- 
nually to the dead letter office, and all of 
these are given to the hospitals of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. The best of the books, 
amounting in number to about 100 per an- 
num, £0 to swell the collection of the depart- 
ment library. 


Room Full of “ Treasures.”’ 


The room described, in the basement of 
the Postoffice Department Building, is a 
veritable curiosity shop—a museum of odds 
and ends, representing such a variety of 
merchandise as can hardly be found as- 
fembled in any other place in the world. At 
two big tables, covered with parcels in 
various stages of dissection, sit the trained 
experts whose duty it is to resolve this postal 
chaos into order. Prize packages every one 
that they*open, but from their points of 
view the performance is extremely unen- 
tertaining and banale. If a prize turns up 
{t is none of theirs, of course, and nearly all 
of the articles found in the bundles are un- 
interesting and even shabby. It is wonder- 
ful what trash people send through the 
mails; the most of it is hardly worth keep- 
ing at home. Think of soiled undercioth- 
ing, for example, and dirty gloves, and 
“cheap teaspoons.”’ 

Once in a while something worthy of at- 
tention as to value arrives. It is put by 
itself, In a separate parcel, and suitably de- 
‘scribed in the catalogue. There is no de- 
ception in this business. 

Detached parts of bicycles; such as sprocket 
wheels, tires, saddles, and all sorts of other 
firay fragments of wheels, float into the 
Dead Letter office and have to be made up 
into suitabie parcels for auction. Cheap 
jewelry has been more plentiful tn lost 
bundles during the last twelvemonth than 
ever before.

I 
have telephoned and written the Smoke 
Commissioner and have called at his office 
time and again concerning smoky chimneys, 
but he does not seem to care how much 
smoke is being made, and unless the papers 
will take the matter up and push it vigorous- 
ly there seems to be no hope for the city in 
the matter of smoke. 

If we are to live in a cloud of smoke, as 
we have during the last few months, surely 
it seems to me that people who can afford 
it may close up their: business and affairs 
and move to a city where they can have 
pure air, particularly New York. 

Do not believe them when. they tell you 
there are no devices that will prevent smok- 
ing. There are good devices that effectually 
consume the smoke and prevent the chim- 
neys smoking, and those same devices are 
coal savers. And those who operate boilers 
can consume the smoke and gases and save 
money by doing It. 

The proprietors of any concern that con- 
tinually allow their chimneys to emit clouds 
of black smoke ought to be properly fined.

Raising Truffles. 

Chicago, Dec. 5, 1898.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—Alfred Rose is mistaken in think- 
ing that his father produced truffles by 
planting their spores or seeds in clay and |

uses it is clear that it was the edible 
mushroom, agaricus campestris, that he 
has in mind, as the process he refers to Is 
the one in use in this country and in Europe 
for artifically cultivating the common mush- 
room. There are several growers of mush- 
rooms in Chicago. The truffle is not an 
agaricus nor does it belong to that family 
of fungi. Its proper name is tuber estivum. 
It is a tuber and grows under ground (like a 


| potato), but without any stem, or cap, orcup, 


or any other formation above the surface. 
Now and then, but rarely, the tuber is 
found on the surface, but then it is ab- 
normal. The “ truffies ’’ of the markets are 
found mostly in eastern France in the 
ground beneath beech trees. They are now 
and then found in the ground under chest- 
nut and oak trees. Truffles are hunted 
(strange as it may seem) by dogs and hogs. 
Being entirely under ground one might dig 
over acrés without finding the tuber, but 
the dogs and hogs by the keenness of 
their scent can smell] them, and when they 
have so located them they dig them out 
and the attendants gather them up! With- 
in the last few years it was found that truf- 
fles can be propagated by artificial planting. 
As usually done, the ground is well dug 
over, truffles are cut up and mixed with 
acorns and with them are planted. In from 
twelve to twenty years the truffles are found 


in the soll beneath the oak trees that have 


grown from the planted acorns, and from 


that time on a crop is procured every year.

Naming the Parks. 

Chicago, Dec. 2.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—In a recent Sunday’s issue of THE TrIP- 
UNE there appeared in its columns under the 
above caption a communication from Parker 
Parks criticising the acts of the South Park 
Commissioners for not renaming the Lake- 
Front Park, and cites the former act of the 
West Chicago Park Commissioners in chang- 
ing the name of Central Park to that of Gar- 
field Park, and winds up by suggesting the 
name of Logan for the Lake-Front Park. 

Yes, the name of Central Park was 
changed to that of Garfield, and it never 
should have been done, for the reason that it 
was the center of the West Side group of 
Parks, the southern of which was named 
after the late Senator Stephen*A. Douglas, a 
life long citizen of Tilinois, and a resident of 
Chicago. The northern was given the name 
of Humboldt in honor of the famous Ger- 
man statesman, traveler, and scientist, this 
park lying in the midst of what was to be a 
large German community; while the center 
of the group was given the name of Cen- 
tral. It was thought at the time to be the 
appropriate name, and I have never changed 
my mind on its being the correct name in 
connection with the group. It is my belief 
that were a vote taken today of the people 
of the West Side they would vote to fall back 
on the original name. Sentiment is a good 
thing. but here was the landmark in @ 
system of parks which had thoughtfully 
been named. The same commissioners gave 
the name of Palmer Square to one of the 
noted squares, and Logan Square was so 
named in honor of Genera! John.A. Logan. 
It is a prominent point in the West Side 
system of parks and boulevards. So, too. is 
Palmer Square, which was named in honor 
of General John M. Palmer. If, however. the 
Lake-Front Park is to have its name 
changed and be given the name of some 
noted soldier, allow me to make the sue- 
gestion that its name be Dearborn Park, to 
occupy the space on our maps heretofore 
given to Dearborn Park, which park has 
been absorbed by the Public Library. That 
name shouid not be wiped out and obliterat- 
ed. Indeed, I believe the South Park Com- 
missioners owe it to the City of Chicago, a 
large portion of which they honorably rep- 
resent, to name that strip of ground lying in 
front of the city and between Randolph 
street and Park row Dearborn Park. The 
original Fort Dearborn and Dearborn Park 
were named in honor and in remembrance of 
Major General Henry Dearborn of revolu- 
tionary fame, who went in at the beginning 
of the war of the revolution, and remained: 
until the final windup. Then, too, he was a 
noted officer of the war of 1812. He served 
his country not only in war, but two terms in 
Congress, and two terms of four years each 
as Secretary of War. This was during the 
term of Presjdent Jefferson. Subsequently 
he was Minister to Portugal, Let not the 
name of Dearborn be forgotten or overlooked 
in the future rearranging of the maps and 
history of Chicago.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


EAST-BOUND DEAD FREIGHT SHIP- 
MENTS ARE 113,283 TONS. 


‘Week's Business Shows a Heavy In- 
erease Over the Preceding Seven 
Days — The Unusually Low Rates 
Are the Cause—Advance Ordered on 
Jan. 1—Announcement,Made in Wall 
Street That the Missouri Pacific Has 


Secured the Chicago and Alton. 


East-bound shipments of dead freight by 
the all-rail lines from Chicago last week 
were 113,283 tons, against 110,732 for the 
previous week, and 65,371 last year. The un- 
usually low rates are mainly responsible. 
The cut rates are being made in direct viola- 
tion of the law. Open discrimination is 
practiced, and large shippers secure much 
lower rates than those having small lots to 
ship. A few large patrons are specially fa- 
vored, the railroads accepting from them 
prepayment at the net cut rate. The local 
agent then files claim for relief for the differ- 
ence between the published tariff rates and 
the cut rates. The attention of the Inter- 
State Commerce commission frequently has 
been called to this matter, but thus far has 
‘failed to pay any attention to it. 

An advance has been ordered on Jan, 1. 
Enough contracts have been made at cut 
rates to give the roads all the business they 
can handle up to that time. 

The percentages carried by the various 
roads were as follows: Michigan Central, 
5.1;- Wabash, 5.3; Lake Shore, 14.8; Fort 
Wayne, 18; Pan-Handle, 14.8; Baltimore and

Nickel Plate, 11.8; Chicago and Erie, 10.6; 
‘Big Four, 1.8.

Executive and traffic officials of the West- 
ern roads will meet in the rooms of the 
Western Trunk Line committee on Tuesday 
to consider the rate situation. The roads 
@re anxious to make a treaty of peace with 
‘the Chicago Great Western to make che 
threatened boycott unnecessary. The prin- 
cipal bone of contention now is the refusal 
of the Chicago Great Western to rejoin the 
Weighing association and Inspection bureau 
and its publication monthly of an independ- 
ent tariff. The Great Western claims to 
have good cause for its action, but it is be- 
Meved can be prevailed on to act in concert 
with the other lines, when a material ad- 
vance in Missouri River rates will be or- 
dered.

LIBRARY CIRCULATION GROWING 


Report Shows Books Are Sent Out ata 
Rate of 2,000,000 a Year, or . 
About 6,600 a Day. ' 


In a report sent to the Public ‘Library 
board yesterday, Librarian Hild shows that 
the number of books distributed for home 
use is rapidly increasing. During November 
142,452 books were given out. In November, 
1897, the total was 107,952. Last month 
4,322 new registration cards were issued. 
The reference-rooms had 11,008 visitors, as 
against 10,508 for November last year. 
Librarian Hild says that books are now 
being distributed at the rate of 2,00,000 a 
year. This is a daily average of 6,600. The 
average number of daily visitors is 10,000,

BIG PRICES AT DAWSON. 


ENORMOUS PROFITS MADE IN SUP- 
PLIES SENT TO ALASKA. 


One Man Secures a Permit for Entry of 
2,000 Gallons of Whisky, Which He 
Sells Within an Hour, Clearing 
$60,000—Flour as High as $180 for 
a Fifty-Pound Sack — Eggs $18 a 
Dozen, Quality Not Guaranteed—Ne 
Punishment for Theft. 


S predicted in the former report,” 
says the November bulletin of the 
United States Department of 
Labor, “there was no _ serious 
shortagenof supplies in Dawson 
during the [last] winter.”’ 

This statement is made in the report of 
Agent Samuel C. Dunham, who went to 
Dawson City for the bureau, and then, as if 
to bear out th: assertion, Mr. Dunham pro- 
ceeds to tell what things cost. Here are 
some of the prices received, taken here and 
there out of this official report and arranged 
conveniently in table form:

Mr. Dunham quotes a representative of the 
Alaska Commercial company who says tie 
food supply difficulties will be twenty times 
greater this winter and the government will 
have tu feed 10,000 people at Fort Yukon and 
St. Michacl’s. These points being much 
more accessible than Dawsvun, it would seem 
the miners on the Canadian side are having 
a hard time of it this winter. With flour 
$180 a sack iast winter and the difficulties 
of procuring it twenty times greater this 
year, if the Fort Yukon and St. Michael's 
conditions apply to Dawson, flour will bea 
luxury to be enjoyed by but few. 


No Punishment for Theft. 

The Alaska Commercial company’s agent, 
quoted in the report, says: ‘* Flour sold as 
high as $180 per sack of fifty pounds, agreat 
deal being sold for from $50 to $150 per sack. 
A large number of men who had good outtits 
sold them and went out over the ice, and this 
greatly relieved the situation as to the food 
supply. We asked the miners to let keep 
as much food as they could spare order 
that we might help out others; so, from time 
to time, we had some supplies for cases 
where thefe was actual needs A man could 
buy from us a sack of flour for $6 and go 
outside and sell it for $150. There was the 
greatest inducement torascality. The police 
could not arrest a man and confine him for 
the reason that they could not feed him at 
the barracks. They could not punish a man 
for stealing. Up to the time of the break up 
of the ice flour sold as high as $60 per sack, 
although it sold on the guiches in March as 
low as $30. During the winter moose meat 
was obtainable at $1 to $1.25 per pound. Beef 
lasted till spring, when some of it had to be 
thrown away; price, $1 per pound. Mutton 
lasted nearly all winter and sold uniformly 
at $1 per pound.” 

On June 15, says Mr. Dunham, eggs were 
to be bought for $1.50 per dozen, “ but their 
quality was not guaranteed.” 


Fortunes Made in Whisky. 

‘During the latter part of the winter,” 
says the report, “there was a_ whisky 
famine, what little stock there was being in 
the hands of a few saloonkeepers, who 
charged $1 per drink. The first liquor to 
reach Dawson from up-river was 100 gallons 
of brandy, which sold for $75 per gallon. A 
favored individual, who had a permit for 


‘the entry of 2,000 gallons of whisky, arrived 


in Dawson early in May, and within an hour 
sold his cargo in bulk for $45 per gallon. He 
subsequently assured his friends that after 


even at these prices, it was necessary to 
make application forty-eight hours in ad- 
vance. 

Some instances ‘are given of the fortunes 
made by men who got over the trails or 
through the river with supplies. Two men 
who got through with a stock of merchan- 
dise, weighing about ten tons, sold their 
stock to Dawson dealers, and netted $48,000 
by the transaction. Packers made fortunes 
in a few months, one man clearing $25,000 on 
five horses, 

What help was employed by restaurants 
and saloons received good pay as compared 
with wages at home. One restaurant hay- 
ing a seating capacity of thirty-two kept 
three cooks. one of whom received $100 a 
week and the others $1 per hour. Men wait- 
ers received $50 a week, and women waiters 
$100 a month. Dishwashers and yard men 
got $5 a day. In addition employés were 
boarded, but not lodged. An indication of 
real estate values is given in the rent for the 
building occupied by this restaurant, $9V0 


a month. 
Wages in Gambling Houses. 

“The leading gambling-house and dance 
hall,” says Mr. Dunham, “ employs three 
bartenders, two weighers, a bookkeeper, and 
a porter. Bartenders receive $15 per day; 
the bookkeeper, $17.50; weighers, $15; and 
the porter, $10. In the gambling depart- 
ment, one man at the crap game, one man 
at the roulette wheel, four faro dealers, one 
weigher, and two stud-poker dealers receive 
$20 a day each. Three musicians receive 
$17.50 a day each. The establishment pays 
$10 a barrel for water, using two barrels a 
day. 

“The proprietor of the leading saloon 
states that his receipts for the first three 
days after his ‘grand opening’ in March 
amounted to $15,000, and the average daily 
bar receipts from April 1 to Juné 20 were 
over $2,000. 

“The. Pavilion, a variety theater and 
dance hall, opened about the middle of June, 
and the bar receipts the first night were 
$12,200. *The theater had three actors and 
six actresses under engagement, at $150 
each per week. Wight girls are employed 
in the dance hall, their compensation being 
25 per cent commission on drinks and cigars 
they sell. As champagne sells in this estab- 
lishment for $40 a pint, and is frequently 
called for, their earnings are large, even 
meas@red by Klondike standards, one girl 
stating that her commissions for the first 
week amounted to $750. 


Big Demand for Stoves. 

“The one tinsmith in Dawson did a large 
business during the winter, principally in 
the manufacture of stoves, over 600 having 
been made, ranging in price from $40 to $75. 
Quite a number of ranges were made; a 
range constructed of No. 16 tron, 5 by 8 feet, 
costing $300, and a pastry oven with a ca- 
pacity of 72 loaves costing $560. This estab- 
lishment selis a Yale night-lock for $6 and a 
pair of door butts for $16. From five to ten 
workmen were constantly employed during 
the winter at $1.50 per hour. The charge for 
outside work has been increased from $2 to 
$3 per hour. >. 

“The principal firm of contractors and 
builders on June 20 had twelve men employed 
in the shop on various kinds of woodwork, 
at wages ranging from $10 to $17 per day. 
Skilled woodworkers receive $17, carpenters 
$15, and laborers $10 per day, ten hours con- 
stituting a day’s work. The charge for out- 
side work is $20 per day. This firm charges 
$250 for a poling boat 24 by 4 feet In size. 

“Three tailor shops were running full of 
orders June 20. They charge $135 for a sack 
suit and $150 for a dress suit, and pay their 
workmen §$1:50 per hour. 

‘*On the same date four barber shops were 
in operation, employing from two to five 
barbers each. The prices are as follows: 
Shaving, $1; hair cutting, $1.50; shampooing, 
$1.50; baths, $2.50. A barber receives 65 per 


$15 to $40 per day. 

‘The four laundries in operation charge 
50 cents each for washing undershirts, 75 
cents for overshirts, and $1.50 for white 
shirts, and pay their help $1 per hour.”

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EMPEROR FRANZ JOSEPH. 


HAT the triple alliance is tottering is 
now an admitted fact. That it will 
break within a year is the belief of 
many European statesmen, including 
fome of those in the nations that are a 
party to the dreibund, as well as those who 
have been hoping to see it fall ever since it 
frst arrived to strongly intrench the power 
of Germany and to preserve the integrity of 
the heterogegeous mass called the Austro- 
Hungarian empire. 
For twenty years the triple allia 
emMured, and during that time it has 


has 
een 


one of the strongest factors for the preserva- 
tion of the peace of Europe. But since the 
formation of the Franco-Russian alliance 
it has ceased to be the dominant note in the 
European concert. And the growing under- 
standing between Germany and the Czar, 
und again between Austria and the Czar, 
together with the.burden which it has im- 
posed upon Italy—a burden without ade- 
quate compensation, as was shown at the 
time of the war with Abyssinia—have caused 
the power of the alliance visibly to weaken, 
and it is new doubiful if it will be renewed. 

Germany is the strongest of the three 
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powers of the alliance, and the Kaiser, who 
probably has pursued the Bismarckian pol- 
icy of making other secret treaties with rival 
powers, wishes its continuance. It was 
signed Oct. 7, 1879, between Germany and 
Austria, being joined four years later by 
Italy. Though since renewed im 1887 it is 
known that there is a strong probability 
that its career is ended. , 


| 

At the present moment Austria !s not on 
the best of terms with Germany. The ex- 
pulsion of Bohemian. and Polish laborers 
from Saxony has aroused the ire of Austria. 
The negotiations now pending over the re- 
newal of the Austro-Hungarian Augsleich, 
»which is practically a contest of the dual 
monarchy’s Germans against its Slavs, has 
made it necéssary for Count von Thun to 
take vigorous measures to secure the rights 
of her Slav citizens abroad. In continental 
Europe each nation reserves the right to 
expel all or any foreigners without giving 
any reason for the action. Count von Thun 
threatens to use this discretion in his turn 
and expel the German subjects of the Kaiser 
from Austria. It is not an unnatural re- 
prisal, but it has aroused all Germany, while 
the Slavic element in Austro-Hungary is de- 
lighted. The result is a straining of the re- 
lations between the Kaiser and Franz 
Joseph. 

On the other hand, the relations between 
Austria and Russia have become more 
friendly. It is suspected that they made a 
secret agreement regarding the future of 
Turkey—in which Austria has quite as 
strong an interest as has the Czar. What- 
ever this policy may be, it is probably at 
variance with that of the Kaiser, who has 
recently shown himself the friend of the 
Sultan and who is letting slip no occasion to 
prove that friendship, and who hopes to 
profit by it and secure concessions in Asia 
Minor. 

BISMARCK’S SHREWD PLAY. 

Bismarck, himself the creator of the triple 
alliance, dealt it the severest blow when 
he exposed its terms and showed how Aus- 
tria had been the dupe of his shrewd 
diplomacy. When the letter appeared in the 
Hamburger Nachrichten of Oct. 24, 1806, 
exposing the means employed to make Aus- 
tria the dupe of Germany, Bismarck was 
suspected of. its authorship. It was signed 
“A German Statesman ’”’ and Bismarck was 
generally given credit for it,and his memoirs, 
now published, show another piece of Ger- 
man.diplomacy—the permission to Russia 
to fortify her Black Sea ports, while pre- 
tending that\it was done without Germany’s 
consent—that tends to give credence to the 
story. 

Ever since the publication in the Ham- 
burger Nachrichten Austria has ceased to 
trust Germany, and, indeed, that publica- 
tion was the cause of the Austro-Russian 
agreement regarding Turkey, which is now 
supposed to exist. The crafty Cossack is 
also supposed to have an agreement with 
Emperor William just as he is supposed to 
have agreements by which he is bound to 
win whatever happens in Europe. Such 
Russian diplomacy. 
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* Bismarck’s revelations in 1896 were suf- 
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ficient to make Austria wary of placing her 
dependence inthe triple alliance. The triple 
alllance had been concluded to protect Aus- 
tria against Russia and to protect Ger- 
many against France. That was the un- 
derstanding, although the treaty has not 
yet been made public. It appears from Bis- 
marck’s revelations, however, that in 1884, 
shortly after the accession of Alexander 
III., Bismarck, in order to maintain the 
traditional Hohenzollern policy of standing 
well with Russia or to leave himself at 
liberty for another war with France, made 
a& secret agreement with S8t. Peters- 
burg, under. which, if either Germany or 
Russia were attacked, the other power would 
stand benevolently neutral.’’ This agree- 
ment was not only concealed from all Eu- 
rope, to which it involved great conse- 
quences, but from Austria and Italy, which 
it seriously affected. 

So far as Austria is concerned the treaty 
was a betrayal. By the triple alliance the 
parties are bound to help each other if at- 
tacked. There is no understanding as to the 
course to be pursued if one of the members 
of the alliance is the attacking party. But 
Austria is bound to be the attacking party. 
Russia would not invade Austria, and:there 
has never been any likelihood of a direct at- 
tack. Austria’s interest Was to prevent en- 
croachments by Russia in the Balkan States. 
War would come between the two countries 
by Russia’s secking *to annex Bulgaria or 
Servia. If Austria does not fight then, Rus- 
sia will keep the territory. The only protest 
Austria could make would be one of arms, 
and, while the aggression would be commit- 
ted by Russia, the declaration of war would 
come from Austria. . Franz Josef would 
need the Kaiser's help, but could not get it 
in the only war which he would be likely to 
have. In accordance with Bismarck’s prom- 
ise to Russia, Germany would remain 
benevolently neutral.” 

On the other hand, the war which Germany 
is most likely to have will be a defensive af- 
fair. Germany is not likely to annex any 
more French provinces, and no one can im- 
agine her attacking France. On the other 
hand, it is well known France has been pre- 
paring ever since the Franco-Prussian war 
to attack Germany. If war came in that way 
Austria would be bound to help Germany.

AS GERMANY LOOKS AT IT. 


German government paid.no attention to 
them beyond a semi-official paragraph in the 
Imperial Gazette, taking the high ground 
that the government will give no explana- 
tion of matters touching the “ strictest se- 
crets of State.”” Yet some of the German 
newspapers declared that if such a state of 
affairs existed Austria went into it with 
open eyes and the arrangement with Russia 
was fair, as Germany was bound only to live 
up to the’letter of the agreement of the 
triple aliance. Yet this did not satisfy 
Austria. The latter country supposed that 
whatever might be the actual words em- 
ployed in the treaty, Germany, in common 
fairness, would be bound to help Austria if

When these revelations were made the, 


pelled Austria to declare war. Certainly, if 
Russia remained. strictly within her own 
borders, then Germany would not be com- 
pelled to help Austria in act of wanton ag- 
gression. But to draw up a treaty solely for 
this contingency would be an absurdity, for 


‘treaties are not concluded in view of events 


that are not in the least likely to occur. A 
direct attack of Russia against Austria or 
of Austria against Russia is so utterly out 
of the question that it cannot be taken into 
consideration by any practical politician. 
The quarrel will be over territories that are 
neither. Russian nor Austrian, and if in this 
quarrel Austria cannot rely on the help of 
Germany, what is the good of the triple al- 
liance to Austria? 

The secret agreement between Germany 
and Russia lapsed in 1890, and the refusal 
of Count Caprivi to continue it was one of 
the causes of the publication by Bismarck, 
who thus wished to show Caprivi’s lack of 
diplomacy. Following the lapse came the 
Franco-Russian alliance, which was another 
triumph of Russian diplomacy. The belief 
now is that Austria recently made a secret 
agreement with Russia, profiting by the les- 
son received from Bismarck. 

- And Austria is suspicious of the Kaiser. 
Emperor William visited Vienna last year, 
but he also visited St. Petersburg. One 
thing is regarded as certain: Austria will 
not renew the alliance when it expires this 
year unless she secures some additional 
guarantees beyond those now in the letter 


of the dreibund agreement. 


ITALY’S SERIOUS PLIGHT. 

Italy has found the triplealliance an enor- 
mous burden. There has always been a 
strong party im Italy arrayed in opposition. 
France was the enemy Italy feared, but the 
last month has seen the culmination of 
events that show a better feeling between 
Italy and France. The commercial treaty 
recently concluded between the two coun- 
tries is believed to be a step toward acloser 
alliance. 

Formed by the amalgamation of a number 
of little republics Italy has never been a 
really great power, although it has as- 
sumed the burdens of oné. In 1887 it at- 
tempted to take rank as a “‘ great power a 
by openly, and even ostentatiously, sub- 
scribing to the triple alliance, to which it 
had belonged in a more or less open way 
since 1883. The only excuse for assuming 
the burden was fear of France, forno power 
except France could have any quarrel with 
Italy. If an understanding should be 
reached with France she would no longer 
need to belong to the triple alliance. That 
the alliance cannot benefit her in her colonial 
ambitions was shown clearly at the time of 
the Abyssinian war, when Menelek was able 
to drive her from his territories without 
even a protest from either Germany or Aus- 
tria. 

There are many Italian statesmen who 
find it difficult to see what special advan- 
tage membership in the triple alliance has 
conferred upon Italy except in partially 
restraining the ambition’ of France in the 
Mediterranean. As against this advantage 
—which many Italian statesmen refuse to 
admit to be of any real importance—set the 
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disadvantages of a decade of political and 
financial war with France, who is naturally 
distrustful of any ally of her German foe. 
Vacillating between England on the one 
hand and the triple alliance on the other 
Italy has frequently cut an unworthy figure. 


The crushing debt that has followed her 
efforts to maintain a position as a world 
power is an element of the situation. Italy 
has been obliged to prodigiously develop her 
armaments and to run into debt to keep her 
engagements with the allied empires, and 
although one of the poorest mations of Eu- 
rope, she has become one of the most heavily 
handicaped. In 1883, when Italy becamea 
member of the triple alliance, the public debt 
amounted to 8,314,724,000 lire. It is now 12,- 
257,000,000 lire. The naval and military esti- 
mates were 293,306,449 lire; they are now 
368,812,000 lire. Not only has the nation run 
into debt, but the people are less able to bear 
it, the average imports and exports having 
declined enormously. 

The national debt of Italy is larger than 
that of the United States at the close of the 
civil war, and many million dollars larger 
than the national debt of England ever was. 
No prospect can be held out that it can ever 
be paid or greatly reduced. Compared with 
the situation of the other powers in the triple 
alliance the situation is pitiable. Germany 
has a debt of $10 per capita, Austria $40 per 
capita, and Italy $70; while the average an- 
nual earnings are $125 in Germany, $85 in 
Austria, and $70 in Italy. From which it 
easily appears that Italy bears a 
tionate share of its load. 

That the Italians cannot bear the burden 
of taxation is becoming evident to every Ital- 
jan statesman. The population is large, the 
country small, and a large proportion of the 
land is unfit for cultivation or grazing. Some 
of the soil has been producing crops for more 
than thirty centuries. The country has no 
coal or oil. Trees are too scarce to furnish 
much fuel or timber, and few industries are 
profitable except marble quarrying and wine 
producing. Taxation has increased while 
wages are falling, until it is a wonder that 
the people are able to pay them. The land of 
sunshine, art, and music is also the land of 
poverty, want, and misery, and promises to 
remain so. The withdrawal from the triple 
alliance would. prevent an increase in the 
taxation from which the people suffer, but 
the burdens would leave a legacy that will be 
felt for centuries. 

The only hope of Italy is to become & nation 
not ashamed to confess her past follies, but 
to return to ways of moderation, thrift, and 


well directed industry. 


NEW BONDS IN PROSPECT. 

Italy finds itself not only unable to sup- 
port the burden that has been imposed upon 
it but that there is talk of leaving her out 
of the new alliance which may be formed 
to take the place of old one. There have 
been reports from time to time that cince 
the weakness of Italian arms was shown 
in Abyssinia. that instead of a renewal of 
the triple alliance, there would be a re- 
version of the league of the three Em- 
perors known as the Kaiserbund. Jt is 
well known that Bismarck formed the 
triple alliance only because the other was 
impossible. But if Russia and Austria can 
agree upon a division of the Balkan States 
and a policy toward Turkey—as it is re- 
ported that they have already done—the al- 
Hance would be possible now. It is ridicu- 
lous to imagine that Germany would not 
rather have the Czar for an ally than King 
Humbert. 

But this may be prevented by the grow- 
ing rapprochement which is observed be- 
tween Germany and Engiand. The trade 
interest» of Germany, as they increase, are 
seen to lie in the direction of the “ open 
foor.” London is evidently endeavoring to

win the support of Germany and to show 


the Kaiser that fair trade im the-BKast will

jects in the end. This alliance would also 
be the natural sequence, if it be true that 
the Kaiser has made an alliance with the 
Sultan. 4 
. There is one thing, however, that seem¢ 
to be regarded as reasonably certain and 
that is that if the triple alliance ends Ger- 
many will ally itself either with Engiand 

or with Russia. Which it shall be, it ig: 
difficult to guess.

always took a national position, and they 
never made the interests of their German 
subjects dependent. upon the position which 
they oceupied as Kings of England in the 
European concert. 

King Ernest August, the great-grand- 
father of the heir-apparent to the succes- 
sion in Brunswick. had at one time a good 
prospect to succeed to the English throne. 
In the '30s the English Tories, with whom 
the Duke of Cumberland had always. iden- 
tified himself, started a movement for the 
introduction of the Salic law of male succes- 
sion. Had this agitation succeeded the 
daughter of the Duke of Kent, elder brother 
of Ernest August, would have been excluded 
from the threne of England. The movement 
was far advanced, and the introduction of 
male succession was near becoming a law, 
when the Whigs, by the most strenuous ex- 
ertion, succeeded in retaining the status 
quo, and Victoria became Queen of England. 

Ernest August then went to Berlin to pre- 
pare himself for his heritage as King of 
Hanover. He carried out in Hanover what 
he had learned in Berlin, and always main- 
tained the closest relations with the Prussian 
monarchs. In the dark days of 1866 it was 
a common saying in Hanover that if Ernest 
August had lived Hanover never would have 
been annexed by Prussia. 


Father and Son in Exile. 

George V., the son of Ernest August, was, 
the last King of Hanover. By royal patent 
of Sept. 20, 1866, William I. of Prussia de- 
clared Hanover to be a Prussian province. 
Ernest August, Duke of Cumberland, royal 
Prince of Great Britain and Ireland, Duke of, 
Brunswick and Luneburg, was then 21 years 
old. He followed his father into exile, keep- 
ing house in royal state at Hietzing, near 
Vienna. George V. died on June 12, 1878, 
and the new Duke of Cumberland was earn- 
estly entreated by a number of the monarchs 
of Europe, particularly the Queen of Eng- 
land, his great-aunt, to make peace with 
Prussia, but he refused. On the contrary, 
under date of July 11, 1878, he directed a 
circular letter to the European courts to the 
effect that he should reserve all the rights 
of the King of Hanover. In the same year, 
Dec. 21, he married Princess Thyra, daughter 
of King Christian IX. of Denmark, and Oct. 
28, 1880, George William, now the heir-ap- 
parent to the throne of: Brunswick, was

letter of March 10, 1892, by the Duke to 
King William II. of Prussia, the German 
Emperor, excited but little surprise. This 
letter was to the effect that King Wiliam 
‘take the treaty of Sept. 29, 1867, between 
William I. and George V. again into favor- 
able consideration.” 


Scandal of the Funds. 


In plain words, the Duke of Cumberland 
asked for money. The treaty referred ta 
was to the effect that the ex-King should 
enjoy his immense private fortune as well 
as the proceeds of the former royal Han- 
overian estate, such as lands, forests, etc., 
in undisputed possession, so long as he re- 
frained from hostile acts against Prussia. 
But George V., and the Duke of Cumberland 
after him, was a schemer and a plotter, and 
consequently the Prussian government se- 
questered the income of the Guelphs drawn 
from Hanoverian resources, some $19,000,- 
000, and thus created the “* Welfenfond,”’ 
the fund of the Guelphs, which subsequent- 
ly gave rise to some of the most notorious 
scandals in the history of Prussia. ’ 

The income of the fund, of which, begin- 
ning with 1879, Queen Marie, widow of 
George V., and two of her daughters, re- 
ceived an annuity of about $60,000, was 
originally to be devoted to combat Guelph in- 
trigues, but it was soon perverted to all 
kinds of secret subsidies that the Guelph

In his letter to the German Empefor the 
Duke of Cumberland declared solemnly that 
“he would never knowingly ‘cause or con- 
sent that with the means at his disposal 
hostile enterprises against King William ITI. 
or against the kingdom of Prussia should 
be undertaken or furthered, either directly 
or indirectly.” 

Upon this solemn undertaking the Prus- 
sian government lifted the sequestration of 
the fund, which had been in force since May. 
2, 1868. However, the law making the re- 
lease gives to the Duke of Cumberland only 
the total income of the fund, and not the 
principal. 

Pledge Kept for Seven Years. 

In this shape the financial affairs of the 
Guelphs have remained for upward of seven 
years. So far as is known, the Dukeof Cum- 
berland has kept his pledge, but it will be 
observed that the pledge binds only Duke 
Ernest August himself, and not his son, 
Prince George William, who is now of age 
and master of his own decisions. It is

Brunswick regency law binds the regency 
commission to select the next male heir, 
which is Prince George William. 

Time has to a great extent effaced the 
hatred of Prussia which was rampant in 
northern Germany immediately after the 
events of 1866. But this softening process 
was largely due to the wise policy of William 
I., who studiously avoided giving offense by 
any personal acts in either the annexed 
provinces or in the States of the German Fed- 
eration. William II., on the other hand, is 
imperious, self-willed, and utterly regardless 
off the feelings of others, if not of their 
rights. By acquiescing in a regency of the 
Duke of Cumberland’s son—if the latter 
would take it—the Emperor would certainly 
do a graceful act, but he would also estab- 
lish at the border of his Province of Hanover 
a new reign of the house of Guelph, and the 
historical Guelph loyalty might be revived 
in Hanover, where William II. is deservedly 
unpopular. 

On the other hand, suppose Prince George 
William insists on his unquestionable right 
of succession in Brunswick and William II. 
should refuse to consent to his occupying the 
throne, there would either be usurpation on 
the part of Prussia or actual annexation. 
At all hazards, there would be cause for re- 
volt on the part of the other German mon- 
archs, and William II.’s hold upon Germany 
outside of Prussia would be loosened to a 
dangerous degree. It is not any too strong 
now. 

Thus, future events in Germany rest 
largely with Prince George William, who, 
though nominally arrived at man’s estate, 
is only a boy. 


MEANING OF MILITARY TITLES. 


French, Spanish, and Latin Languages 
Are Drawn Upon to Name 
Their Rank, 


Lieutenant comes from the French “ lieu,” 


place, and “tenant” from the Latin “ ten- 


ens,” holding. A Lieutenant is one who 
holds or supplies the place of his superior 
during his absence, and that is how the of- 
ficer wino acts for his Captain comes to be 
called by that name. 

The title of Captain, applied to the com- 
mander of a company, is from the Latin 
*“‘caput,”’ a head. In the Bible the title was 
given to Kings or Princes, Generals, com- 
manders of armies, or Governors of prov- 
inces. Shakspeare used it in the sense ofa 
chief commander. 

The next in rank is the Major, who com- 
mands the battalion. The word is com- 
pounded with the title of certain noncom- 
missioned officers to show that they are the 
chiefs of their rank, as sergeant major or 
drum major. 

A Lieutenant Colonel holds the same rela- 
tionship to a Colonel as a Lieutenant does to 
a Captain. 

The word Colonel itself comes from the 
Spanish ‘“‘coronel,”’ and was_ introduced 
about the middle of the sixteenth century.

REPEAL THE ALLEN LAW FIRST. 

The Generui Assembly which meets next 
month will repeal the entire Allen. law—that 

measure which is an insult and injury to 
this city. It will deprive the Council of 

the power to grant fifty-year extensions 
of the privileges of the traction companies. 

and to make new fifty-year grants. The 
provision that fares must remain at five 
vents for twenty years when an extension 
is given will be stricken from the statute 
books. The repealing law should and prob- 
ably will make it the duty of the Council to 
demand adequate compensation when a new 
grant is made or an old one extended and 
prescribe the minimum rate to be demand- 
ed. Then the ability of a bad Council to 
rob the people will be minimized. The 
Mayor is in the right when he insists that 
the Council should do notmyne under the 
Allen law. 

As the Legislature is going to repeal the 
Allen law, no grants of privileges should 
be made under thatiaw onanyterms. The 
question of extending the present privileges 
is not an urgent one except in the opinion 
of the managers of the traction companies. 
The existing ordinances do not begin to run 
peut until 1903. The people desire to wait a 
few years and see what the state of affairs 
is four years hence before they consider the 

subject of renewals. 

The people. are resolved that nothing 
whatever shall be done by the Council under 
the Allen law. They have been: confirmed 
ip that determination by the conduct of the 
traction companies in coming forward. with 
their miserable little 3 per cent proposition. 
Had the companies offered 20 per cent the 
popular opposition to the passage of ex- 
tension ordinances under the Allen law, 
would not have been quite 60 great. Chi- 
cagoans would have admitted that the com- 
panies, .while thaking a good, ‘bargain for 
themselves, were recognizing the fact that 
the city had some rights. 

But the companies have shown dew 
selves as insolent and overbearing as usual. 
‘They rely on boodle and on that alone. It 
has been potent in the past and they think 
‘it will be potent now. The mass-meetings 
held in the different wards night before last 
afford evidence that the companies are mis- 
taken. The people have been stirred up 
finally. ‘They have come together without 


Aldermen with a refreshing plainness to 
which the latter are unaccustomed. That 
plain talk has had its effect on some of 
them, It has been practically settled that 
the ordinance as it stands cannot possibly 
get through, 

' The companies are aware a that, and 
they have ‘amendments in reserve. They 
will accept extensions, if they can get them, 
for somewhat less than fifty years, and 
they will agree. to pay a trifle more than 3 
per cent. - These amendments will make the 
ordinance no more acceptable to the voters, 
who haye decided that they want nothing 
done under.the Allen law. Those Alder- 
men who withdrew from the committee 
meeting day before yesterday were con- 
vinced that:such amendments are in the 
be 
adopted bythat majority when it gets 
ready. The minority Aldermen could not 
see what was to be gained by remaining in 
a ganje where the cards were stocked, and 
they, ‘properly withdrew. 

The ordinance as it will be modified by 
the ctit-and-dried amendments the Yerkes 
men have up their sleeves is the one .the 
people have to fear. So voters who secure 
pledges from Aldermen cannot feel quite 
safe. when those pledges are conditional. 
The Alderman who says he will not vote 
for a fifty-year ordinance probably is in- 
tending to vote for a forty-year ordinance. 
The Alderman who declares virtuously that 
3 per cent is grossly inadequate compensa- 
tion probably‘ is intending to vote for a 
4 per cent ordinance and then tell his be- 
trayed constituents that that is his idea of 
adequate compensation. | 

The voters should keep up the fight they 
have begun so well, and should endeavor to 
secure positive pledges from their Alder- 
men that they will grant no privileges under 
that Allen law which is to be repealed so 
soon. An Alderman who will give only a 
conditional pledge needs watching. Hehas 
been tampered with. If he sees any abate- 
ment in.popular indignetion he will be more 
than likely to.go,over to the enemy. He 
| would not dodge and equivocate if he was 
p not ‘contemplating treachery. No Alder- 
man who is not plotting treason will hesi- 
tate to say: ‘‘ No Allen law ordinance gets 
my vote,” 

After the Allen law has been repealed the 
traction companies can come forward at. 
some future time and ask for extensions if 
they desire to do so. If they declare them- 
selves ready to give the city one cent or

Dispatches from Washing- 
ton intimate that the Pres- 
ident is feeling badly over 
the absurd report that he 
favors selling the Philip- 
pine Islande to Japan for $200,000,000. The 
charge that he has been jockeying in this 
matter is too ridiculous for any one born 
on Américan soil to believe, and he should 
not be sensitive over such a palpably false 
accusation. That he would consent to pay 
Spain $20,000,000 for the Philippines only 
to sell them again to any other power for 
$200,000,000 would be to set him down not 
only as a jockey but as a low, groveling, 
greedy blackleg speculator. The President 
should know in what estimation he is held 
by the American people, for he has recently 
been among them upon terms of close inter- 
course. They know that what he has done 
has been inspired by sincere and patriotic 
motives and that he has followed their 
wishes, and undoubtedly his own, after he 
found that the people were ready to sustain 
him. We found ourselves involved in a war 
with Spain, which concerned not only our 
honor and our interests but humanity itself. 
We found Spain engaged not only in misgov- 
erning but in killing and starving its sub- 
jects and practicing hideous cruelties. This 
country reasoned ‘with Spain and warned it, 
but it paid no attention to admonitions er 
warnings. It had to be punished, and asthe 
outcome of the punishment we secured pos- 
session of thé Philippines, and will now do 
what is consonant with honor and justice 
in our treatment of them.

NET ae OF STREET RAILROADS 
NCE THE FIRE. 


The Yerkes traction companies have man- 
aged by systematic and skillful deception 
to befog and mystify the real estate owners 
of Chicago as to the amount of money 
they have actually invested in stocks and 
bonds in the traction street roads from first 
to last. They have exaggerated the amount 
greatly and have underrated the amount 
they have taken out from the earnings. In 
these respects the citizens have been im- 
mensely deceived; and the game is to main- 
tain that deception for whole generations 
in the ‘future, The ‘present grants have 
several years yet to run before they expire. 
The-most important and profitable of them 
expire in the summer of 1903. They in- 
clude the great trunk lines on State, Clark, 
and Madison streets. There are some 
grants which were made only a_ short 
time ago and do not run out until 1910, 
1912, or 1916. These are feeder lines, how- 
ever, and are not of much consequence. 
By the end of those dates farther large sums 
will have been paid in dividends on what 
is mostly “ water’ and never cost the 
stockholders much of anything. 

Take the last forty years. How much 
earnings or charge per ride has been re- 
quired to pay the first cost and a sinking 
fund to repay the principal and, say, 6 per 
cent interest on the outside sim of money 
put into the stocks ‘of the roads? This 
would be a highly interesting and . im- 
portant piece of information. 

The belief .of Tue TRIBUNE is that no 
honest bookkeeping will make it more 
than 3 cents out of each fare to reim- 
burse every cent of principal and bond 
interest and 6 per cent interest on the 
actual paid in capital.

That is a close éstimate of outlay and in- 
come since, say, 1860. 

Now add to these gains the net profits 
of the next five to ten or fifteen years 
before. the charters all expire and see what 
have been 
exploiting in this city since 1860—forty 
years ago—but especially since the fire of 
1871. 

Suppose the improvident city government 
—that is, the Mayors and the Aldermen— 
had begun by fixing the city’s toll or 
‘franchise for ear fares from first to last 
at four cents for the companies and one cent 
per fare for the’ city’s share or lease! 
Just think how many millions one cent 
a fare would have conveyed into the city 
treasury—beginning with the year after the 
great fire to be liberal to the companies— 
how many millions, we ask, would the city

THE NEW DIPLOMACY. 

The “parliament of man” may come 
to pass sooner than was expected, and 
almost before we are aware of it. It cer- 
tainly will not wait for the “ federation 
of the world.” The instantaneousness of 
world-wide communication has done much 
to make it ‘possible; with the telegraph, 
the cable, and the newspaper the “ roof 
of the world ” is all the house of parliament 
that is necessary. Any one who has enough 
of importance to say, can say it, and get 
instant hearing. President McKinley sends 
a message to Congress and the salient parts 
of that inessage, especially those parts of 
it which in any way concern the inter- 
ests also of other nations, are read and 
talked over the same day all round the 
world. Lord Salisbury or Joseph Chamber- 
lain makes a speech somewhere and does 
so as being perfectly well aware that what 
he says is said in the open and wiil be 
heard everywhere else. The Uzar's more 
or less ingenuous call to the world for a 
peace conference gets simultaneous and 
instant hearing. The German Kaiser's 
more or less significant performances and 
utterances in Constantinople or in Jeru- 
salem, as before his own Reichstag, are 
at once matters for universal observation. 
The American-Spanish Peace commission 
meets in Paris and, as to form, holds its 
sessions behind closed doors. Yet not only 
is each section kept in constant commubnica- 
tion’ with its own home government, but 
the whole procedure goes on in what 
amounts to the completest publicity. Every 
point is being discussed everywhere else 
at the same time. And the world in effect 
ratifies the result on the spot. Even the 
‘Empress Dowager of China, willing or un- 
willing, is at last compelled to come from 
her absurd isolation out into this parlia- 
ment of, the world with the rest. ‘The 
late “concert of Europe” grew to be 
ridiculous and contemptible, not to say in- 
famous, but only so because it has been 
forced out into the midst of a bigger con- 
cert than itself and one on the whole tre- 
mendously more potential. In this more in- 
clusive-concert, this larger parliament, the 
immortal Gladstone's voice was heard. And 
it was. heard not in Kurope only, but in 
America not less. It is no extravagance to 
say that Gladstone's sublime championship 
of the oppressed and denunciation of the 
“unspeakable” Turk, the great assassin, 
and his arraignment of the great powers 
of Europe for not interposing in the name 
of humanity and Christian eivilization on

way exactly whut they said, and said 
what they intended. This has, in fact, al- 
ways been the characteristic of Ameri- 
can diplomacy. It was especially so in 
the diplomacy incident to our civil war. 
It has been the same throughout in con- 
nection with our war with Spain as in our 
final settlement with Spain. There has. 
been no bluster, no finesse, no concealment, 
no evasion, no deception. When Lord Mon-’ 


the other day against any “ pin pricking ” 
policy on the part of the French govern- 
ment, or when Joseph Chamberlain the next 
day spoke with the same frankness against 
a “policy of exasperation,” which cauld 
only tend to make impossible a good un-' 
derstanding between governments having:

EXCESSIVE SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 

A committee of the Real Estate board 
reported last’ week that. “the property- 
. owners are charged in Chicago 40 per cent 
‘more for their street improvementa than in 
any other city of the United States.” There 
is no legitimate reason for this. Neither 
the cost of materials nor of labor isso much 
greater here than eisewhere. Some ma- 
terials cost less here than in other cities. 
Contractors get their money as promptly 
here as they do elsewhere. On the whole, 
there is-no good reason why Chicago prop- « 
erty-owners should pay more than those of: 
other cities, including New York, Louis-. 
ville, Detroit, and Cincinnati, where the 
committee investigated most thoroughly 
the cost of street improvements, 

The committee is of the opinion that the 

cost of special assessment improvements } 
in Chicago is so great because the City 
Engimeer’s preliminary estimates are | 
high. It is stated that the custom has been 
ever since the fire forthe engineers to make 
assessments exceeding by from 25 to 100 
per cent the actual cost of the work. *Un- 
less objections are made, that high estimate 
is made the basis of the assessment. Every 
property-owner is compelled to pay more 
than he ought to. Sometimes he gets a rebate, 
but it takes some years and much trouble 
for him to get it. The Judge of the County 
Court gives it as his opinion that high esti- 
mates induce bidders to make higher bids. 
The contractors see a large amount of 
_money is to be collected for a particuler 
purpose, and they naturally want to get as 
much of it as they can. Competition 
among contractors would secure low bids, 
but often the contractors have an “ un- 
derstanding” and all the bids are higher 
than they should be. 

The committee speaks of the method of 
making estimates under the present law as 
“necessarily faulty,’ but does not make it 
plain why that should be the case and why 
the Board of Local Improvements cannot 
demand and get lower and more reasona- 
ble estimates. When a sewer is to be built 
or a pavement laid the officers in the En- 
gineer bureau should be familiar enough 
with current prices as to be able to make 
estimates which come quite near the actual 
cost of the work. Estimates which exceed 
that cost by 25 or 50 per cent cannot be 
necessary. ‘They are excessive to help the 
contractors or because officials are too lazy 
to make close estimates. 

If a change in the special assessment law 
is required to protect property-owners, then 
that change should be made. The Legis- 


THE WAIL OF -:-THE BREWEBS. 

' The beer brewers of the United States 
‘held a convention in New York City on 
‘Wednesday to devise ways and means by 
which the repeal of the additional tax of 85 
cents a barrel on beer imposed by the war 
revenueact of Junelast can be accomplished. 
A committee was appointed to visit Wash- 
ington and “ force the injustice of the tax ” 
on the attention of Congress. From now on 
till March 4 every Congressman who has 
a beer-drinker in his district will be begged 
to cut down the revenues of the government 
30 millions a year to please the brewers and 
saloonkeepers, and threatened with their 
displeasure if he does not. 

The President of the convention stated 
that— 

The total number of barrels of eds upon which 
tax was paid during the first four’ months of 
1897 [fiscal year) was 15,428,463; the total number 
on which tax was paid during the same period in 
1898 was 18,827.479. a decrease of 1,600,984 barrels. 

He endeavored to convey the impression 
that there had been aodecrease in the con- 
sumption of beer of over 10 per cent. This 
he regards as a calamity, for he believes 
that the most important and sacred duty of 
man is to keep saturated with beer. But it 
is stuff and nonsense to, assert that there 
has been any such falling off in consumption 
in consequence of the imposition of a tax 
which amounts to a fifth or a sixth of a cent 
per glass.

VICTIM OF A STRANGE MANIA. 


Dispatcher Turned a Switch When He 
Knew it Meant a Train’s 


A singular psychological henomenon oc- 
curred at Hagerstown, Md... the other day, 
Governed by some impulse which he cannot 
explain and could not control the train dis- 
patcher on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
at that point committed an é¢rror of which 
he was fully consciaus at the time and 
which was followed by fatal and destruc 
tive consequences, He says that he simply 
could not help it.' No. 19 freight was com- 
ing down the road at full speed, with right 
of way. The track was open, the signals 
were all properly set, and if the dispatcher 
had gone to sleep or left his post or turned 
his back and looked out of the window the 
train would have passed on to its destina- 
tion and all would have been well; but, 
prompted by some irresistible. influence, he 
Stepped across the tower, seized the han- 
dies of one of the levers, and threw a switch 
which turned the train upon another track 
occupied by an idle locomotive, only a tew 
yards away. When the engineer of the 
freight saw that the switch was turnedihe 
blew an alarm on his whistle and reversed 
his throttle, but the heavy train of twenty- 
four loaded cars was coming down a grade 
at a speed of sixteen miles an hour, and 
struck the dead engine with a tremendous 
force. The fireman jumped. The engineer 
attempted to do so, but was caught in some 
manner and killed. One of the brakemen 
was thrown off a:car and so badly injured 
that he has since died. Both engines were 
practically destroyed and $100,000 worth of 
freight was so badly damaged that the com- 
pany had to pay for it. 

The train dispatcher was a man of mid- 
die age, temperate habits, good judgment, 
and had been in the service twelve years 
without getting a mark against him. No 
dispatcher or operator on the road hada 
better reputation or was considered more 
reliable, yet he says that he knew ne was 
doing wrong when he pullcd the lever and 
was unable to rcsist the impulse that im- 
pelled him. He made no effort to evade the 
responsibility or excuse his conduct. When 
he saw the disaster he had caused he threw 
himself down on the floor of the tower and 
cried like a child, He offered himself for 
any purishment that might be imposed, has 
been indicted by the grand jury; and will 
plead guilty to the charge of manslaughter 
at ae next term of court.—Washington Dis- 
patch. |

While in Chi- 
cago she is addressing the meetings of the 
Bohemian clubs in the interests of the work 
in China. lier article in the Calendar under 
the caption of ‘‘ Chinese Women”’ treats 
of the conditions of inc sex in the empire 
and of the work cf the American hospital. 

Mrs. Mary Blahnik, the Bohemian woman 
druggist, 88 West Eighteenth street, is an- 
other contributor. She was the first Bo- 
hemian woman of Chicago to enter the pro- 
fession of druggist and was graduated from 
the Chicago College of Pharmacy. ‘“ Kin- 
dergarten in Music” is the subject of a 
paper by Miss Bozena Haderbolets of Bos- 
ton, a graduate of the Boston University, 
who has spent several years in study in 
Prague and is now devoting her attention 
The Bo- 
hemian settlement of New York is dis- 
cussed in an article by ex-Ccu.ngressman 
Thomas Capek, former editor of the Bohe- 
mian Voice. 

The work of the Chicago Visiting Nurses’ 
association is outlined by Miss Emma Zer- 
zon, one of the district nurses There is a 
sketch of Mrs. Koupal Lusk, the Bohemian 
woman artist of Chicago, founder of the 
Bohemian Art club, with reproductions of 
her principal paintings.

Dr. Anna Novak Writes. 

Dr. Anna Novak of Chicago writes on the 
history of woman in medicine anda number 
of sketches ccmplete the volume. Mrs. 
Zeman, the editor, is secretary of the Slavic 
Press association, and the only woman in it. 
She is one of the Vice Presidents of the 
International Council of Women, of which 
Lady Aberdeen is President. She has stud- 
led sociology and economics in Western Re- 
serve University and in graduate work at 
the University of Chicago, and has supple- 
mented her course by two years’ study in 
Pisck, Bohemia. She has been a resident of 
Hull House, in charge of the Bohemian 
classes, and is at present in charge of the 
same work in the university settlement at 
Forty-seventh street and Ashland avenue. 

The Zenske-Listy was established in 1894, 
as the result of a general demand on the 
part of Bohemian women in all parts of the 
country for a paper to represent the ad- 
vance movement for a higher life. Inthe 
outset it met with decided opposition from 
the Bohemian papers devoted to the causes 
of the men. It was thought to bea whim 
and it was said that the women would not 
support it. It is now recognized from New 
York to San Francisco as an element in the 
life of the Bohemian women of the country.

Many of the world’s 
great masterpieces of painting bear no sig- 
atures. The best way to find a purchaser 
is to bring the work to the notice of con- 
noisseurs and collectors. 
' The Ponte Vecchio of Florence is one of 
the few remaining medieval bridges of Eu- 
rope which have preserved the feature 
whi¢h was once a characteristic of the 
Pont Neuf of Paris and of London bridge.

sion made by Mr. Leiter the firm will pay 
g straight rental of $200,000 a year for thir- 
teen years from Jan. 1 next. 

The original contract between the two par- 
ties on a ten-year lease beginning Jan. 1, 
1892, was as follows: For the first five 
years, $250,000 annually; for the balance of 
the term, $280,000 a year. There was a pro- 
vision giving Siegel, Cooper & Co. the privi- 
lege of extending their lease five years from 
Jan. 1, 1902, at a rental of $300,000 a year. 
Under the concessions made by Mr. Leiter 
this option is wiped out-and an extension 
made for ten years from Jan. 1, 1902, at 
$200,000 annually. Mr. Leiter also agrees 
to rebate $80,000 a year for the balance of 
three years on the present lease, making 
the rental $200,000 annually for a period 
of thirteen years. Mr. Leiter’s wisdom in. 
making these concessions is generally ac- 
knowledged. Interest rates have declined 
and it might have been a matter of great 
difficulty to rent the property, as it is out- 
side the Union Loop and scarcely adapted 
to any other occupancy. 

Count the People in State Street. 

Siegel, Cooper & Co. made a thorough can- 
vass of other locations in their search for 
quarters, and, in order that no mistake 
might be made, men were posted on the 
down-town corners considered to count the 
number of people passing each way. A 
sunny, but rather quiet day—a Thursday— 
was sclected, and from § o'clock in the morn- 
ing till 8 at night-a record was kept of the 
crowds. The men who stood at the south- 
east corner of State and Adams streets re- 
ported that 43,000 people passed going 
north and south in State street. Those who 
were stationed at the southwest corner of 
State and Washington streets counted 40,- 
000 persons moving both ways. In Wash- 
Jngton street, between State and Dearborn, 
14,000 people went by, and in Adams, be- | 


tween State and Dearborn, the tally showed 4 


11,000 persons. 

It was estimated that the cost to Siegel, 
Cooper & Co. of locating at Adams and 
State streets, thraugh to Wabash avenue, 
would approximate $350,000 a year, which, 
as against $200,000, indicates that they 
make a considerable saving by staying: 
where they are. When they decided in favor 
of this corner as opposed to others offered 
the most important piece to be considered 
was the Strong corner. Oliver & Scott, 
their brokers, obtained a contract from 
General Strong for a ninety-nine-year lease 
on the property for a ground rental of $80,- 
000 a year. 

Other Property in the Deal. 


Next to this, the most important piece was 
that of D. M. Cummings and sister, who 
own the ground and building ocupied by 
Lyon & Healy at the southwest corner of 
Wabash avenue and Adams street, 80x171 
feet. This was to be takenon a ninety-nine- 
year lease, the-rental for the first period 
being $50,000 a year, and increasing from 
that to $70,000, which was to prevail for 
the greater part of the term. 

A lease was agreed upon for the property 
at 211 and 213 Wabash avenue, held by the 
Northern Trust company as trustee under 
the wil of Cyrus M. Hawley. This ground, 
234x171 feet, was to be taken at a rental of

One of the interesting features of the deal 
was that Potter Palmer came near disposing 
of his hotel to the firm.

Mr. Palmer negotiated personally with the 
brokers, and asked a ground rental of $400,- 


000 a year for the property where the Palmer 


House stands. On a 5 per cent basis this 
shows a valuation of $8,000,000 on the prop- 
erty.

BUILDING IN THE LARGE CITIES. 


Indications That a Profitable Season 
Is at Hand for Chicage. _— 

The Construction News says: ‘ Building 
operations in the leading cities off the coun- 
try show quite a general decline during the 
month of November as compared with the 
operations of the previous year, Chicago, 
Cleveland, and Indianapolis, however, being 
notable exceptions. Building operations 
showed a decline in the East during the 
month of October, and November finds a 
number of Western cities falling behind the 
mark made in 1897. The official statistics, 
compiled by the building departments of th 
various cities, are given in the following

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‘The end of November finds a good many 
projects under way in Chicago that have 
been held in abeyance for several months, 
and there are other indications that a 
profitable building season is near at hand. 
The termination of the war and the Novem- 
ber elections have given a stimulus and 
stability to business that will react favor- 
ably for building operations in a few months, 
as well as offering some immediate improve- 
ment. November operations were larger 
than any other month of the year except 
March, the South Side showing unusual 
activity in medium-sized apartment build- 
ings, its new structures amounting to $1,- 
919,800 of the total $2,685,400 that is to be 
expended for buildings started in Chicago 
during the month of November. Chicago 
architects are doing a large amount of 
preliminary drawing at this time, and it is 
quite a general feeling that these projected 
improvements have better prospects for con- 
summation than in previous years. Cleve- 
land reports an unusual gain over the cor- 
responding month of last year, and Indian- 
apolis shows an increase, as was the case 
in October. Kansas City operations would 
seem to indicate that the end of their boom 
is at hand. For nine months they have en- 
joyed an unusually prosperous period, and, 
even if the last month slumps, there will be 
a large balance in favor of 1898. Denver 
has had a good building year, but has now 
tken a place in the loss column, as have sev- 
eral other Western cities that were experi- 
encing considerable activity a few months

WHEAT MARKET HIGHER. 


LIVERPOOL INDIFFERENCE OFFSET 
BY STRENGTH AT DOMESTIC POINTS. 


~ 

Wheat Is Taken for Shipment as Rap- 
idly as Delivered—May Future Over 
Calls Most of the Day—Coarse Grain 
Markets Are Without Features— 
Provisions Comparatively Strong— 
Short Interest Uneasy—Best Recent 
Prices Made on Big Hog Receipts, 


The indifference in Liverpool yesterday 
was offset by the strength in outside domes- 
tic markets, particularly In the December 
wheat delivery at New York. There were 
liberal deliveries again.on December con- 
tracts here, but the wheat goes to shipping 
concerns, who are moving it out as fast as 
they can get cars. The local stock of wheat 
will probably increase about 300,000 bu 
for the week, and the increase would have 
been even less had the supply of cars been 
greater. The situation is not reasssuring to 
a December short, particularly with such 
incidents as shipments of wheat from Chi- 
cago back to St. Louis. The Northwestern 
movement, while above that of last year, 
shows a decided falling off- from recent high 


cars, against 1,432 a week ago and 688 a 
year ago. The Argentine crop and weather 
news was conflicting. Some of the New 
York buying was supposed to be on re- 
ports of unfavorable weather in the Argen- 
tine republic.

The mining population in California is 
watching with interest the work now going 
forward toward the development of electric 
power from the Kern River, in Kern County, 
110 miles north of Los Angeles City. If this 
enterprise is accomplished, a revolution in 
mining methods will come quickly. The Kern 
River is the largest stream in the southern 
end of the San Joaquin Valley. The plant 
first installed will have turbines developing 
about 12,000 horse power at the lowest stage 
of the river. The situation will permit of 
further power development to meet in- 
creased demands. The company’s project 
includes the, construction of a dam at the 
outiet of an immense natural reservoir site, 
and by this means the impounding of water 
to a volume of 42,000 acre feet, the equivalent 
of 18,721,400,000 gallons. With the Kern 
River Electric company’s plans brought to 
a successful completion, the Rand gold rhin- 
ing district in Kern County will have 3,000 
herse power for use in its mines. All that 
is now done by steam or compressed air in 
the mines may then be accomplished by elec- 
tric power. The drilling, the fanning, hoist- 
ing, and blasting can be done cheaper and 
easier and with less danger by electricity. 
John W. Baker, a mine owner of Sacra- 
mento, recently said: ‘The use of electrio 
power in mining will begin a new era in the 
industry. The expenses of mining will be 
cut down so much that poor mines may be 
worked at a profit, and, besides, the ore can 
be got out with less work. No one can yet 
estimate the changes in gold and silver min- 
ing that will follow upon the introduction of 
electricity in the industry.’’ 


Seven Now About Complete. 

The electrical power plantsat Folsom, Po- 
mone, and Fresno, tn this State, show what 
electricians may expect from the seven 
plants in California now coming to comple- 
tion. All the finished plants have exceeded 
the expectations of their projectors in the 
cheapness and convenience of electrical 
transmission. Something like $3,600,000 has 
been invested in such electric plants in this 
State already. The Californians have a 
reputation of doing nothing by halves, and it 
seems not a wild statement that a dozen 
millions of dollars will be invested in elec- 
trical plants along the cafion streams and in 
copper wire and machinery here in the next 
few years. 

For several months a corps of en- 
gineers has been making plans for the devel- 
opment of electric power from the Kaweah 
River in Tulare County. he engineers’ es- 
timate puts the total ex of the work at 
$800,000. About -1,200 horse power can be 
obtained, and this may be utilized in Tulare, 
Porterville, and other San Joaquin Valley 
towns. Up at Reading, in northern Cali- 
fornia, under the shadows of Mount Shasta, 
work on the greatest electrical power plant 
in America, outside ef Niagara, is progress- 
ing. New York, San Francisco, and Buffalo 
capital is back of the enterprise, which will 
cost several millions of dollars. The only 
element of doubt in the scheme is the dis- 
tance that the voltage may be economically 
transmitted, for the little towns in the part 
of the State where the electricity is de 
veloped cannot use all the motive power this 
enterprise proposes to develop. 

Near San Diego is one of the most famous 
,of the big irrigation dams of the world, that 
at Sweetwater, which has stood for ten 
years. It is proposed to get some 2,000 horse 
power at the dam and transmit it to San 
Diego, twenty miles distant. U.8. Grant Jr. 
and Jezse Grant, sons of General Grant, are 
at the head of a company which has the 
plan in view. Electrical engineers have re- 
ported that nowhere can horse power be de- 
veloped and transmitted cheaper than in 
San Diego County. There are other great 
water powers in San Diego mountains and 
cafions, and it is belived the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé railroad company is in- 
terésted in having its civil engineers search 


on the’ southern California division. 

A project to harness the waters of the 
stream in Sanchez Cafion, among the Sterras 
back of Stockton, in the upper part of the 
San Joaquin Valley, is going ahead. Engt- 
neers are at work ascertaining what power 
may be developed there and the best means 
of conveying it from the mountain streams 
and waterfalls to Stockton, and possibly to 
San Francisco. Enough work has been done 
to show that at least 4,000 horse power may 
be sent in an electric current from the trans- 
formers over several copper wires through 
the San Joaquin Valley.

CATS IN HISTORY 


Puss Has a Place As Old As 
Any Records. 


AN EMBLEM OF LIBERTY. 
Many Poets Have Written Sonnets 


to Tabby. 
FONDLED BY OLD ROMANS. 


CCORDING to tradition, a cat show 
after a war is a timely affair. In 
more than one instance the cat has 
been held as a national symbol of 
liberty. In the temple of liberty 
which Tiberius Gracus built in Rome a 
carved pussy held prominent place at the 
feet of Artemis, to whom the cat was held 
sacred. Arhong the heraldic designs of the 
first French republic the cat was a common 
object; Proudhon painted one at the feet of 


‘his Liberty; the Dutch chose it as their en- 


sign; the valiant Vandals and Suevi carried 
one as a model of untractability; and the 
most illustrious European families did not 
disdain to rear one aloft on the banners of 
their house. The white cat and the black cat 
have been argent and sable on the field of 
battle. It is, therefore, in the fitness of 
things that the cat lovers should hold their 
first show in Chicago at this particular time, 
and that the lovers of Tabby should find 
their ardor arise on the tail of war. 

It h been put -as an axiom of history 
that the higher the status of civilization the 
higher the position the cat has held. In 
Egypt Tabby was a god in the abstract, and 
when she died she became a mummy in the 
pyramids of royalty. In the first crude cliv- 
ilization of the Greeks and Romans she fell 
from her high estate, but she has regained it 
whenever civilization has followed in the 
wake of liberty. 

Her place by the home fireside is the hot- 
bed of liberty. As Ingersoll says: ‘* Did 
you ever know a man to shoulder a musket 
in defense of a boarding-house?’’ The dog 
may be tamed by fear, and will be loyal to 
the most tyrannous Bill Sykes that ever bore 
a cudgel. But be impolite to “ our high lady, 
the cat,” and she will cut you dead. Up 
goes her independent tail, and if she con- 
cludes to emigrate she will cling to another 
domicile, while men may come and men may 
go on the first of every May, but she will 
leave only when some one interferes with her 
liberty. The softness of luxury does not 
compromise her spirit, and she is still as 
much an emblem of liberty by the tiled man- 
tel as she was in the days of Rome. 


Cats Can Be Dignified. 

Dignified pose was the spirit of the most 
cultivated specimens at the cat show. Cris- 
tobal Colon, the Spanish cat, which the 
managers of the cat show allowed to eit 
brazenly under his national colors, was prob- 
ably the only living thing in Chicago that 
would have been allowed the privilege. It 
was a tribute to cat independence. 

It is on account of this feature of her dle 
position that the cat has been “ sair had- 
den down,” as the Scotch say. In other 
words, she has been held down, knocked 
off the wall and pelted with bootjacks untll 
she has found use for every one of the nine 
lives with which the laws of evolution have 
provided for the survival of the fittest. 
There are two classes of people—those who 
like cats and those who dislike them. 
Neither Sha eare, Milton, Pope, Chaucer, 
Wordsworth, Herrick, Shelley, Keats, nor 
‘Tennyson has failed to express a sentiment 
toward her. One of Tasso’s best sonnets 
was sung in her honor. Even the “ green- 
eyed kitling ’’ which the cat judges say could 
never win first prize while a blue or amber- 
eyed feline was around, has found special 
praise in the French poesy. 

The poem of the ‘‘Cat in Drink” has 
b@en universally discredited by the cat's 
friends. But behold at the Chicago cat 
show there came forth a cat that tipples 
like a toper. Matthew Arnold shows In his 
‘‘ Poor Matthias ’’ that he is only impressed 
by the weird side of cat nature. Sir George 
Lewis spent much time to prove that the 
Athemans did not know the domestic cat. 
But an Athenian vase was unearthed which 
proved that when the Greeks had reached 
the highest period of civilization they put 
her in eculpture, together with a fugitive 


mouse. 
Great Men Have Loved Them. 

Outside of literature Pussy has found more 
friends among the merely influential of the 
earth. The Mohammedans say that when 
Mahomet sat in deep thought, probably try- 
ing to invent a means of making lead coffins 
into flying machines, his cat, Muezza, purred 
himself to sleep on the soft edge of the 
prophet’s gown. When Mahomet awoke he 
cut off the sleeve upon which Muezza was 
taking his catnay and left him undisturbed. 
Such was his love for cats. 

Chateaubriand paid himself the highest 
tribute in hia own mind when he showed 
points of resemblance between himself and 
his favorite cat. Richelieu did not care for 
cats, but he was a slave to kittens.

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MESSAGES TO CONGRESS. 


TOPICS THAT HAVD BEEN DISOUSSED 
BY THE PRESIDENTS. 


Chronicle of the Chief Magistrates Of- 
ficial Addresses, from George 
Washington te William McKinley— 
Spain Mentioned in Many—Most of 
the Nation’s Most Weighty Topics 
Are Included—Length of the Docu- 
ments—lLast Has Most Words. 


RESIDENT McKINLEY'S to 
Congrese last week, the longest ever 
written by any President, containing 
over 22,000 words, illustrates to those 
who have given the matter a thought 

the cares of government have increased 

with the progress and growth of the coun- 
try. Its bulk presents a curious contrast 
to the annual messages of the early Presi- 
dents. 

The shortest message ever written by a 
President of the United States was the first 
one, 1,100 words, written by Washington 
and delivered on Jan. 8, 1790. Since then 
the annual messages have been getting 
longer each year, with few exceptions each 
being of greater length than its predecessor. 
McKinley’s message of last week is con- 
siderably more voluminous than the first 
mine annual messages sent from the Preei- 
dential chair of this country. 

The subject matter discussed in the mes- 
gages is interesting in that {t shows the 
gradual development of the country since 
the reins of government were taken by the 
first President. 

The first annual message, peculiarly 
enough, treated at considerable length two 
points to which many words of the message 
of last week were devoted—military matters 
and questions in regard to the rights of 
foreigners. Washington in his first mes- 
eage dealt with the necessity of the establish- 
ment of a reguiaf military organization in 
this country and the admission of foreigners 
to the rights of citizenship. In the message 
pf last week President McKinley considered 
the needs of both army and navy and dis- 
fussed the problem of citizenship for the 
inhabitants of the newly acquired territory. 


Washington’s Second Address. 

Washington's second annual address, de- 
livered Dec. 8, 1790, was a little longer, con- 
sisting of about 1,500 words. Its principle 
features called attention to the necessity of 
vigorous action in checking the aggression 
of hostile Indians, and made a plea for the 
establishment of a distinctively American 
shipping for mercantile purposes. His third 
address, delivered on Oct. 5, 1791, gave evi- 
dence of the rapid increase of the cares of 
state, which required about 2,400 words to 
rehearse. In addition to the Indian trou- 
bles it dealt with the laws governing the 
taxation of distilled spirits and the estab- 
lishment of a permanent seat of government. 
The fourth address was dated Nov. 6, 1192, 
and went further into the requirements of 
legislation for regulating the manufacture 
of alcohol, and advocates che establishment 
of the United States mint. It contained 
about 2,200 words. 

Washington's fifth anual address, on Dec. 
8, 1793, containing 1,900 words, asked the 
enactment of measures to maintain the neu- 
trality of this country in the European war 
then in progress. It also pointed out the 
need of more efficient natural defenses. The 
sixth address, Nov. 19, 1794, 2,700 words, 
told of the calling out of the militia to en- 
force the laws against moonshiners in west- 
ern Pennsylvania. The seventh message, 
on Dec. 8, 1795, 2,000 words, announced 
treaties with Morocco, Spain, and Great 
Britain. 

Washington's eighth and last arinual ad- 
dress, on Dec. 7, 1796, 2,000 words, was de- 
voted to boundary questions, the establish- 
ment of a navy, a national university, and a 


military academy. 


Adams’ Brief Messages. 

Adams followed the example set by Wash- 
ington in regard to brevity. His first annual 
address, Nov. 23, 1707, 2,100 words, treated 
of foreign relations and the need for the es- 
tablishment of a navy. His second address, 
Dec. 8, 1798, was of about the same length. 
His next address, Dec. 3, 1799, 1,400 words, 
suggested legislation for the suppression of 
moonshiners, and detailed the work of the 
commission considering the capture of Amer- 
ican vessels by Great Britain. His last an- 
nual address, Nov. 22, 1,800, 1,800 words, 
dealt with the subject of national defense 
and with the advisability of a revision of 
the judiciary. 

Jefferson's first message, Dec. 8, 1801, 3,100 
words, included an account of the suppres- 
sion of the Bey of Tripoli. The second mes- 
gage, Dec. 15, 1802, 2,100 words, took up mat- 
ters pertaining to foreign relations, taxa- 
tion, and finance. The third message, Oct. 
17, 1808, was slightly longer. It treated of 
the purchase of Louisiana and the Kaskas- 
kia Indian lands. His message on Nov. 8, 
1804, 2,100 words, dealt with the govern- 
ment of newly acquired territory. His fifth 
message, Dec. 3, 1805, 2,700 words, was 
about Spain and seizures by foreign priva- 
teers. Jefferson's sixth message, Dec. 2, 
1806, 2,700 words, was about foreign rela- 
tions, tariff, and internal revenue. His sey- 
enth, Oct. 27, 1807, 2,400 words, dealt princi- 
pally with the attack on the Chesapeake. 
The last, dated Nov. 8, 1808, 2,700 words, 
dealt with violations of neutrality laws. 

Madison’s first message, Nov. 29, 1809, 
1,800 words, took up the matter of.the com- 
mercial treaties with Great Britain and 
France. His second, Dec. 5, 1810, 2,400 
words, was on the same subjects, and also 
that of national education. On Nov. 5, 1811, 
when his third message was presented, re- 
lations with Great Britain and France had 
become strained, and much of the 2,250 or 
s0 words it contained is about the condition 
of the national defenses. His fourth annual 
message, 3,200 words, was an interesting re- 
view of the war, and recommended legisla- 
tion to supply the needs caused by the same. 

The first annual address of Madison’s sec- 
ond term, Dec. 7, 1813, 3,300 words, told of 
the progress of the war and of negotiations 
for peace. His sixth, Sept. 20, 1814, 2,000 
words, was made up of much the same sub- 
ject. The seventh, Dec. 5, 1815, 3,500 words, 
found peace with Great Britain and Algiers 
established. His eighth message, Deo. 3, 
1816, 3,400 words, advocated the establish- 
ment of a currency of equal credit, value, 
and use, and of a reciprocity treaty with 
Great Britain. 


Monroe’s Eight Addresses. 

Monroe’s first message, Dec. 2, 1817, 4,500 
words, took up foreign relations and the pur- 
chase of Indian lands. His second, the same 
length, issued Nov. 17, 1818, gave degaile of 
commercial treaties with Great Britain. His 
third message, Dec. 7, 1819, was of 4,800 
words. The fourth, Nov. 14, 1820, 8,700 
words, was on commercial treaties and for- 
eign relations. The first message of his sec- 
cond term, Dec. 8, 1821, contained 6,000 
words. His seventh mesage, Dec. 2, 1823, 
7,800 words, covered boundary arbftration, 
relations with Buropean and South American 
powers, and international postal laws. His 
last, Dec. 7, 1824, 9,000 words, dealt with 
reciprocity treaties, boundary disputes, the 
public debt, and the interests of this govern- 
a in foreign possessions on this conti- 
nent. 

Adams’ first address, 9,600 worde, Dec. 6, 
1825, recommends legislation concerning 
commerce, navigation, pensions, and the pos- 
tal service. His second, Dec. 9, 1826, 8,400 
words, was on treaties of amity, navigation, 
and commerce... His third message, on Dec. 
8, 1827, 7,800 words, dealt with bullding road 
systems, treaties, and the colonial rights. 
Adams’ fourth and last message, 7,600 words, 
was devoted to colonial conditions in North 
and South erica and to internal revenue 
matters. 

Jackson’s ané second annual messages, 
Dec. 8, 1829, 10,800 words, and Dec. 7, 1830, 
15,600 words, treated of the extension of 
State government, the relation of national 
and local appropriations. His third, Dec. 6, 
1813, 7,500 words, advised the making of the 
offices of President and Vice President elect- 
ive by the people. The fourth, Dec. 4, 18382, 
8,500 words, went into boundary questions, 
claims of and against foreign governments, 
and the public debt. Jackson’s fifth mes- 
sagé, Deo. 8, 1833, 8,500 words, discussed the 
collection of an indemnity from France and 
Portugal, relations with Russia and Spain, 
and national banking lawe His sixth, Dec. 
2, 1884, contained 14,000 words. In the sev- 
enth message South American revolutions 
were discussed, and the standing of these 
countries in relation to the United States. 
It contained about 16,800 words, and was 
dated Dec. 2, 1835. Jackson’s last message, 
Dec. 6, 1836, 18,700 words, treated of rela- 
tions with Mexico, currency problems, and 
bank paper issu

1837, 12,000 words, treated of discrimina- 
tion in duties, national bank laws, and pub- 
lic land questions. His second, Dec. 4, 
1838, 12,600 words, set forth the Canadian 
boundary disputes and the excessive issue 
of bank paper. The third, Dec. 24, 1839, 
14,400 words, advocated the establishment 
of an independent National Treasury. The 
Canadian and Texas boundary questions, 
the extinction of the national debt, finan- 
cla! conditions, and banking laws were the 
themes of his fourth message, dated Dec. 
5, 1840, and containing about 10,200 words. 

Tyler’s message, Dec. 7, 1841, 9,000 words, 
was on the right of foreign powers to de- 
tain and search vessels flying the United 
States flag, boundary disputes, and revenue 
and tariff duties. His second, Dec. 7, 1842, 
8,800 words, was on the revision of the 
tariff? and@ matters of currency and ex- 
chequer. The third, Dec. 5, 1848, 9,100 words, 
dealt with the independence of Texas and 
foreign relations and claims, The fourth, 
Dec. 8, 1844, 9,500 worde, was on the an- 
nexation of Texas. 

Polk’s first message, Deo. 2, 1845, 17,600 
words, was on relations with Mexico ahd 
the rights of the United States to Oregon. 
His second message, Dec. 8, 1846, 18,500 
words, was about the war with Mexico and 
claims arising therefrom. Dec. 7, 1847, he 
issued 16,800 words on the Mexican war and 
the acquisition of Texas and Southern Cali- 
fornia. Dec. 5, 1848, he wrote 19,800 words 
on the foreign policy entailed by new terri- 
torial additions. 

Fillmore’s first mesage, Dec. 2, 1850, 9,000 
words, was about the Nicaragua Cana! tar- 
iff.

His second address of 5,400 
words, tssued Dec. 4, 1854, wae about the 
consideration of foreign claims. The third 
message, Dec. 31, 1855, 6,400 words, told of 
relations with Great Britain an@ France. 
His last, Dec. 2, 1856, 5,600 words, dealt with 
the treaty betweem Great Britain and the 
United States. 

Buchanan's first message, Deo. & 1857, 
18,000 words, was on finance, foreign rela- 
tions, and the adimission of slave States to 
the union. The second, Dec. 6, 1858, 9,100 
words, discussed the slave States His 
fourth. Dec. 8, 1860, 14,600 words, was about 
the agitation against slavery. 


Lincoln Begins Briefly. 
Lincoln's first message, contamining about 


upon civil war issues. The company may be 
said of his second message, dated Dec. 1, 
1862, and whiéh was of about the same 
length. The third, dated Dec. 8, 1863, was 
slightly shorter and dealt prominently with 
the right of suffrage The last was almost 
a duplicate of the third as far as size is con- 
cerned. It was dated Dec. 6. 1864, and dis- 
cussed foreign relations, finances, and the 
public debt. . 

Johnson's first message, Dec. 4, 1865, 9,800 
words, was on the relationship between na- 
tlonal and State government. The second, 
Dec. 8, 1866, 7,200 words, treated of the 
restoration of amity with the Southern 
States. The third, issued just a year later, 
devoted much of its 12,000 words to the 
extension of enfranchisement and the cur- 
rency. His last, Dec. 9, 1868, 11,000 words, 
was based upon the payment of the public 
debt. 

Grant’s first message, 8,100 words, Dec. 6, 
1869, was about pensions, Indian affairs, and 
war issues. His second message, Dec. 5, 
1870, 9,000 words, took up civil service and 
the acquisition of outside territory. The 
third address, Dec. 4, 1871, 7,100 words, told 
of Indian affairs, denounced Mormonism, 
advocated an increase in naval power, and 
readjustment of tariff. His fourth address, 
Dec. 2, 1872, 11,000 words, was on arbitra- 
tion of boundary disputes with Great 
Britain and of emancipation in Cuba. 
Grant’s fifth message, Dec. 1, 1878, 10,500 
words, asked laws for the expatriation of 
aliens and for action on the Virginius out- 
rage at Santiago. The sixth, issued Dec. 7, 
1874, 9,000 words, broached the subject of 
Chinese exclusion, and dealt with national 
currency and banking laws. The seventh, 
Dec. 7, 1875, 18,500 words, advocated the 
taxation of chutch property and the re- 
bellion in Cuba, and the last, Dec. 5, 1876, 
7,500 words, was about Indian affairs and 
Mexican claims. 

Rutherford B. Hayes, Dec. 8, 1877, de 
voted much of 11,100 words to the self-gov- 
ernment by States. His second, Dec. 2, 
1878, 8,200 words, was on the enfranchise- 
ment of colored people and coinage laws.

Grover Cleveland, in 1885, 10,200 words, 
deplored the death of Hendricks; commend- 
ed the Eads ship railroad; repudiated the 
treaty with Spain in behalf of Cuba and 
San Domingo; advised tariff reductions and 
the suspension of compulsory silver coinage. 
In his message of 1886, 10,400 words, he rec- 
ommended cutting off of the surplus tariff 
taxes and discussed civil service reform and 
the suspension of silver coinage. Cleve- 
land’s message of 1887, 5,600 words, de- 
clared the surplus revenues excessive and

20,400 words in length, and was interpreted 
as boding ill for Spain and precipitating a 
crisis in Cuban affairs. It defended the 
tariff laws and suggested currency reform. 
McKinley’s messege in 1897 was prin- 
cipally on the currency and Cuban affairs, 
It favored giving Spain’s provinces a fair 
trial and urged the redemption of certain

Up to the time, then, that Mr. Mansfield 
first played ““Arms and the Man” there was 
hardly any indication to show that he was 
in any way whatever a leader of, dramatic 
art; nothing, in fact, to make him distinct 
Why he ever 
did produce ‘‘Arms and the Man ”’ it is dif- 
ficult to imagine. For years he had been 
doing characters and plays striking enough 
in their effect, but ethically and intrinsically 


‘behind rather than in advance of the time 


in which he lived. His acting, too, was 
clever and finished, in every way the work 
of a serious artist, but still it was more or 
less of. the stereotyped kind and lay in one 
single groove. 

Suddenly he takes an entirely new course 
and produces a’comedy which, if it now 
seems to us simple enough in its main ideas, 
was at the time it was written entirely 
modern and in-advance of popular-notions. 
In the last five years the influence of men 
like Bernard Shaw, William Archer, and, 
through them, Ibsen, has so entirely 
changed the attitude of the public toward 
the stage that the exquisitely comic color- 
ing given in ‘“‘Arms and the Man” to what 
is after all simply the commonplace and 
natural aspect of things ‘is not half so strik- 
ing as it once was. “Arms and the Man” 
lives now on account of its really brilliant 
dialogue. When it was produced the idea 
of depicting a real soldier on the stage and 
contrasting him with the typical stage hero 
who figures just as much in real life as he 
does on the stage was more than funny; it 
was for the general public a mystery not 
to be explained. For a long time ‘‘Arms and 
the Man’’ was regarded as a_ sort of 
conundrum without an answer and treated 
as a humorous bit of nonsense by that wag 
Shaw, who was always saying and doing ab- 
surd things. The soldier who wisely pre- 


iferred chocolate to cartridges in a long 


campaign wags dubbed the ** chocolate creain 
soldiet,’’ just as he is in the play by the girl. 
In other words, the public and, it must be 
confessed, many of the critics were in ex- 
actly the same stage of mental development 
as the silly heroine im the comedy itself, who 
scorns a soldier who is unheroic enough 
to be tired, sleepy, nervous, and not a little 
afraid after three, days’ fighting. 


- it came to be believed even in his lifetime 


that he was a native of Bergerac in Gascony. 
Yet it is an indisputable fact that this man, 
who was regarded by the seventeenth cen- 
tury as the Gascon of Gascons, was born at 
Paris, May 10, 1619. 

After a course of study at the College of 
Beauvais in Paris he was persuaded by his 
friend Lebret, when 19 years old, to enlist in 
the guards. The two comrades entered the 
company of Cadets Gascons of M. Carbon 
de Castel-Jaloux. Cyrano took up dueling, 
the favorite amusment of the corps, with 
great enthusiasm, and became immensely 
popular with his fellows, who called him the 
“Demon of Bravery” and said he could 
count a duel for every day of his service. 
These rougher pursuits were, however, ac- 
companied by a devotion to study and the 
muses, which recalls the memory of the 
scholars of the early Renaissance. Lebret 
draws a picture of Cyrano writing an elegy 
amidst the noise and brawls of the guard- 
room as calmly as though seated in a se- 
questered chamber. Cyrano remained in 
the guards three years. He took partin the 
campaign against the Germans at Mouzon 
and was wounded there by a musket ball; 
he received a sword thrust im the neck at 
the siege of Arras, and soon after, becoming 
disgusted with military life, resigned and 
gave himself up entirely to philosophy and 
letters. 


Together with other. well-known men, 
among them Moliére, he entered the class in 
philosophy conducted by the famous Gas- 
sendi. This man was no dried-up college 
professor. His views were Gntrammeled by 
the restrictions that the piety or the ignor-

ance of the age placed upon those who sought 
the truth, and his wit was as keen as his 
speech was vigorous. It was his chief de- 
light to assemble around him bright young 
men, lead them into new avenues of thought, 
and reveal to their eager souls the beauties of 
scientifictruth. Cyrano always remembered 
Gassendi with warm affection. He says in 
his ** History of the Empire of the Moon”’: 
‘**T also became intimate in France with La 
Mothe de Vayer and Gassendi; the latterisa 
man who writes philosophy as well as the 
former lives it.’’ According to one member 
of Gassendi's class, Cyrano rather forced an 
entrance into philosophical circles. Hesays: 

‘Cyrano, a lively and turbulent young 
man, wished to enter at once into intimacy 
with the disciples of Gassendi, and it became 
necessary, nolens volens, to admit him, for 
he intimidated master and disciples alike 
with his threats, while at the same time he 
showed them by his brilliant sallies of wit 
that he was not undeserving of the favor. 
As he was eager to learn and had a tenacious 
memory, he profited much by the lessons of 
Gassendi and acquired a store of valuable 
information of which he availed himself 


later.” 

Cyrano was brave and honorable. He was 
the most famous duelist of his time, and de- 
fended his friends as well as himself. Ros- 
tand has preserved in his play the story of 
how Cyrano Is said to have put to flight with 
his single sword 100 ruffians who lay in am- 
bush to attack one of his friends. His affair 
with Brioché’s monkey was less glorious. 
There was on the Pont-Neuf a certdin Ital- 
ian named Briothé, who had a little theater

trades people of the quarter, and occasional- 
dy by fashionables who desired to see how 
the lower classes were amused. The princi- 


pal ability of Brioché was the dressing up of 


monkeys, one of which was called Fagotin. 
Either of his own impulse, or at the instiga- 
tion of Cyrano’s enemies, he decided one day 
to have Fagotin represerit Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac; the clothes, the sword, the mustache, 
the nose, were all there. The success was 
enormous. But during the performance 
Cyrano entered in a towering rage. He 
dashed into the midst of the crowd, drew his 
sword, and brandished it furiously. All the 
spectators fled. Fut poor Fagotin remained. 
He continued his play and raised his swora 
towards Cyrano. The latter lost his self- 
control and ran the monkey through. All 
Paris was convulsed with laughter, and the 
next morning a score of pamphlets appeared 
narrating with many embellishments the 
“ True and Veracious History of the Duel of 
Cyrano with Brioché’s Monkey on the Pont- 
Neuf.”’ 

Two plays by Cyrano have been preserved, 


one the most Classic of tragedies, the other 


the most realistic of comedies. In 1653, two 
years before Cyrano’s death, the Duke 
d’Arpajon was led by his unusual ability 
to take Cyrano under his protection and 
assign him a liberal salary for light serv- 
icés as private secretary. Under his patron- 
age “ The Death of Agrippina,” which had 
been waiting several years for an oppor- 
tunity, was prodficed at the Hotel de 
Bourgogne. Cyrano’s Buccess as a philoso- 
pher interfered with his success as a 
dramatist. His. views on astronomy—he 
preferred Copernicus to

brought him into collision with the priest- 
hood, and at the first performance a large 
audience assembled in a hostile spirit, in- 
terrupted the dialogue several times, pre- 
tending to find it sacrilegious, and abso- 
lutely ruined all chances of the play’s suc- 
cess. It was interdicted by the censor not 
long after. ; 

Cyrano’s comedy, “‘ Fooling the Teacher,” 
which was produced the following year, 
was more fortunate and met with consider- 
able popular approval. Moliére liked it 
well enough to appropriate bodily two 
scenes, which he used in one of his own 
comedies. The dialogue is bright and amus- 
ing, and a peasant in the piece, contrary 
to all precedent, was made to speak in the 
jargon of his native province. Cyrano pre- 
pared the way which Moliére was to pursue 
later with such signal success. 

In Rostand’s play it is possible to see 
how Cyrano treated the actor Montfleury 
who had displeased him. But before banish- 


- ing him from the stage for a month, he 


wrote him a letter. “ At last, my fat fel- 
low,” he says, “I have seen you. My eye 
balls have taken long journeys over your 
surface; and the day when you tumbled 
corporeally into my immediate vicinity, I 
had an opportunity to survey your hemi- 
sphere, or, to speak more veraciously, to 
discover a few of its provinces. If the 
earth is an animal, I must maintain, when 
I regard your rotundity, that the contine

Nowadays of course we all, it is to be 
hoped, understand ‘‘Arms and the Man,” 
but five years ago we certainly did mot, and 
it has always been aie problem to 
many to explain why Mr. Mans- 
field of all people chose to produce 
it. Of course, having played one of Shaw’s 
comedies, it was natural enough that he 
should pro@uce another, and “‘ The Devil's 
Disciple’’ was no new departure for Mr. 
Mansfield. But the slow development which 
comes by constant study and self-criticism 
was beginning to tell. Mansfield is abso- 
lutely careless, it is said, of outside criticism, 
yet there is not a little evidence to show 
that, while he is by no meansa man of great 
originality, he is sensitive in the long run 
to_ outside influences. Once in his life, pos- 
siBly, he bowed to popular opinion when he 
put on the fatuous ** Castle Sombras” as a 
sop to the public, then clamoring for the 
romantic drama. But he never again re- 
peated the mistake. He knew perfectly 
well that the cape and sword play was the 
most arrant rubbish, judged from the stand- 
ard of even ordinary intelligence, and he 
was fortunate enough to be free. There, of 
course, lies his real greatness. There is 
probably no other manager in America who 
would have had the courage to produce 
“Arms and the or “The Devil's 
Disciple,”’ and the only other first-class man- 
ager who attempted to put on “ Cyrano de 
Bergerac ’’ made a hopeless mess of it be- 
cause he had not the sense to recognize a 
work of art when he saw it. 

When Mr. Mansfield first talked of play- 
ing Cyrano many months ago it was re- 
marked in these columns that the experi- 
ment was a doubtful one; and looking at the 
proposition as it stood then the warning 
Was certainly warranted. As it happens 
Cyrano has come on, as the trainers say, 
with enormous strides, owing to its popular- 
ity in Paris and London, and it has suec- 
ceeded more as a sensation than anything 
else. But that is all the more to Mr. Mans- 
field’s credit. He saw the greatness of the 
play and took the risk. Neither Frohman 
nor Hayman would have touched it; or if they 
had, they would have ruined it. Whatever 
may be said against Mr. Mansfield’s produc- 
tion, it at least aims in the right direction. 
It is terrible to think what Cyrano would 
have been at the Empire. 

->- 

This, then, is what Mansfield represents 
for us. He is the free, open mind of the 
stage, susceptible always of new impres- 
sions, and untiring in his own self-develop- 
ment. There is no possible future for Amer- 
ican acting as long as it is subservient to the 
schemes of speculators lfke Hayman and 
Frohman. The best that can be expected 
are such plays as ‘‘ Under the Red Robe,” 
such actors as Hackett and Faversham; 
such pretty but perverted comedies as 
Little Minister.”’ 

In strong contrast to this paralyzing sys- 
tem is the quite determined force of Mr. 
Mansfield. - You may call him what you 
please, and he has his faults. The most 
sane, perhaps, of mortals, it pleases him 
to pose occasionally as an eccentric genius; 
a man of-almost lavish generosity, he de- 
lights, apparently, in the delightful art of 
hurting. people’s feelings, and making ene- 
mies; an artist who has all his Nfe worked 
untiringly in the public service, he has notin 
the past been above telling his audience 
what he thinks of them. Small wonder, 
then, that he has had something of a rough 
passage through the world. But those who 
know him and consider his work from an 
unprejudiced point of view, cannot but ad- 
mire the stalwart figure of the American 
stage, the man who, like Cyrano, has fought 
shams all his life, and asks only the right 
to be himself. 


in 1650, and was read and admired by every- 
body, until the people of the church dis- 
covered that many of the refiections in the 
book were better philosophy than religion.

‘“*I raised my reins to beat them off, but 
the absurdity of the situation made me 
choke with laughter and took away power 
of resistance. Presently some fifty more 
peasants appeared from behind a hedge, 
walking on their knees and straining their 
throats in the endeavor to chant “ Lord 
have mercy.’ When they were near enough, 
four of the most robust, after dipping their 
hands in holy water, which the’ servant 
of the priest had brought along for that 
express purpose, seized me by the collar. 
Soon the priest himself came in view, de- 
voutly took off his stole, and tied it tight 
around my neck. Behind him followed a mob 
of women and children, who, in spite of all 
the resistance I could offer, sewed me up 
in a large table-cloth. Only my head pro- 
truded. In this fashion they bore me to 
Toulouse as if they were celebrating my 
funerai."’

As for Mr. Mansfield’s talent as an actor, 
it is quite unnecessary to enter here into the 
discussion of a subject which muSt depend

chiefly upon individual taste. But upon the - 


question of his greatness as a worker in the 
theatrical vineyard, there can be no dis- 
cussion at all. In the opinion of the stable- 
minded, he may not be endowed with great 
originality of thought, or distinctive genius 
as an actor, or with great breadth of imag- 
ination, but he has even greater qualities; 
he has unfailing industry, indomitable cour- 
age, great generosity, and, above all, free-

Peace be toe the 
ashes of Cyrano de Bergerac, who was con- 
verted on his denth-bed, in answer to the 
prayers of his good aunt, Catherine Cyrano.

‘4 O consider dedications in general would 
|—Cvwae be a tiresome task, and one devoid of 
a intrinsic interest. Like the easy writ- 
ing against which Byron protested, 
many would prove “ cursed hard read- 
fing.” But dedications in the abstract have 
ia ‘ ga charm for those who care to take sly peeps 
at the personality of an author. 
Fifty years ago Dr. Thomas B. Shaw, 
professor of English literature in the Impe- 
rial Lyceum of St. Petersburg, commenting 
on the fact that many of Dryden's unversi- 
fied compositions consisted chiefly of dedi- 
cations and prefaces, remarked: ‘‘ The dedi- 
cation was a species of necessary accom- 
paniment to every book at a time when the 
literary profession occupied a much lower 
plane in the scale of society than it has since 
attained. It is humiliating to think of the 
greatest genius and intellect thus begging in 
a strain of adulation, only the more fulsome 
as the more elegant, the patronage of some 
Obscure great man to works which were 
destined to immortalize the age which pro- 
duced them, and to form the brightest orna- 
‘ment of the country which’ gave them 
birth. How painful to see them thus selling 
their precedency and birthright for a ‘ piece 
of silver,’ and stimulating the niggard boun- 
ty of a patron with the highest refinements 
of intellectual flattery! But this deplorable, 
sacrifice of independence literature is no 
longer compelled to make— 


_** The struggling nangs of conscious truth to hide, 
To quench the blushes of ingenuous shame, 

To heap the shrine of luxury and pride 

. With incense kindled at the Muse’s flame. 


*‘These dedications in most cases are ab- 
solute models of elegance and style, so much 
go that in reading them one almost forgets 
the grossness of the adulation they convey.” 

If fifty years ago literature was no longer 
compelled to make “this sacrifice of inde- 
pendence,” how much more lofty is its rank 
today. A dedication is not now a fawning 
for favor nor an expression of obsequious- 
ness. It is a frank, direct deciaration of 
respect, gratitude, admiration, or—most fre- 
quently—of affection. It is the bond which, 
out of thousands of possible readers, links 
one name and one individuality with that 
of the writer. It is remarkable for its 
brevity and compression when it is not*as 
frequently occurs, dispensed with  alto- 
gether. The more fastidious reader is apt 
to consider it intrusive and in questionable 
taste. This, of course, applies only to the 
private dedication. One such as Tenny- 
#on’s the Queen” or Kipling’s wild, 
melodious verses are notable exceptions. 
These are as great and of as universal inter- 
€st as the poems or stories they introduce, 


Out of General Favor. 

Perhaps the democracy of the press has 
done more to break down the barrier be- 
tween the author and his “ noble patron ’”’ 
than any other agency. The book reviews 
in the daily papers are of common interest 
to the man who can line his library walls 
with first editions and he whose reading is 
limited to the change of a volume at the 
Public Library. In either case the page dis- 
playing a dedication to a personal! friend 
is, unless the merit_of:the lines make them 
worth the reading . their own Ee de- 
cidedly superfiuous. It suggests be- 
loved wife’’ and ‘“ dearly-loved husband ”’ 
of the death columns. Now that both appeal 
and apology have fallen into desuetude it is 
hoped that the plaintive inscriptions indica- 
tive of appreciation or affection will be con- 
sidered unnecessary by writers of the twen- 

«tieth century.

Congressional Provisions Which Throw the Set- 
-tlement of the Island Question Entirely 
‘Into the Hands of Representa- 

tives and Senators, 


EW YORK, Dec. 9.—The suggestion of 

an “open door” in the Philippines 

has again brought up for discussion 

@ question almost as old as the con- 

stitution. There cannot, it is said, be 
one sort of tariff for New York and another 
sort for Manila, for the constitution express- 
ly provides that all duties shall be uniform 
throughout the United States, and as the 
Territories are part of the United States they 
cannot be subjects of special tariff rates. 
If-the Territories are part of the United 
States, if they are under the constitution, 
the argument ts sound and valid. But again 
and again the great constitutional authori- 
ties have denied that the Territories are 
under the constitution, and on more than 
one occasion Congress has legislated accord- 
ingly. 

Before reviewing these arguments and 
precedents for the “‘ open door" it may not 
be useless to recall how we came to have 
Territories. While the war for independence 
was waging the Continental Congress ap- 
pealed to the States to cede their land west 
of the Alleghany Mountains, and promised 
in return to do thrée things—to sell the land 
and use the income to pay the revolutionary 
debt, to cut up the land into repubfican 
States, and to admit these States into the 
union on the same footing as the original 
thirteen. 

Some tand in time was ceded, whereupon 
the Continental Congress made good its 
pledges, created the political organization 
called a Territory, and ordered that when 
any Territory had 60,000 inhabitants it 
should be admitted into the union as a State. 


Provision of the Constitution. 
When in 1787 the convention at Phila- 
deiphia was framing the constitution the 
delegates, well aware of these things, in- 
serted in It two clauses expressly intended to 
enable the government to fulfill the promises 
of theold. One de¢lares ‘‘ the Congress may 
admit new States into this union,"’ the other 
provides that ‘the’ Congress shall have 
power to dispose of and make all needful 
rules and regulations respecting the terri- 
tory or other property belonging, to ‘the 
United States."’ In this the Territory is 
classed with “ other property ’’; is made the 
property of, not part of, the United States, 
and as such was treated by Congress down 
to the time of the first great expansion of 
our country in 1803. 

The treaty by which we purchased from 
France the immense Province of Louisiana 
(a region stretching from the Mississippi to 

.the Rocky Mountains, and from the gulf 
coast to the sources of the Missourf and tts 
tributaries) contained this stipulation: 

“Art. 7. It has been agreed between 
the contracting parties that the French 
ships coming directly from France or any of 
her colonies loaded only with the produce or 
manufactures of France, or her said col- 
onies, and the ships of Spain coming direct!y 
from Spain, or any of her colonies. loaded 
only with the produce or manufactures of 
Spain, or her colonies, shall be admitted dur- 
ing the space of twelve years in the port of 
New Orleans and all other legal ports of en- 
try within the ceded territory (Louisiana) in 
the same manner as the ships of the United 
States coming directly from France or Spain 
or any of their colonics without being sub- 
ject to any other or greater duty on mer- 
chandise or other or greater tonnage than 
that paid by the citizens of the United 
States.”’ | 

Gave Relief from Import Taxes. 

The effect of this treaty stipulation was 
to relieve the vessels of France and Spain 
when entered at New Orleans from two kinds 
of duties they would have to pay in the port 
of New York, or Boston, or any other sea- 
port in the United States, There was, in the 
first place, ‘‘tonnage,” a duty of 50 cents a 
ton, collected from all foreign vessels, as 
against a duty af six cents a ton on Ameri- 
can ships. As French and Spanish craft 
were to be treated as American in Louisiana 
they would pay 44 cents a ton less duty than 
in New York. | 

There was, in the second place, a law pro- 
viding that certain goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise coming to the United States in 
foreign vessels should pay the tariff rates 
eollected from American importers and 10 
cents addjtional, Under the treaty goods 
coming to Louisiana in French or Spanish 
ships were exempt from the additional 10 
per cent duty. | 

Here, then, was one kind of tonnage duty 
and one kind of tariff duty for the ports of 
the United' States, and another kind for the 
ports of the new territory. This, said the 
opponents of the treaty, when it came be- 
fore the Senate for ratification, is uncon- 
stitutional. We are forbidden to give pref- 
erence “‘ to the ports of one State over those 
of another’’ by ‘“‘any regulation of com- 
merce or revenue.” Yet this is just what 
we are asked to do. We are to gay to 
French and Spanish shipowners: “If you 
bring your vesse’s to New York we will tax 
you 60 cents a ton; but if you take them to 
New Orleans you need not pay but six cents 
aton.”’ Is nod this giving a preference to 
the ports of one State over those of another 
by means of aregulation of revenue? 


Action Favors Certain Ports. 

We are asked again to say to the mer- 
chants of France and Spain: * When your 
goods, wares, and merchandise come to 
New York you must pay the full tariff rates 
and 10 per cent more if the goods come in 
French or Spanish vessels; but if you send 
the same goods, in the same vessels, to New 
Orleans you need not pay the 10 per cent 
additional duty.’’ Is not this a regulation of 
commerce which gives a preference to the 
port of New Orleans over that of New York? 
Is it not a violation of the constitutional 
provisions that all duties, imposts, and ex- 
cises shall be uniform throughout the Unit- 
ed States? 

The answer was, No. The constitution 
says “‘ ports of one State over those of an- 
other,” and when it says State it means 
State. But New Orleans is a port of a Terri- 
tory, and the constitutional restriction does 
not apply. The constitution does, indeed, 
require all duties to be uniform throughout 
the United States, but Louisiana is not a 
part of fhe United States. “It is,” said one 
speaker, ‘“‘a territory purchased by the 
United States in their confederated capac- 
ity, and may be disposed of by them at pleas- 
ure. It is in the nature of a colony, whose 
commerce may be regulated without an 
reference to the constitution,” 

It is needless to say that such was the 

‘opinion of two-thirds of the Senate; that 
the treaty wag ratified, and had scarcely 
been ratified when both House and Senate 
gave another illustration of their right to 
-have any kind of tariff they pleased in the 
Territories, In March, 1804, the President 
approved an act which placed new specific 
duties on a long list of articles, imposed an 
extra duty of 10 per cent if they came “ in 
ships or vessels not of the United States,” 
and laid a duty of 50 cents a ton, to be de- 
nominated “light money,” on all foreign 
vessels. Yet @ clause in the same law ex- 
pressly exempted from the 10 per cent tax 
and “light money" duty such French and 
Spanish ships as came to the ports of Louisi- 
ana. | 

How absolutely without even the spirit of 
the constitution a Territory was then con- 
sidered to be ts again {llustrated by the kind 
of government set upin Louisiana. “ Jt wii] 
hardly be contended,” we are told, “* that in 
the exercise of its power to govern Terris 
tories Congress may abolish trial by jury,” 

Wide Scope of Its Power. 
The answer is that in

, Now, the constitution says that “ 


at common law, where the value in contro- 
versy shall exceed §20, the right of tria] by 
jury shall be preserved.” Not may be, but 
shall be, preserved. Yet in Orleans Terri- 
tory {t was not preserved unless the value 
was five times $20. 

“The judicial power of the United States,”’ 
the constitution directs, “‘ shall be vested in 
one Supreme Court and in such inferiar 
courts as the Congress may from time to 
time ordain and establish. The Judges, both 
of the Supreme and inferior courts, shall 
hold their offices during good behavior.” If 
this meens anything it means that the 
Judges of all courts established under au- 
thority of the constitution shall hold their 
offices during good behavior. 

Now, there never was a Judge of a Terri- 
torial court who held his office on such a 
tenure, and there is net a Territorial court 
Judge today who accupies his bench on any 
other tenure than a short term of years and 
who is not removable at the pleasure of the 
President. The Territorial courts, then, are 
not established by authority of the constitu- 
tion, because it expressly forbids such a ten- 
ure. Jf the constitution or the spirit of it 
be in force in the Territories such courts are 
unconstitutional. But the constitution does 
not apply to the Territories. 


Daniel Webster’s Position. 

As Daniel Webster said in 1849, the Ter- 
ritories are the property of, not part of, the 
United States. “ The precise question is," 
said he, “‘ whether a Territory while it re- 
mains in a Territorial state is a part of the 
United States? I maintain that it is not. 
The constitution is extended over the United 
States and nothing else, and can extend over 
nothing else, It cannot be extended over 
anything save the old States and the new 
States that shall come hereafter, when they 
do come in. 

“What is the constitution of the United 
States? Ig not its first principle that all 
within its influence and comprehension shall 
be represented in the Legislature which it 
establishes, with not only a right to debate 
and a right to vote {in both Houses of Con- 

ress, but a right to partake in the choice of 
-resident and Vice President? Can 
law extend these rights to a Territory?’ 

The history of our country is replete with 
evidence which demonstrates two great 
truths, 

Virst—That the Territories are not under 
the constitution. 

Second--That in making “ needful rules 
and regulations’ for the Territories Con- 
gress has been guided by what has seemed to 
be expedient, and given small heed to con- 
stitutional limitations. 

It has authorized the appointment of 
Judges who do not hold office during good 
behavior; it has forbidden trial by jury in 
cases where the value in controversy exceeds 
$20; it has relieved imported goods from 
duties in the ports of the Territories which 
have been collected in the ports of the States; 
it has exempted foreign ships from tonnage 
duties and light money in Territoria! ports 
which the same ships would have been forced 
to pay in the ports of the States; and it has 
done these things because it is not bound by 
the constitutional limitations which apply to 
the States. 

Congress has express power to regulate 
commerce with foreign nations. between the 
States, and with the Indians. The Te?ritories 
are not mentioned. The right to regulate 
trade with them comes from the power to 
make * al] needful rules and regulations,”’ 
and ig not hampered by the restriction that 
all duties must be uniform throughout the 
United States, because the Territories are 
mot the United States, nor under the consti!- 
tution of the United States.  .

She 
was only 16 years of age at the time, and it 
is said that he treated her horribly. When 
Blackbeard came to his last fight, one of the 
pirates, who knew her, asked him if his 
wife knew where he had buried his treasure. 

**I do not tell secrets to women,’’ he re- 
plied, with his usual vocabulary of rabid 
oaths. ‘‘ Not one of them ever got a secret 
from me. The devil is the only one I can 
trust!’’ 

There are many romantic stories of 
smooth-tongued pirates breaking the hearts 
of high-born maidens and bringing disgrace 
into honorable homes by the @iscovery that 
the dashing young man of good credentials 
and lavish means had been an outlaw on 

Many efforts were made to induce the sea- 
rovers to become colonists with a fixed 
domestic life, but Kings’ pardons and boun- 
ties could not reclaim them from the strange 
infatuation of their dangerous calling. | 

In 1664, when the French West Indja com- 
pany were given control of the French 
colonies, they sent a garrison to insure the 
safety of the people, and then almost depopu- 
lated .the slums of Paris in order to fur- 
nish Hayti and Tortuga with wives for the 
Buccaneers, | 

The price of their passage was the only fee 
required, and most of the mén left their 
seafaring occupations to become planters. 
Each man made his own marriage state- 
ment; and in the absence of church or legal 
forms, it constituted the only ceremony. 

“I take thee,” said they, ‘“‘without knowing 
or caring to know whothouart. If anybody 
from whence thou comest would have had 
thee, thou wouldet not have come in quest 
of me. But no matter—I do not desire thee 
to give me an account of thy past con- 
duct, because I have no right to be offended 
at it in a time when thou wast at liberty 
to behave either ill or well according to thy 
pleasure and will, and because I have no 
reason to be ashamed of anything thou wast 
guilty of when thou didst not belong to me. 
Give me only thy word for the future. I 
acquit thee of thy past.”’ 

But there was a significamt warning in 
conclusion. Striking ‘his hand on the barrel 
of his gun, he would say: “‘ This will revenge 
me for any breach of faith in thee; if thou 
shouldst prove false, be assured that its aim 
at thee will be true.’’ 

Laurence de Graff, whose first wife had 
been a Spanish lady of rank, was one day 
near some of these women, when he made an 
insulting remark which one of them over- 
heard In a fury she flew at him with a 
Grawn dagger and forced him to retract 
everything he had said. Filled with admira- 
tion at a woman’s doing what no Spaniard 
had ever been able to do, he at once proposed 
marriage, and was accepted. It is recorded 
that she was a worthy helpmeet for the flerce 


old fighter. 


The average home of the few Buccaneers 
who had families was a curious place. Usu- 
ally it was a more commodious log or stone 
house than those of the neighbors, filled with 
an incongruous mixture of squalor and lux- 
ury. The primitive simplicity‘ of his en- 
vironments and his uncouth mode of life 
made picturesque and gaudy the rich relics 
of despoiled ships and sacked towns which 
adorned his house. Here and there in the 
huge fireplaces bars of silver were to be 
seen, used as andirons, and sometimes 
imagés of the saints supported the chimney 
cranes, from which greasy pots were sus- 
pended over the fire to prepare the daily 
food. There would be nothing astonishing to 
see a child riding as a horse a golden candle- 
stick robbed from some altarin the isthmus, 
or using a cross as a mallet to crack a hand- 
ful of nuts. | 

Doubtless there were sometimes warlike 
wives who went with their husbands on short 
expeditions, but the etories of women 
pirates are hardly authentic enough to have 
much interest. That women often smuggled 
themselves aboard in men’s clothing, en- 
rolling themselves as members of the crew, is 
evident from the fact that nearly all articles 
of agreement signed by pirate crews included 
a clause specially prohibiting any sailor 
from allowing such a thing to bedone. Rob- 
erts stipulated that the death penalty should 
be the punishment of any one concemed in 
woman's getting aboard. 

It is quite likely, however, that there were 
two women, Mary Reed and Annie Bonney, 
who fully deserved the title of pirates. 


+ 

Mary Reed was brought up as a boy in 
England by her widowed motherdn order 
to secure part of an estate from her hus- 
band’s relatives, and to enable the child so 
much the better to help obtain a lving; as 
they were in great destitution. The plot to 
obtain the inheritance having failed, Mary 
refused to wear the garb of her sex and ran 
away as footboy toa French lady. This was 


far from being a congenial occupation, and 


more destitute, she resumed masculine attire 
and enlisted in a regiment in Holland. A 
little later she shipped as a common sailor 
on board a vessel bound for the West In- 
dies. On the way they were captured by 
English Buccaneers, and as she acknow!l- 
edged that she was a native of England they 
sent the rest away and detained her on 
board, not suspecting her sex. 

About this time the gerieral amnesty proc- 
lamation was given out''to induce the sea- 
rovers to become respectable citizens, and 
Mary Reed settled with the other sailors in 
the newly acquired English territory of 
Jamaica. | 

In a short time the reformed sailors found 
themselves destitute and with little means 
to keep themselves in the necessities of life. 
Hearing that Captain Rogers was prepar- 
ing at New Providence an extensive priva- 
teering expedition, she went with her com- 
rades to enlist. 

Captain Rogers had hardly left port when 


decks became so hot that the pirates began 
to hide themselves in the hold. This con- 
tinued till Mary Reed, Annie Bonney, and 


Captain Rackham alone remained above. 


Enraged at the cowardice of the crew, the 
two women shouted true pirate invectives 
at the recreant men and fired their pistols 
in among them, killing one man and wound- 
ing others. 

Some of the crew were hanged as soon 
as captured by the Captain of the man-of- 
war, and the rest were taken to Jamaica, 
where most of them were executed. The 
two women were among the condemned; but 
on the discovery of their sex théy were re- 
prieved. Afterward Annie Bonney was 
pardoned, but Mary Reed died in prison. 


Owing to the fact that Europe endeavored 
to sweep its slums into the West Indies, 
there was little possibility of the Buccaneers 
forming a respectable home life, notwith- 
standing the accession ofevery new King 


sold his sloop; and, keeping the costly dia- 
monds for himself, set out to find a pur- 
chaser. He went to Dublin with his im- 
mense fortune tied about his waist. But he 
could find no one to trust, and often suffered 
for the means to buy food and lodging. At 
Bristol he took counsel of some old friends. 
They advised him to put the diamonds into 
the hands of some respectable merchants 
whom they would bring. ‘The merchants 
came, and, advancing a small sum, agreed 
to dispose of the diamonds. When his money 
was gone Avery importuned them for more, 
but their reply was ‘hat if he did not cease 
troubling them they would hand him over 


to justice. 


Johnson, the pirate’s historian, says of 
this: ‘‘Our merchants were as good pirates 
on land as Avery was on the sea.” He bee 
came beggared, and in a few months died in 
consequence of past excesses and present 
privations. Doubtless most of those fine

his crews mutinied and sailed away with the 
black flag at their masts. Strange to say, on 
board there was another woman in disguise. 
This was an equally famous heroine of sub- 
sequent pirate stories, named Annie Bonney. 
Like Mary Reed, her origin was also ob- 
scure. Her father was an attorney who had 
run away from Cork witb his servant girl 
and gone to the Carolinas. Soon after a girl 
child was born, and the mother died. Annie 
lived with her father until she was old 
enough to fall in love, when she ran away 
with a sailor whom her father detested. 
They went to New Providence, and he be- 
came a pirate. After a time she ran away 
with Captain Rackham, accompanying him 
in many of his most dangerous piratical ex- 
peditions, This time they chanced to sail on 
board the same vessel with Mary Reed. 
Through some subtle influence which phil- 
osophers may be better able to explain, the 
two disguised women fell in love with each 
other. The grief was doubtless mutually 
poignant when the revelation camethat they 
were both women. It is claimed, with no ap- 
parent reason for contradiction, that no one 
in the crew was aware of their sex excepting 
Captain Rackham, who, becoming jealous of 
Annie Bonney’s continued intimacy with 
Mary Reed, was told the secret. What names 
they 
state.

Captain Rackham, soon after they sailed, 
asked Mary Reed why so handsome a woman 
should choose such a dangerous life, which

chaos. Some of them, however, had 
honored families, which no sus- 
picion that the loved and respected heads of 
the househoids, while away on their long 
voyages, were cutting throats, ships, 


she enlisted as & cadct in'a Flanders regi- 


| ment. From that she was promoted to a 


place in the cavalry, and was then trans- 
ferred for a time to a man-of-war. Mean- 
time she had fallen in love with a young 
Fleming, who had been a comrade in the 
army. Her sex being discovered, she was 
married to the young man, who had become 
a subordinate officer. So many presents were 
given them by friends in the army that they 
were enabled to set up a public tavern, after 
having secured honorable release from the 
service. In a short time her husband died, 
and a neighboring tradesman cheated her 


out of her property. Finding herself once 


| 


must end in battle or at “ execution dock,” 
as they called the gallows. 
‘a ng is no hardship,” she replied; 
but if it were not for the fear of ft, every 
cowardly poltroon ashore would turn pirate, 
and so infest the seas that the gallant men 
of courage would starve. So the dastardly 
rogues stay at home to cheat the widows 
and orphans, and to oppress the poor, who 
have no money with which to buy justice.’ 
The stories of which these women are the 
heroines stretch out to great length, but: 
nothing is more reliable than that their 
ship soon ran afoul of a British man-of-war. 
The fire from the warship that swept their 


ore as men the chronicler does not 


brought wholesale pardons, and the gov- 
ernments did all they could to induce the 
pirates to settle down as planters. After 
each proclamation of pardons the pirates 
came into the colonies like bees reterning 
to the hive from a clover field. But ac- 
cording to descriptions of Tortuga, St. Chris- 
topher, Guadeloupe, Martinique, Provi- 
dence, and other favorite places in Jamaica, 
Hayti, and Barbadoes, the towns wallowed 
in such licentiousness and vice as to be sec- 
ond only to the ancient Sodom and Gomor- 
rah. 

One of Exquemelin’s numerous editors de- 
fines Tortuga as ‘‘ the refuge for al! sort of 
wickedness, and the seminary of pirates and 
thieves.”’ 

Thomas Gage, a priest in Central America, 
was converted to Protestantism by seeing 
a mouse run away with the consecrated host 
while he was praying over it, previous to 
administering the sacrament. After this 
he went through the West Indies and wrote 
a book about them, which was published in 
1648 in’ England. According to his observa- 
tions he was surprised that some dreadful 
calamity had not overwhelmed such un- 
speakably immoral places, since they were 
worse than ever Babylon had been. 

Bishop Coke, who came to the West Indies 
at the time Wesley brought Methodism to 
the English colonies of America, found even 
at that late date, when there were only spor- 
adic attempts at piracy, that the old Buc- 
caneer haunts were still dens of carousal, 


debauchery, and vice. 

The pirates’ hilarity, like their cruelty, 
was too abominable to be recorded; and from 
merely incidental descriptions we are left 
to suppose that such home life as they had 
was no better than the brothel. 

Since most of them 
deaths, it is doubtless best that there was 
no one to lament their fate. Even of those 
who quit piracy and returned to their native 
land few escaped ignominious ends. The 
actual life of the Buccaneer and the ro- 
| mantic story which dazzled the public were 
vastly different. 

The career of Captain Avery fllustrates 
this fact exceptionally well. The Spanish 
Governor of Peru fitted out two ships at 
Bristol, England, to defend the western 
coast of South America against pirates, on 
one of which Avery was first mate. Thetwo 
ships, each of thirty-four guns and 120 men, 
were ordered to stop at Corunna, on the 
northwest coast of Spain, to receive some 
Spanish-American officials. With little difmi- 
culty Avery formed a conspiracy among the 
men, and the night before the officials were 
to come on board sailed out of the harbor 
upon his piratical career. 

After receiving some recruits at Madagas- 
ear they went to the River Indus, where 
| they had the exceptional fortune to capture 
a Mohammedan vessel bearing the Emperor 
of Deihi, known as the Great Mogul, his 
daughter, and many of the chief personages 
of his court, on a religious pilgrimage to 
Mecca. These devotees were traveling in 
magnificent state, and had on board the 
richest cargo of offerings for the shrines and 
altars of the sacred city. The personal 
adornments of diamonds and other jewels 
were alone enough to make a considerable 
fortune for every pirate engaged. 

The booty wes stored in Avery's vessel. 
as the safest place, each chest of gold and 
jewels bearing three seals, so that nothing 
could be stolen without it being known. 
Early one dark night the sloop having Avery 
and the treasure on board steered out of the 
cotrse they were on toward Madagascar, 
and when rning came the men on the 
other sloop saw that all the immense booty 
“was gone as if the ocean had swallowed it. 
The pirates having the treasure thought 
that they had done their companions a 
shrewd turn. To quote Avery’s historian: 
“ None of his men had any qualms of honor 
rising in his stomach to hinder them con- 
senting to this piece of treachery,” 
_ But Avery found his chests of diamonds to 

be a most b me fortune. He sold his 
ship at the Island of and left 
somerof his men. With a smaller vessel he 
sailed along the New England coast, but 
nowhere dared to offer his diamonds for 
sale. Meanwhile, as each departing pirate 
had received only an ineignificant share of 

the plunder, the larger part remained in his 
. - and, moreover, all of his first 


as#ociates haé@ given place to men ignorant 


‘of bis career and of its gains. He continued 


his effozts to dispose of his diamonds, but 
con that it wae not safe to offer them 
in so new a country as America, and so 


sailed for Ireland. On the north coast he 


came to shocking 


Asiatic @&amonds, recut and polished, now 
adorn the fair throats and glossy hair of 
many a blushing beauty, but the bones of 
the pirate lie in a pauper’s grave. 

When Avery captured the Great Mogul, 
the British Bast India company had at best 
only a precarious hold, and Mohammedan 
hatred needed only a breath to stir the tribes 
to united revolt. The Nabob was ina fury 
at the outrage of the English pirates, and 
the stockholders of the company in England 
feared that the English would be swept out 
of India. The exploit became the sensation 
of the day in Great Britain. Avery's name 
was on every tongue, and the most marvel- 
ous stories of him were implicitly believed. 
It was said that he had married the Great 
Mogul’s daughter, and lived in splendid. 
state. But, worse than all, the apparently 
authentic rumor came that he was building 
forts, erecting magazines, strengthening the 
Nabob’s army. and collecting an enormous 
fleet. With the army he was to make him- 
self master of India, and his fleet was to 


* sweep the seas. Even the size of his royal 


family was known, and the descriptions of 
his increasing power were so alarming that 
propositions were gravely considered as to 
whether It was better to attempt to fight him 
or to enter into treaty with him. Mean- 
while, the most popular play in England 
was called *“‘ The Successful Pyrate,”’ pur- 
porting to describe his career. Long before 
this the poor man had died at Biddeford, 
England, without even enough money to buy 
himself a coffin. 


In like manner the career of Captain Kidd 


governorship of Barbadoes to that of New 
York, and he at once proposed to send Kidd 
on an expedition against the pirates that 
were then almost driving commerce from the 
ocean. Lord John Somers, the Chancellor 
of England, subscribed £1,000, and altogether 
the promoters were as noble as the expedi- 
tion was disastrous. The Adventurer, a gal- 
ley of 287 tons, was fitted out with thirty 
guns at a total cost of about $30,000. . 


William III., at the court of Kensington, 
gave the royal commission ‘to our trusty 
and well beloved Captain William Kidd” to 
capture certain pirates and to make reprisals 
on merchant ships from France. Since it 
was their charge to rob the robbers and to 
take at first hand from.France, there was 
no exalted virtue at stake. Captain Kidd 
was to get one-fourth of all that was taken, 
and the remainder was to be divided equally 
among the men, according to rank. The 
service was specially arranged on the plan of 
no prey, no pay.’’ Only desperate charac- 
ters were therefore attracted, and the 155 
men at last secured were fit characters for 
any career of outlawry. 

Soon after Kidd sailed Governor Fletcher 
wrote to the London Board of Trade that “it 
will not be in Kidd’s power to govern such a 
horde of men under no pay.”’ 4 


From New York he sailed to the Madeiras 
for a supply of wine, then to the Cape Verde 
Islands for other necessary supplies. After 
this he rounded the Cape of Good Hope. 
bound for Madagascar, the grand rendezvous 
for the pirates of. the world. If he had se- 
cured a few prizes here history might have 


.ranked him high among the great s¢a cap- 


tains of Great Britain, with his career end- 
ing in Westminster Abbey Instead of at 
“ Execution Dock.” His ill-fortune was 
doubtless galling, for his noble patrons ex- 
pected him to get rich, whatever the cost. 

In those days all Mohammedans were 
called Moors, and other non-Christian peo- 
ple Gentiles. To attack and despoil them 
was no considerable sin according to the 
sentiment of the times. Therefore when a 
richly laden fleet of Mocha ships came 
through the Strait of Babelmandeb the temp- 
tation was too great to be resisted, and the 
Adventurer sailed in among them like a 
hawk upon chickens. Her thirty guns 
roared with all their might, and the vessels 
scattered like frightened fowls. However, 
there were two that did not fly before the 
enemy. One hoisted English colors and the 
other the Dutch standard. They were war- 
ships, acting as convoys for the Mocha 
fleet, and Captain Kidd was glad to get out 
of range of their terrible broadsides. 

Off the coast of Malabar he captured a 
Moorish ship having on board a large quan- 
tity of myrrh. He used this costly sub- 
stance as pitch for calking the seams of his 
galley. 

After fighting a Portuguese man-of-war 
five hours and then running away he fell tn 
with a Dutch merchantman, which he could 
easily have taken, but he refused todoso. It. 
appears that from this time on his men were 
almost tn a state of mutiny over his con- 
scientious scruples. 


At this time England and Holland were 
closely allied. The Prince of Orange had 
been electert King of England by the British 
Parliament, and it was as offensive to the 
home powers to attack a Dutch ship as one 
fiying the British flag. 

The quarrel between Kidd and his men 
over his failure to attack the Dutch mer- 
chantman culminatedin an attack on him by 
Chief Gunner William More, who was threat- 
ening him with a chisel, when Kidd threw a 
bucket at More’s head with such precision 
as to strike him senseless to the floor. The 
next day the gunner died from concusaion of 
the brain. { 

It seems that the crew tdok no additional 
umbrage at this, which goes far to show that 
they considered it justifiable homicide. 

Shortly after leaving the Malabar coast he 
fell in with the Moorish ship Quedagh, of 400 
tons. He captured it without trouble, and 
sold the cargo for about $50,000." 


Taking the Quedagh ‘with him, he burned 
the Adventurer at Madagascar as ansea- 
worthy, and. sailing with only forty mén, he 
went to the Dutch Spice Islands, where he 
learned that he was regarded as a pirate by 
England and Holland. A royal proclamation 
granting pardon to all pirates who would 
voluntarily surrender themselves before the 
last of April, 1699, excepted by name Captaim, 
Wtilltam Kidd and the “ Successful Pyrate ”’ 
Avery, who was already dead from starva- 
tion in England. Kidd at once sailed direct- 
ly to New York, believing that Lord Bello-~ 
mont would save him from what he believed 
to be a palpable injustice. At Antigua he 
bought a sloop and transferred his plunder 
to it. In June, 1699, he entered Delaware 
Bay, and was chased away by an armed 
coaster from Philadelphia. He then wemt to 
Oyster Bay, and communicated with his wife 
and friends in New York. 

Some unofficial negotiations took place. 
and his wife joined him. A great deal of 
fabulous tradition covers this part of his 
career. At Gardiner’s Island, on inquiry 
concerning his safe conduct, he received a

and Curacao he could get treasure to the 
amount of a quarter of a million dollarg 
more, but his offer was refused. Soon after 
this the men left In charge of the Quedagh.- 
burned it, and nothing more is known of 
their commander’s treasure. Kidd and the 
men captured with him were sent to London 
and tried at the Old Bailey by the High 
Court of Admiralty. Bellomont declared 
that it was impossible to convict him in 
Massachusetts, as the people had profited 
so much by piracy. There is much reason 
to believe that Bellomont deliberately 
sacrificed Kidd to save his own reputation, 
and that Lord John Somers, the Chancellor 
found it necessary to convict him ee-a no. 
litical move against the clamor of the 
Lord’s political opponents... Bellomont died 
before the trial, but Kidd had made a 
mock of the King’s commission and brought 
many eminent men into trouble, and 
doomed. 

The “back-stairs’’ political influence, 
which, under other circumstances, would - 
— been all-powerful, was now his undo- 


ng. 

Kidd's record as a pirate isso tame that he 
hardly deserves a place among the achieve. 
ments of the wild sea rovers and Buccaneers 
who have made a world wonder at their 
great energy and daring. But he became fa- 
mous because the politicians took him up 
in order to traduce and throw from office 
certain men of high degree who had sent 
him out on the seas to rob pirates and seize 
the goods of the French. Kidd’s nobis 
friends were in turn compelled to save them. 
selves, at no hurt of conscience to be sure, 
by appearing most zealous to hang him. 

He was executed with six of his associates, 

nd, according to the custom of the times, 
their bodies were exposed on gibbetsat given 
intervals along the banks of the Thames 
where they remained for many years, until 
their bones fell piecemeal to the earth and 
were carried away by dogs. 


The belief prevailed that Captain Kidd had 
buried @m enormous treasure, and during 
the two centuries following the search was 
not finally abandoned. From Maine to 
Sandy Hook hardly a mile of coast has been 
free from the treasure seekers, so that Cap- 
tain Kidd’s name continued to be ‘the 
most famous in the annals of pirates. Lord 
Macaulay wrote about him, Cooper madea 
novel in which the pirate is supposed to 
have buried his treasure on Sandy Hook, ang 
Poe wove the “‘ Gold Bug” story out of it. 

In 1891 a syndicate was formed te makeap 
exhaustive search for Kidd’s buried treas — 
ure, but the pirate’s fortune will doubtless 
forever remain among the phantoms. ‘ 

The last stanza, of the celebrated doggerel 
known as the “Ballad of Captain Kidd” 
whom the author called Robert Kidd, was 
published in 1701, and purports to give this 
confession: 

I’4 ninety bars of gold, 

As I sailed, 

I'd ninety bars of gold, 

As I salled; 

I'd dollars mantfolé@ 

And riches uncostrolied, 
And by these I lost my sou} 
As I sailed. 

Doubtless the spoils of the pirates and Bue- 
caneers were usually much exaggerated in 
the reports, but there were numerous cases 
in which the booty captured was indeed 
“beyond the dreams of avarice.” 

Sir William Phipps, a New England Bar- 
onet, once Governor of Massachusetts, raised 
a wrecked Spanish galleon off the coast of 
Hayti, and got out of it thirty-two tons of 
silver, and in addition pearls and jewels 
worth all told nearly $2,000,000, ? 


In 1676 some Spanish galleons werd. 
wrecked in the Gulf of Florida, and Spanisit, 
divers recovered 8,000,000 pieces of eight,* 
which were taken to Havana. Three hun- 
dred and fifty thousand were subsequen ; 
deposited in a storehouse on shore gu 
by two commissaries and sixty soldiers. 

Captain Jennings, learning the situation, 
came up with two ships and three sloops from 
Jamaica. He landed 300 men and captured 
the treasure. On the way back to Jamaica 
he picked up a cargo containing nearly, 


100,000 more. 


In 1680, when a new Viceroy made his pub- 


lic entrance into the City of Lima, there 
was a sidewalk pavement made of silver bars 
from the landing to the Governor’s palace. 
It is estimated that more than $85,000,000 
worth of silver was used in its construction 

In evidénce of the vast wealth accumulated 
by the Spaniards from their colonial posset 
sions, one of the sevénteenth century writers 
tells of a Spanish company which lost $500- 
000 worth of property annually by the ray 
ages of the Buccaneers, without in the least 
impairing or discrediting the business integ- 
rity of the company. Since all of thiswast 
wealth was secured through the slave labor 
of the American natives, these bits of evr 
dence afford some comprehension of the 
enormous riches which were wrung from the 
continent, and show the enervating influ- 
ences which changed the Spanish people 
from powerful conquerors into idlers aad

hand Years ago, when the winemaking in- 
dustry was just beginning to flourish in 
America, we planted the vines in the richest 
earth to be found, and rejoiced in the im- 
mense yield of grapes which came to us an- 
nually. Then, after learning that in trying 
to kill the phylloxera we had also killed the 
vines, we also learned better. Nowaduys 
we first plant the common wild vine of which 
Ihave spoken in the poorest earth to be 
found, and afterward graft the ‘noble’ vine 
upon it. And you can plant the inimical 
vines side by side upon these bleak and rocky 
hillsides, and with what result? One vine 
will thrive and flourish, and the other will 
pine agvay and die. Why? Nobody knows. 
Another of the poetic mysteries surrounding 
the subject of vine-growing and wine- 
making. 
Acts as if Alive. 

“Then take the matter of the mysterious 
disturbances which take place in the wine 
cellars and casks whenever the vines from 
which the wines have been made are inter- 
fered with or undergo any change. Early in 
the spring, when the gap first begins to run 
in the hillside vines, the cellarmaster knows, 
without knowing the meaning of them, the 
queer sounds and rumblings which come 
from -all around--him# The wine must be 
‘ racked -off ’’ then—changed from one recep- 
tacle to another and sprayed as widely as 
possible with a flat hoge in order that it may 


be fully aerated, or the casks will burst and - 


the bottles go to ruin. Late in the autumn, 
when the grapes are being cyt and the vines 
are bleeding, the same thing occurs, The 
wine sympathizes with its parent vine end 
makes a disturbance, Unless it is given 
some opportunity for venting this wrath or 
emotion it will spoil. Since afterward, when 
the time has come for bottling, it must be 
so carefully handled that not even the small- 
est bubble rises to the surface, this neces- 
sity is difficult to understand. But the cel- 
larmaster, without ‘understanding it any 
more than we do, Knows that he must obey 
the rumbled demand. This, again, is another 
of the poetic mystertes of winemaking. 

“The cellarmaster, who, like the poet, 

-which he often unconsciously 1s, must be 
born and not madé, and whose knowledge 
is entirely personal and cannot be trars- 
mitted, grows to regard the wine which he 
guards and handles with something like real 
love, if not reverence. He spends his life in 
a dark, chilly cellar—for wine must be 
ripened in the darkness and the silence or : 
will not mature properly—and most of his 
days are passed in a real cave in the earth. 
At one time we ripened our wines in fine 
brick and stone houses built out in the world. 
Nowadays we know better and have gone 
back to the natural houses—the ogy a 
dug far back beneath a hillside. Too — 
light, or noise~éeven loud talking—occ 
ally will spoil the flavor and quality of the 
more sensitive wines.

“ After a certain stage, however, when the 
wine has been pronounced ° candle-bright 
and fully ripened, after it has been carefu wa 
bottled and has recovered from the oes 
sickness,’ which invariably follows this 
operation no matter how carefully it is per- 
formed, then a sea voyage improves it won- 
derfully. Wine breathes, much as @ —— 
being breathes, all wine experts and studen 
realize, and wine which is of sufficiently = 
quality to stand the effects of an ocean trip 
is wonderfully improved thereby.

months. Nature does the cooking in this 
case. As we haven't these conditions easily 
at hand in California we have ‘sherry 
houses’ instead in. which the same process 
fs practically carried on. 

“For another curious fact about wine- 
making, take the color of the grape into 
consideration. White wine, aS some peo- 
ple are already aware, is made from a black 
grape. But red and white, dry and sweet, 
heavy and light wines are often made from 
the same grapes or blends, only they are 
treated differently in each case; and the 
champagne grape from which the famous 
Folle Blanche is made also serves for the 
production of the best cognac. In this con- 
‘nection it might be said that every particle 
of the grape is put to use. The skins of the 
grapes, after the cream of tartar has been 
extracted by being boiled in a copper kettle 
for an hour and a half, are fed to the pigs, or 
to the boiler for fuel... The lees of the wine, 
the bitter ‘lees’ of biblical mention, have 
water added to them and are afterward dis- 
tilled and double distilled into the finest of 
brandy.”’ 

Sweet Wines Unhealthful. 

“The different processes through which 
the different wines are put In order to bring 
them out as ports, burgundies, clarets, and 
sO on, are practically endless, but the same 
general process is gone through with in re- 
gard to all. The sweeter wines are allowed 
to retain more alcohol and are, therefore, 
less healthful than the others, because the 
proper fermentation is checked, and more 
absolute alcohol must be added in order that 
the wine may be preserved. The tariff rate, 
for instance, demands a percentage of twen- 
ty-four parts of alcohol in the case of sweet 
wines, while only 14 per cent is required with 
the dryer kinds. Therefore many of \he 
sweeter wines of Europe are adulterated 
with spirits, elderberry, or cherry juice in 
order to'give color and body; in America we 
never adulterate in this manner, not be- 
cause our consciences are more tender, but 
because our wines are made from young, 
virile vines, grown in young, umworn earth, 
and are too ‘heady’ and full of spirit, if 
anything, rather than of the kind which re- 
quire the addition of foreign substances. 
But even our wines are occasionaly! adulter- 
ated by the use of salycilic acid to give 
smoothness. Port wines, in which the cher- 
ished tawny coloring and ‘ beeswing’ are 
formed by long standing and. perpetua) care, 
are also adulterated, once in a while, by the 
addition ‘of tannin or alum, either of which 
‘will give the tart, fruity flavor so much de- 
sired. American wine consumers, as a rule 
and by the way, know so little of the real 
matter of wines that they frequently refuse 
to take wine which shows a sediment or 
crust. The European buyer, on the other 
hand, views with suspicion a wine which is 
perfectly clear and ‘candlebright,’  be- 
cause he knows that it cannot beola The 
better the wine is the more constantly and 
continually it frees itself from the impurities 
and.sediments which develop, and the best 
professional wine testers and tasters know 
that the absolutely clear wine is often both 


poor and young. 


Troubles with Champagne. 

** Champagne is, perhaps, the most inter- 
esting of all the wines, although to speak 
first of it is like taking one’s dessert before 
soup, and if champagne buyers realized the 
immense amount of trouble and care which 
is expended upon it they would wonder that 
the price is not $50 a bottle instead of $5. 
Only a practical champagne maker of at 
least fifty years’ experience to begin with 
dare undertake the task of selecting the 
blends to be united. Then, after the juice 
has been pressed from the grapes, and the 
heavier and coarser sediments removed, the 
most constant and unremitting care must be 
taken or the entire ‘ cuvee’ of wine will be

even with all these precautions the wine is 
often spoiled. Here is an abbreviated list 
of the different processes which must be 
carried through after the wine has been 
roughly prepared and before it is ready for 
sale. Some of these processes also are ex- 
ceedingly complicated and much more diffi- 
cult to perform than to read about: 

‘‘ First, securing the proper clearness and 
brightness of color. 

** Second, bringing the wine to be bottled 
to the proper degree of sweetness to pro- 
duce the required vivacity of sparkle. 

‘Third, tirage, or filling of bottles. - 

** Fourth, corking. 

“ Fifth, fastening with a string or clamp. 

** Sixth, removing to the fermenting room. 

* Seventh, piling up in the fermenting 
room. 

“Eighth, maintaining proper degree of 
temperature in fermenting room day and 
night until the bottles have developed the 
proper degree of sparkle. 

** Ninth, changing the champagne from one 
fermenting room to another to render the 
sediment less adhesive and to renew the 
fermentation. 

“Tenth, lowering tothecellars. ; 

** Eleventh, piling up the bottles again. 

“ Twelfth, removal of piles in order to fur- 
ther render the sediment less adhesive. 

“Thirteenth, selecting cuvee and placing 
upon rack. 

** Fourteenth, shaking bottles on rack. 

* Fifteenth, selecting the ready and clear 
wine from racks. 

“Sixteenth, removing from rack to point 
the ready wine. 

** Seventeenth, removing from point to dis- 
gorging room. 

disgorging. 

** Nineteenth, sweetening and 

“ Twenty-first, fitting tin hood and wires. 

‘ Twenty-second, fastening and adjusting 
wire. 

“ Twenty-third, washing outside of botles 
and removing to packing room. 

* Twenty-fourth, examination of each bot- 
tle to detect any ‘ unclearness’ or floating 
particles. 

“ Twenty-fifth, capping, labeling, wrapping 
in paper, and covering with tule sheaths. 

Twenty-sixth, packing. 


Work in the Cellar. 


** While in the cellars the piles are usually 
removed twice, and each time the bottle is 
violently shaken in order to detach the sedi- 
ment, giving an opportunity for its forma- 
tion and the completion of the fermentation. 
The work of the bottle. shaker, who every 
day for a period varying from three to four- 
teen months must shake every bottle under 
his care several times, is rendered much 
easier by this preliminary shaking. 

“The bottle shakers, by the way, also 
spend their lives in dark and chilly cellars, 
and their faces, hands, and arms must be 
protected by masks and padding similar to 
those worn by a baseball or football player. 
At one period of the champagne’s ripening 
the bottoms of the bottles are apt to fly out. 
Even in spite of the protecting masks the 
shakers are frequently scarred almost as 
badly as a German university student. At 
another period the necks fiy off, and simHar 
dangers threaten him. Yet these men, in 

ite of their far from easy or luxurious life, 
re always enthusiastic im regard to their 
wares, and will buttonhole the cellar master 
at any time when the opportunity occurs 
and tell him long stories of the peculiar 
actions and individualities of the wines in the 
cuvées and racks before them. The history 
of each bottle of champagne, by the way, 
from the gathering of the grapes to its final 
@isposal, is written, in a sign language which 
nobody but the bottle shaker and the cellar 
master can understand, upon the postsat the 


ends of the different racks. 


time consumed by the shaking process. 
When ‘ ready ’ or ‘ candlebright ’ the bottles 
are then removed to ‘ point.’ ‘That is, they 
are placed on end, corks downward, again to 
help out in regard to the sediment. Hereto- 
fore they have been resting on their sides. 

“From ten days to three weeks later they 
are carried to the disgorging room, the 
sediment ejected, the two or four table- 
spoonfuls of rock candy and spirit which 
differentiate between the dry and sweet 
wines put in, the corks once more inserted 
and fastened down—by hydraulic pressure— 
and the bottles taken to the labeling room, 
where the final operations of preparing for 
packing are carried on. Even now the wine 
must wait six months or so before being 
ready to place on the market. And a longer 
period of waiting is better, since wines 
have diseases, are ‘nervous’ and excitable 
just as human beings are, and a@ certain 
period of time must elapse before danger of 
these troubles can be safely declared over. 

‘* By this time over three and a half, prob- 
ably five, years have elapsed since the 


grapes were first picked, and the bottle has, 


been hdandled—by hand work, not machin- 
ery—2350 times. Even a casual considera-

The fact 
that the final corks placed in the cham- 
pagne botties have been already soaked in 
good champagne is but an instance of the 
intense and unremitting care necessary to 
produce good wine, and the fact that there 
is a small patch of vineyard in Fresno 
County, Cal., so narrow and restricted that 
I could walk over it in a day, from which 
some of the finest champagne.in the world 
is nade, and which yearly produces a yield 
‘marvelous in both quantity and quality, 
shows that I have reason to be enthusiastic 
in regard to the land of American wines, 
which is also the home of much of the poet 
traditions and folklore stories in which, 
next to wines and wine making, I am more 
interested than in anything in the world. 

.“* Roughly speaking, there are three kinds 
of champagne, the king of wines, dry, sweet, 
and ‘ Brut ’—which I am always inclined to 
spell with a final e, so unpleasant is its na- 
ture. Of the charm and poetic romance of 
champagne but a trifling hint has been given. 
Any one who visits the vineyards of either 
California or the old world for the first 
time will promptly cease to wonder at my 
enthusiasm regarding a subject rarely popu- 
lar with one of my sex.” 


GENTLE ART OF POISONING LOST 


Artistic Means of Relieving Obnoxious 
People of Life in the Early Cen- 
turies Has Gone Out of Fashion. 


The art of poisoning, if we are to believe 
an eminent authority, must be reckoned 
among the lost arts. It is not because we 
are less coarse than our ancestors, and carry 
our refinement even into our crimes; weare 
less unscrupulous or cruel than our fore- 
fathers were. Though the toxicology of the 
ancients was necessarily incomplete, there 
is every reason to believe that antiquity 
was acquainted with the use of arsenic, 
opium, henbane, and prussic acid. The old- 
est poison in use was probably an importa- 
tion of serpent venom. Theophrastus speaks 
of a poison made from aconite, with rapid 
or slow effects in accordance with the op- 
erator’s wishes. ,_During the empire the re- 
moval of inconvenient people by means of 
poison had become so common that the Em- 
perors had a number of men in their service 
whose duty it was to taste all dishes put 
upon the imperial table, and no dinner was 
partaken of without one of the court phy- 
siclans being present. 

One of the most notorious poisonere of the 


day was Locusta, the murderess of Claudius

and Britannicus. About the year 331 B. C, 
large numbers of women belonging to the 
higher classes of Roman society were in- 
dicted for poisoning their husbands (a mod- 
ern instance of the epidemic occurred of 
late years in Hungary). One hundred- and 
seventy were convicted and condemned. The 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries were the 
halcyon days of poisoning. There is nq 
doubt that La Spara, and the, if possible, 
still more wretched hag La Toffania, were 
as bad as you mal: them. The latter is said 
to have caused the death of over 600 
persons. She used a preparation of arsenic. 
which she sold under the name of “ acqua. 
Toffana.” It was a slow poison, the victim 
growing daily weaker and gradually dying 
from physical exhaustion. In France the 
most notorious female poisoners were Mme, 
de Brinviliiers, who was taught the secret 
of the “ succession powder " by Sainte Croix, 
which she successfully administered to hes 
father and brothers: and the still more no«< 
torious Lavoisin and Lavigoreux, who, b 
ostensibly midwives, carried their poison 
to high and low—married couples anxious tq 
hasten the dissolution of. the irksome tle, 
or needy heirs wishful to accelerate the de< 
parture of rich relatives. A veritable manig 
for poisoning appears to have set in to< 
wards the middle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury. . 

In England poisoning was declared, by an 
act passed in the reign of Henry VIIL., to be 
high treason, atid those guilty of it were 
to be boiled alive. The most notorious case 
(the poisoning of James I. by Buckingham 


is only a surmise) of poisoning was that of * 


Sir Thomas Overbury in the year 1613. He 
had incurred the displeasure of Lord Roches- 
ter and his wife, and they had both vowed 
to be revenged on him. So after they had 
got him committed to the tower, they set 
themselves to poison his food by su.auw‘ 
arsenic and cantharides with it. For many 
months, though suffering intensely, he ap- 
pears to have lingered on. At last a stronger 
dose than usual put an end to his miserable 
existence.

| Investigating Use Harmful 


on Playthings. 
MAY SAVE A CHILD'S LIFE 


Foreign Baubles Particularly Bad 
as to Painting. 


WHAT THE CHEMISTS FIND. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 8.—In one 
of the chemical laboraturies of the 
Department of Agriculture is now 
being conducted a scries of inter- 

esting tests of timely interest to 
those about to buy Christmas toys for young 
America. Uncle Sam is anxious to discover 
just how much danger threatens his young- 
sters who play with highly painted play- 
things. The chemist in charge of the inves- 
tigation has collected toys by the closetful 
and is engaged in scraping the various kinds 
of paints from each and analyzing it to learn 
which are poisonous and which are not. 
The articles in question are of both foreign 
and domestic manufacture, and thete is 
positive evidence as to whence each one 
came, as well as by whom manufactured. 
Needless to say, Uncle Sam looks with con- 
tempt upon any concern which would be 
guilty of such criminal negligence as color- 
ing with poison anything which every ma- 
ture person knows is as apt to go intoa 
baby’s mouth as an armature is to join an 
attracting magnet. A result of this investi- 
gation may be the establishment of new 
laws in this country as to the painting of 
these articles of manufacture and the clos- 
ing of our ports to those shipped from for- 
eign countries where toy painting is not 
strictly looked into. As a general rule, how- 
ever, it is so far discovered that few Ameri- 
can toy manufacturers employ poisonous 
paints. Many foreign concerns, however, 
are far less conscientious. Of all the classes 
cf amusement devices for small children 
which have fallen within the scope of the in- 
vestigation, those made of tin are discovered 
to be the most deadly, as a class. This is 
because they are the most highly colored 
and because the paint chips off much more 
reacily than from non-metallic toys. Often 
when applied to the newly cut teeth it falls 
off in great pieces. Considering the poisons 
commonly used to color tin toys and the 
proportions in which they are mixed it ex- 
clted the wonderment of those informed that 
a youngster does not derive sufficient venom 
from the average tin toy to lay him up, 

Tanting that he bite uff only a reasonable 
amount of the coloring matter. : 

All sorts of creatures and objects are rep- 

resented in this odd collection of specimens 
being subjected to the disfiguring ordeal of 
having their exteriors scraped and analyzed. 
It would require several columna to give in 
full the ‘diagnosis of each case made by the 
inguisitive chemist. One poor creature, 
whose predicament should be pryed into by 
the anti-vivisectionists threatening Uncle 
Sam’s laboratories, will serve as an illustra- 
tion of many cases. This subject, presented 
to the writer, was a tin clown, prone upon 
his back, who, upon the actuation of ma- 
chinery beneath him, kicked his legs in the 
direction of a revolving ball supported on a 
rod. In the first place, his entire makeup 
and that of other parts of the contrivance 
was found to be backed with white paint 
containing poisonous zinc. His blue coat 
was largely oxide of cobalt, a rank poison, 
while his yellow legs were of chromate of 
lead, also deadly. The support upon which 
he lay was colored with red lead, not the 
most nourishing of baby foods, and green 
mixed of the chrome and cobalt of the yellow 
and blue. 
Further tests with many other tin toys 
showed that the principal poisons enter- 
ing into their coloring are zinc and leads. 
Some blués are copper, while whites are 
either lead or zinc. Arsenic was not found 
in a single case. In some countries there 
are laws forbidding the use of arsenic for 
coloring toys, yet the other poisons men- 
tioned are allowed. It appears that the 
manufacturers, especially in foreign coun- 
tries, utilize the pigments which are cheap- 
est and most convenient. Yet there are none 
of these poisonous colors which cannot be 
duplicated in absolutely non-poilsonous com- 
pounds. For instance, a harmless ite 
can be made from magnesia, chalk, or sul- 
phate of barium; a non-poisonous yellow 
from one of these whites and extract of 
saffron; red from equal parts of glue and red 
chalk; green from saffron and white, and 
so on. 

Many dolls with innocent faces have suf- 
feved the removal of their complexions for 
the noble cause of science. Dolls, gener- 
ally speaking, are not found to be poison- 
ous. The exposed portions are usually of 
porcelain, china, or wax, and what little 
paint there is over these is either harmless 
water colors or some other pigment applied 
so thin that it cannot go far toward caus- 
ing internal complications of any sort, or in- 
ternational ones either. Poisonous paint is 
found upon wooden toys, but it is not ap- 
plied so thick upon wood as upon metal and 


‘does not chip easily from the former. Like- 


wise upon rubber playthings, the coloring 

matter is thin like enamel, yet rubber toys 

are much more wholesome articles of diet 

when left unpainted. This new investiga-_ 
tion, of course, is for the welfare of the com- 

munity and will develop some more inter- 

esting facts as it progresses. 


DESTROY ASSASSINS’ WEAPONS 


Old-World Custom Which Prevents the 
Grewsome Objects Falling into 
Hands of Speculators. 


The Emperor of Austria. in talsing steps to 
secure the destruction in Geneva, in the 
presence of the Austro-Hungarian envoy 
and his consular officials, of the weapon 
with which the Empress was assassinated, 
as well as the surgical instruments used by 
the Swiss physicians in making the post- 
mortem examination, has acted in accord- 
ance with royal and old-world usage anu 
tradition in the matter. It is a custom 
which is based partly on superstition, and 
partly on a determination to prevent arti- 
cles of this kind from falling into the hands 
of dealers in curiosities, and being placed 
on exhibition in some more or less reputa- 
ble museum or traveling show. The Em- 
peror has also sent to Vienna for preserva- 
tion in the imperial palace the bed on which 
the body of the murdered Empress lay until 
placed in the coffin. 

Until fifty years ago the weapons used for 
the assassination of members of reigning 
houses or of great personages, as well as 
any surgical instruments employed in treat- 
ing their injuries, or for purposea of post- 
mortem examination and embalmment, 


were filed away or ground to pieces. When, 


however, the priest, Martin Merino, at- 
tempted to murder Queen Isabella of Spain 
iln 1852, as she was entering the Metropoli- 
tan Church of the Attoccha, in order to un- 
dergo the ceremony of churching after the 
birth of her eldest daughter, It was found 
that the blade of the poniard, which he had 
used to wound her Majesty, was of such ex- 
quisitely tempered steel that it resisted 
every file and stone. 

This was related in the newspapers of 
the day, and the superstitious Spaniards be- 
came so excited about the matter that the 
Cabinet was forced to occupy itself about 
the affair, and to take steps for the de- 
struction of the knife by means of sulphuric 
acid in order to allay public feeling, and to 
remove the impression that there was 
something supernatural and magic about 
the dagger. 

Since then sulphuric acid has always 
been used for pirposes of this kind, the 
most recent instances being In the cases of 
the revolver with which Goll assassinated 
the Spanish Premier, Canovas; the knife 
with which the would-be assassin of Kihg 
Humbert so terribly wounded his Prime 
Minister; Carioli; the gun with which King 
George of Greece was shot at a year ago; 
and the pistol with which an attempt was 
made to take the Ufe of the late King Al- 
fonso of Bpain.—Boston Transcript.
